COLUMNS  of  hundreds 
of  Yugoslav  army  tanW 
burst  across  the  Serbian 
bozxler  into  Croatia  yes- 
terday in  a three-pronged 
attack  on  republican 
strongholds. . 

Almost  all  of  eastern  and 
southern  Croatia  was  en- 
veloped in  the  warfare  and 
further  - dashes  were  re- 
ported along  the  Adriatic 
coast  as  the  federal  forces, 
out  of  political  control, 
launched  their  biggest  op- 
eration since  heavy  fight- 
ing began  in  the  breakaway 
republic  three  months  ago. 

As  the  armoured  columns 
of  about  270  vehicles  thru  at 
into  the  border  villages  of 
Nijemd,  Lipovac  and  Tovar- 
nik,  it  was  not  dear  whether 
they  intended  merely  to  re- 
lieve besieged  federal  army 
barracks  in  Vukovar  and 
Vinkovci,  or  to  launch  an  all- 
out  attack.  Another  300  tanks 
were  'massed  on  the  border,  ' 
and  Western  military  observ- 
ers feared  that  die  concentra- 
tion of.  armour  meant  the 


army  was  determined  to  finish 
the  job  of  carving  out  new. 
borders, whatever  the  cost. 

• A Croatian  government  of- 
ficial said:  “It  looks  like  they 
are  intent  on  circling  round  to 
bite  of  Osijek  and  Vukovar." 
Both  towns  have  recently 
come  under  heavy  fire  from 
Serbian  militants  and  the 
federal  army,  but  have  not 
surrendered.  Another  official 
in  Vinkovci,  about  20  miles 
away,  said  it  appeared  the 
attack  was  aimed  at  lifting  the 
blockade  of  the  army  base. 

Large  columns  of  federal 
reservists  and  volunteers  were 
also  on  the  move  in  the 
neighbouring  republic  of  Bos- 
nia-Herzegovina,  with  army 
convoys  reported  to  be  head- 
ing towards  strategic  areas. 
Tension  was  high  in  several 
towns  and  .Muslims  and  Cro-  ■ 
atians  were  building  bar? 
ricades  to  block  the  path  of  the 
Serbian  territorials. 

The  arrival  of  troops  raised 
fears  that  Bosnia,  with  its 
volatile  population  mix,  could 
be  drawn,  into  a conflict  that 
would : bring  all-out  war  to 
Yugoslavia.

Tanks  attack 
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What  can  we  do?

THE  United  Nations  Security 
Council  was  under  mounting 
pressure  last  night  to  try  to 
avert  a bloody  showdown  in 
Yugoslavia,  with  Austria  and 
Canada  pressing  for-  urgent 
consultations.  . . , 

Germany  also  . threw  - its 
weight  behind  calls  for  sec- 
urity . council  action,  and 
France,  this  month’s  council 
president,  was  expected  to 
respond  favourably.  But 
Javier  Perez  de  Cufillar,  the 
United  Nations  secretary-gen- 
eral, pointed  out  the  likely 
obstacles  to  such  decisive  UN 
action  yesterday,  noting  that 
UN  peacekeeper  could  only 
intervene  in  the.  internal  af- 
fairs of  a member  state  if  the. 
security  council  authorised 
the  operation  ' under  the 
enforcement  provisions  of 
chapter  VU  of  the  UN. charter, ' 
the  section,  used  against  Iraq. 

“Of  course,  it.  is  an  internal 
affair,  but  the  situation  as  it  is 
today  is  extremely  dan- 
gerous," he  said,  f Apparently, 
the  government,  of  Canada 
and  not  only  the  ‘government 
of  Can*da  but  other,  govern- 
ments are  afraid  that  this  civil 
war  could  develop  in  a man- 
ner that  could  affect  peace  and 
international  security.

'Meanwhile,  British  dip- 
lomats were  working  to  focus 
the  council's  likely  involve- 
ment on  backing  up  European 
peace  efforts,  rather  than 
thrusting  the  United  Nations 
into  the  centre  of  the  crisis. 
The  security  council  was  due 
to  meet  informally  later  in  the 
day  to  discuss  the  procedure 
for  the  election  of  a new  UN 
secretary  general,  and  dip- 
lomats said  the  Yugoslav 
question  would  also  be  raised. 

The  five  veto-bearing 
permanent  members  of  the 
security  council  — Britain, 
China,  France,  the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  United  Slates 
— met  privately  yesterday 
morning  to  discuss  whether 
the  council  should  take  up  the 
issue.  “A  formal  Security 
Council  meeting  is  unlikely 
today,”  erne  Western  member 
■and  “Consultations  will  go 
on  over  the  weekend  with  a 
formal  meeting  likely  early 
next  week.” 

European,  North  American 
and  Soviet  ministers  are  also 

expected  to  meet  in  New  York 
on  Yugoslavia  next  week 
under  the:  auspices  of  the 
Conference  on  Security  and 
Co-operation  in  Europe.

Earlier,  Ante  Markovic,  the 
federal  prime  minister  who  is 
also  a Croat,  called  for  Gen- 
eral Kadijevic’s  resignation, 
accusing  him  of  waging  his 
own  war  ul  Croatia-  The 
generaTs-  refusal  to  go  was 
described  by  a diplomat  as 
“the  end  of  normal  civil 
government”,  and  a military 
analyst  said:  “The  army  is 
acting  free  of  any  federal 
civilian  control-  We  have  a 
breakdown  of  power  at  the 
federal  level  and  the  con- 
sequences are  frightening” 
General  ICadijevic  was  said 
to  have  visited  Moscow  on 
March  13  to  see  the  then 
Soviet  defence  minister,  Dmi- 
tri Yazov,  to  secure  a secret 
weapons  deal.  Mr  Markovic 
said  he  was  later  told  that  the 
general  had  arranged  to  buy 
missile  systems,  jets  and  heli- 
copters which  were  not  part  of 
official  agreements.  Mr  Yazov 
was  one  of  the  emergency 
committee  set  up  after  last 
month's  failed  Soviet  coup 
and  is  now  under  arrest  ac- 
cused of  treason. 

Mr  Markovic  accused  the 
federal  army  of  conducting  a 
war  to  redraw  the  frontiers 
and  of  hatching  a secret  plan 
aimed  at  Bosnia.  “Nothing 
can  justify  the  terrible  devast- 
ations and  destructions  of 
entire  towns,”  he  told  a cabi- 
net meeting 

In  yesterday's  army  assault. 
Nijemd,  Upovac  and  Tovar- 
nik  came  under  fire  from 
howitzers,  tanks  and  cannons, 
Zagreb  defence  offidals  said. 
Five  dvilians  and  a national 
guardsman  were  reported 
killed  in  Nijemd.  “There  is 
chaos,  with  air  attacks  and 
artillery  shelling  across  the 
area,"  the  interior  ministry 
said.  In  southern  Vukovar. 
federal  troops  broke  through 
Croatian  defences  and  pan  of 
the  rity  had  fallen,  Belgrade 
radio  reported. 

In  Split  gunboats  were 
pounding  the  airport  and  a 
British  merchant  ship  was  said 
to  have  been  hit  although  no 
further  details  were  available.

Church  and  state  try  to 
ease  friction  over  riots

THE  prime  minister  yesterday 
sought  to  prevent  a full-scale 
controversy  erupting  between 
church  and  slate  over  who  was 
to  blame  for  inner  rity  riots. 

As  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  defended  his 
claim  that  the  recent  distur- 
bances on  Tyneside  were 
rooted  in  social  deprivation, 
John  Major  insisted  that 
many  of  the  incidents  had 
been  pre-planned  and  that  not 
all  the  rioters  were  from 
deprived  backgrounds.  Senior 

cabinet  ministers  joined  in 
with  rebuttals  of  the  arch- 
bishop’s views  while  opinion 
within  the  church  rallied  be- 
hind George  Carey. 

In  the  current  phase  of 
speculation  about  a possible 
general  election,  both  sides 
appeared  anxious  to  prevent  a 
revival  of  tensions  between 
church  and  state  and  a rift 
between  Clowning  Street  and 
Lambeth  Palace. 

The  government's  tactics  in 
countering  Dr  Carey's  claim 
that  the  riots  were  linked  to 
poverty  and  poor  housing  and 
his  criticism  of  its  education 
policy  switched  during  the  day 
with  Downing  Street  taking  a 
relaxed  view  of  his  comments. 
Initially  ministers  robustly  at- 
tacked Dr  Carey  with  Kenneth 
Clarke,  the  education  sec- 


retary, describing  him  as  “old 
fashioned  and  opposed  to 
change”  and  Kenneth  Baker, 
the  home  secretary,  demand- 
ing that  the  church  give  young 
people  a lead. 

But  later  the  prime  minister 
and  Chris  Patten,  the  Tory 
party  chairman,  gave  a much 
equable  response.  John  Major 
said  during  a visit  to  Cardiff 
that  not  all  the  rioters  had 
come  from  deprived  back- 
grounds. “Many  of  those  in- 
cidents were  carefully  pre- 
planned and  the  police  are 
fairly  clear  that  that  is  the  case, 
and  that  behaviour  is  ab- 
solutely intolerable.” 

But  the  prime  minister 
praised  Dr  Carey.  “I  know  the 
archbishop  very  well.  I'm  a 
great  admirer  of  the  arch- 
bishop. “I  think  it  is  a very 
bad  idea  for  politicians  to  tell 
the  church  what  to  do.” 

Defending  his  remarks,  Dr 
Carey  said  on  radio  that  the 
Church  of  England's  relation- 
ship with  the  government  was 
good  and  his  remarks  should 
not  be  taken  out  of  context. 
“What  it  is  important  to 
underline  is  that  I said  our 
relationship  with  the  govern- 
ment is  very  good  

confrontation  was  not  on  my 
mind.  1 have  great  respect  for 
the  people  who  lead  our 


nation.  I have  respect  for  the 
people  in  Opposition,”  the 
archbishop 

Dr  Carey  said  he  did  not 
condone  violent  criminal 
behaviour  and  added  that  he 
agreed  with  Conservative 
charges  that  die  church  itself 
had  a role  to  play  in 
the  spiritual  malaise  in  soci- 
ety. “My  reference  to  New- 
castle must  be  set  in  the  actual 
context  ofthe  addressitseffi  in 
which  I was  making  the  point 
that  we  cannot  simply  label 
things  spiritual  and  sinfuL" 

The  Bishop  of  Newcastle, 
the  Rt  Rev  Alex  Graham, 
agreed  that  the  arson  and 
vandalism  stemmed  from  a 
sense  of  alienation,  arising 
from  long-term  unemploy- 
ment and  deprivation  on  the 
estates.  “Without  doubt  social 
deprivation,  aimlessness  and 
boredom  were  an  important 
pan  of  the  reason  for  last 
week’s  events." 

However,  the  Rev  George 
Curry,  vicar  of  St  Stephen's  in 
Newcastle's  west  end,  dis- 
agreed with  the  archbishop. 
There  was  a lawless  element  at 
laige  and  the  problem  was  not 
one  of  social  deprivation,  he 
said.

AS  BRITAIN  speculates  over  a Novem- 
ber election,  whether  the  recession  is  at 
an  end,  and  how  to  emigrate  to  the 
idyllic  country  portrayed  in  the  new 
Tory  party  political  broadcast,  John 
M^jor  has  spoken  to  The  Times,  his  first 
interview  with  a national  newspaper  in 
more  than  two  months. 

He  talks  about  long-term  plans  he 
wishes  to  see  through,  suggesting  confi- 
dence at  retaining  power  after  foe  gen- 
eral election.  His  strategy?  The  prime 
minister  admits  that  he  has  always 
bowled  “medium-fast  but  straight",  cap- 
italising on  those  moments  when  oppo- 
nents drop  their  guard. 

Mr  Major  also  hints  that  it  will  be  a 
busy  winter.  Getting  away  “might  be 
difficult”.  Is  that  because  he  will  be 
campaigning  for  a November  election  or 
because  he  will  be  tied  to  his  desk  laying 


the  groundwork  for  a spring  poll?  But 
those  arc  all  the  scrapings  John  Major  is 
offering  to  psephologists. 

His  animated  conversation  with  Alan 
Lee,  foe  Times  cricket  correspondent, 
during  a county  game,  was  all  about 
cricket.  Yes.  Mr  Major  did  make  it  clear 
that  he  does  not  admit  to  heroes, 
“because  thai  gets  things  out  of  perspec- 
tive". but  Mrs  Thatcher  was  not  in  his 
mind.  Peter  May  was. 

The  long-term  plan  he  wants  to  see 
through  is  the  revival  of  cricket  in  state 
schools.  "I  am  concerned,  very  con- 
cerned ...  it  is  a situation  I wish  to  see 
corrected  ...  cricket  may  be  time-con- 
suming but  it  is  also  character-building" 
When  he  spoke  of  how  he  felled  his 
opponents  he  was  talking  about  his  days 
on  the  cricket  field,  when  he  “bowled 
medium-fast,  if  they  missed.  I hit”. 
What  is  it  that  he  wuuki  most  like  to  see 


this  winter?  The  World  Cup  in 
Australasia. 

Mr  Major,  Downing  Street's  most 
ardent  cricket  fen  since  Clement  Attlee, 
has  managed  to  make  a vote-winning 
virtue  of  his  love  of  foe  game.  By 
attending  five  of  this  summer’s  six  Test 
matches  he  has  earned  a reputation  not 
as  a slacker  but  as  a man  who  knows  that 
relaxing  is  as  important  as  working.  ■ 

The  interview  overran.  Mr  Major’s 
press  secretary  intervened  twice  to  point 
this  out  to  foe  prime  minister,  who  was 
due  in  Paris.  But  Mr  Major  was  enjoying 
himself  “I  can  escape  completely  from 
politics  when  I am  at  cricket,"  he 
confessed.  He  was  in  the  middle  of 
arguing  the  case  for  uncovered  pitches 
and  was  not  ready  to  leave  foe  Lord's 
balcony  for  the  airport  just  yet.

Earlier  in  foe  week,  Hanson 
made  an  agreed  £351  million 
bid  for  Beazer,  the  building 
group,  but  Williams’s  £753 
million  bid  for  Racal  Electron- 
ics was  rejected.  The  bids 
come  in  a week  that  has  seen 
an  improvement  in  economic 
optimism. 

Improving  confidence, 
higher  stock  market  prices  and 
lower  interest  rates  have  cre- 
ated a climate  for  takeover 
bids  just  at  a time  when  many 
companies  are  reporting  poor 
profits  because  of  recession.

RANK-and-fiie  worries  over  the 
government’s  proposed  defence 
cuts  and  over  the  pace  of  European 
integration  are  disclosed  in  the 
agenda  for  the  Conservative  party 
conference,  published  yesterday. 
There  are  too  a number  of  morions 
criticising  the  government's  fail- 
ures in  persuading  the  electorate  of 
the  value  of  its  health  service 
reforms. 

A clutch  of  motions  pay  tribute 
to  the  record  of  Margaret  Thatcher 
and  call  for  changes  in  the  system 
of  electing  the  party's  leaders. 
Chris  Patten,  the  Conservative 
party  chairman,  said  yesterday 
that  Mrs  Thatcher’s  appearance  at 
the  conference  would  be  warmly 
welcomed  but  made  it  clear  that  he 
did  not  expect  her  to  speak. 

Among  the  motions  not  chosen 
for  debate  is  one  from  Hackney 
South  and  Shoreditch  which  calls 
for  the  conference  to  record  its 


“unqualified  admiration"  for  -Mrs 
Thatcher’s  achievements  as 
“thrice  victorious  leader  of  the 
Conservative  and  Unionist  parly, 
as  the  century’s  longest-serving 
prime  minister  and  as  an  inter- 
national statesman  without  whose 
courage  and  vision  half  Europe 
would  still  be  shackled  by  the 
bonds  of  socialism". 

A motion  from  Liverpool 
Broadgreen  calls  for  leadership 
election  rules  which  forbid  chal- 
lenges to  a sitting  prime  minister 
and  for  constituency  executive 
committees  to  have  a vote  as  well 
as  MPs. 

North-West  area  Young  Conser- 
vatives want  MPs’  leadership 
votes  made  public  and  Boothfeny 
urges  the  party  to  find  a new 
method  “as  h is  felt  that  the

Typically,  one  from  the 
North-West  young  Conservatives 
urges  the  conference  to  oppose 


“any  extension  id  the  powers  of 
European  Community  institutions 
and  calls  upon  all  Conservative 
members  of  parliament  to  oppose 
the  concept  of  a federal  united 
stales  of  Europe". 

London  South  Inner  Euro 
Constituency  Council  “congratu- 
lates the  prime  minister’s  firm 
stand  in  negotiations  with  our 
European  partners  and  urges  Her 
Majesty’s  Government  to  recom- 
mend the  Rt  Hon  Margaret 
Thatcher  become  the  next  presi- 
dent of  the  European 
Commission". 

On  defence,  the  criticism  is 
more  direct.  Sunderland  urges  the 
government  “to  reconsider  its 


decision  to  cut  the  strength  of  the 
armed  services”,  urging  that  tire 
proposed  reductions  put  at  risk 
“the  prime  consideration  of  any 
government  , defending  the 
realm”.

Questioned  about  criticisms  of 
the  limited  Tory  accounts,  Mr 
Patten  said  that  he  bad  begun 
publishing  them  in  a more  acces- 
sible form.  "Unlike  the  Labour 
party,  there  is  not  a relationship 
between  financial  contributions 
and  the  control  of  policy  or  control 
over  the  selection  of  candidates".

Carey  controversy

Criticism  unlikely  to  deflect 
church  from  ‘moral  lead’ 


THE  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury, George  Carey,  was 
under  no  illusions  when  he 
was  enthroned  in  St  August- 
ine's Chair  last  April  that  he 
would  come  into  confronta- 
tion with  the  government.  In 
his  sermon,  he  warned;  “No 
church  can,  or  should,  avoid 
political  comment  when  free- 
dom, dignity  and  worth  are 
threatened." 

Some  political  observers 
believe  it  more  than  co- 
incidence that  his  first  such 
comment  has  come  as  foe 
Conservative  party  launches 
its  conference  agenda,  when 
foe  Tories  and  Labour  are 
running  neck  and  neck  in  foe

opinion  polls,  and  election 
speculation  is  mounting.

Dr  Carey  was  invited  to

Schools  policy  challenged 


WHILE  his  comments  on  this 
summer’s  riots  have  captured 
foe  headlines,  it  is  foe  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury's  views 
on  education  that  represent 
foe  greater  challenge  both  to 
government  policy  and  foe 
views  of  many  within-  foe 
church. 

In  foe  course  of  his  address 
to  Anglican  secondary  school 
heads.  Dr  Carey  raised  doubts 
both  about  opting  out  foe 
centrepiece  of  foe  govern- 
ment's schools  policy,  and  foe 
emphasis  on  vocational  -edu- 
cation which  has  characterised 
speeches  by  foe  prime  min- 
ister and  Kenneth  Clarke,  foe 
education  secretary.  He  also 
threw  in  criticism  of  exclu- 
sively Christian  education, 
reviving  an  equally  delicate 
debate  on  religious  schools. 

Controversy  over  single- 
faith  schools  has  centred  on 
the  aspirations  of  foe  Muslim 
community  in  recent  years,  as 
successive  applications  for 
voluntary  aided  schools  have 
failed  to  win  ministerial  ap- 
proval. Recently,  however,  foe 
issue  has  resurfaced  within  the 
Church  of  England,  which 
runs  a fifth  of  all  primary 
schools  and  is  in  foe  midst  of  a 
debate  about  its  responsibil- 
ities to  the  wider  community. 
A dispute  over  the  res- 
ponsibility of  King's  school. 
Peterborough,  to  give  priority 
to  committed  Anglicans  led 
the  Bishop  of  Peterborough  to 
withhold  a £128,000  grant 
towards  a new  technology 
block. 

More  politically  conten- 
tious was  Dr  Carey's  restating

of  foe  criticism  made  by  the 
Catholic  Church  and  the  local 
authorities,  as  well  as  foe 
government's  political  oppo- 
nents, that  schools  are  being 
driven  to  grant-maintained 


status  to  win  money  for 
capital  projects.  However,  Mr 
Clarke  was  stung  more  by  Dr 
Carey’s  stand  on  vocational 
education.  The  archbishop 
had  expressed  foe  view  that 
foe  current  emphasis  might 
prove  to  be  shortsighted. 
“Education  does  not  consist  in 
foe  acquisition  of  skills.  It  is  a 
preparation  for  life,"  he  had 
said. 

Mr  Clarke  said  last  night 
“If  he  is  opposed  to  more 
vocational  qualifications  he 
must  be  the  only  person  I 
know  who  is.” 


Dr  Carey:  deliberately  political,  but  not  partisan 


political  storm,  not  by  his 
comments  on  education,  but 
by  what  he  considered  an 
aside:  his  allegation  that  the 
Tyneside  riots  were  due  partly 
to  social  deprivation. 

Dr  Carey  is  still  acclima- 
tising to  his  sudden  elevation 
to  Canterbury,  and  to  how 
statements  less  controversial 
than  many  he  madi»  while 
principal  of  Trinity  Theologi- 
cal College  in  Bristol,  or  when 
bishop  of  Bath  and  WeUs, 
have  suddenly  attained  wide 
significance.  Ever  since  he 
told  a magazine  that  foe  view 
foal  only  a male  coukl  repre- 
sent Christ  at  foe  altar  was  “a 
most  serious  heresy”,  his 
advisers  have  been  attempting 
to  temper  his  spontaneity. 

The  result  this  week  was  a 
speech  which  bears  remark- 
able similarities  to  some  given 
by  his  predecessor,  Robert 
Runcie,  with  inevitable,  col- 
ourful "Careyisms”.  His 
advisers  insisted  yesterday 
that  it  was  not  new  for  a 
church  leader  to  say  that 
human  wrongdoing  was 
linked  to  social  deprivation,  ( 
poverty  and  poor  housing.  i 

Dr  Carey  has  inherited  most 
of  bis  advisers  from  Lord 
Runcie.  It  became  dear  yes- 
terday that  they  believe  there 
to  be  fundamental  disagree- 
ments between  foe  church  and 
government  over  some  as- 
pects of  social  and  education 
policy,  and  that  foe  arch- 
bishop will  not  fight  shy  of 
speaking  out 

Dr  Carey,  like  Lord  Runcie. 
meets  monthly  with  a team  of 
five  theological  advisers, 
headed  by  Wesley  Carr,  dean 
of  Bristol.  However,  unlike 
Lord  Runcie,  who  would  com- 
mission foe  first  draft  of  a 
speech  and  polish  it  to  his  own 
liking.  Dr  Carey  prefers  to  do 
as  mucb  of  the  work  on  foe 
first  draft  as  he  can,  taking 
advice  on  the  final  draft  His 
advisers  believe  that  he  has  an 
over-optimistic  view  of  how 
foe  media  and  government 
will  react  when  he  speaks  what 
he  believes  to  be  Bible-based 
truths. 

He  has  taken  to  heart  the 
frequent  calls  for  foe  church  to 
set  a moral  lead  and  is 
determined  to  do  so,  even 
when  risking  criticism  from 
foe  highest  levels  of  govern- 
ment, as  pan  of  his  commit- 
ment to  mission  and  evangel- 
ism. He  is  deliberately  polit- 
ical, but  insists  he  is  not  party 
political. 


‘Wrongdoing  is  linked  to  poverty’ 


This  is  a partial  text  of  the 
speech  Dr  Carey  gave  on 
Thursday  to  the  Anglican 
Secondary  School  Heads, 
meeting  in  Chester. 

THE  Church  of  England,  not 
the  state,  took  the  initiative  in 
building  schools  and  provid- 
ing an  education  for  foe 
generality  of  young  people. 

That  involvement  did  not 
begin  because  foe  church  sim- 
ply warned  to  create  and 
nurture  good  Anglicans.  The 
primary  aim  was  to  improve 
the  possibility  that  ordinary 
young  people  might  aspire  to  a 
life  which  was  more  satisfying 
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Sister  Supcrioc 


— morally,  spiritually  and 
physically.  We  worry  today, 
and  rightly,  about  foe  alien- 
ation of  some  of  our  young 
people,  such  as  those  who 
were  involved  in  the  riots  in 
Newcastle  last  week.  But  200 
years  ago  similar  problems 
were  endemic. 

The  children  were  generally 
employed  in  the  factories,  foe 
mines,  and  foe  mills  six  days  a 
week,  but,  as  foe  Bishop  of 
Chester  wrote  in  1785,  “on 
Sundays  they  are  too  apt  to  be 
idle,  mischievous  and  vi- 
cious". The  bishop  was  right 
to  recognise  foe  presence  of 
our  sinfulness,  but  be  no 
doubt  ignored  the  fact  that 
human  wrongdoing  is  in- 
extricably linked  to  social 
deprivation,  poverty,  poor 
bousing  and  illiteracy. 

We  cannot  ask  of  education 
a means  of  solving  problems 
which  wider  society  chooses  to 
ignore.  What  schools  can  do  is 
make  a most  significant 
contribution  in  preparing  pu- 
pils for  their  future 
citizenship. 

We  are  told  that  this  is  a 
“climate  of  unbelief"  and  that 
materialism  rules.  And  it  is 
that  kind  of  talk  which  is 
driving  Christians  to  set  up 
protected  schools  in  which  foe 
Christian  faith  can  be  taught 
in  an  atmosphere  of  tolerance 
and  love.  It  is  foe  same  driving 
instinct  which  is  behind  other 


faith  communities  wanting  to 
start  their  own  schools  in 
which  foe  religious  values  they 
believe  in  may  be  protected 
from  foe  harsh  and  cold  winds 
of  an  indifferent  and  secular 
world. 

The  kind  of  education  I am 
interested  in  is  not  only  foe 
rediscovery  and  repossession 
of  a Christian  world  view  but 
foe  breadth  of  vision  in  which 
the  individual's  growth  is 
physical,  intellectual,  moral 
and  spiritual.  And  we  are  not 
talking  about  brainwashing  or 
indoctrination,  but  an  opeo 
system  in  which  doubt, 
questioning,  argument  and  en- 
quiry are  allowable  and  essen- 
tial ingredients.  That  is  why, 
in  my  opinion,  foe  desire  on 
foe  part  of  some  Christians  to 
send  their  children  to  tightly 
protected  Christian  schools,  in 
which  no  alternatives  to  foe 
Christian  faith  are  known,  is 
socially  divisive,  educa- 
tionally damaging  and  spir- 
itually unsatisfying,  because 
foe  time  will  come  when 
unpalatable  realities  will  have 
to  be  laced. 

1 want  to  share  my  concern 
that  we  need  to  do  more  to 
affirm  foe  worth  of  our  teach- 
ers and  encourage  their  mo- 
rale. I have  seen  enough 
schools  over  foe  last  ten  years 
to  recognise  what  a battle- 
ground foe  classroom  has 
become:  an  ideological  battle- 


ground in  whicb  education 
theories  have  exhausted  and 
depressed  teachers;  a moral 
battleground  as  parental  ir- 
responsibility in  securing  a 
moral  framework  for  their 
children  has  meant  that  teach- 
ers have  had  to  bear  the 
burden  of  that  demand  too. 

The  Church  of  England 
rightly  looks  for  co-operation 
on  its  side  from  foe  depart- 
ment of  education  and  science 
and  from  local  education 
authorities.  By  and  large,  I 
believe  that  foe  relationship  is 
constructive  but  it  is  worri- 
some, at  the  very  least,  that 
some  major  educational  pro- 
posals and  decisions  are  made 
without  any  consultation  at  ail 
by  the  DES  with  foe  church. 

For  example,  foe  decision 
by  government  ministers  to 
encourage  a large-scale  move 
to  grant  maintained  status  was 
made  without  any  prior  con- 
sultation with  foe  Church  of 
England,  even  though  it  may 
substantially  affect  the 
church’s  own  educational 
planning.  As  a church  we  are 
not  opposed  to  seeking  grant 
maintained  status  where  this 
seems  appropriate,  but  it  is 
disturbing  when,  as  in  some 
cases,  it  seems  that  a school  is 
pushed  in  foe  direction  of 
opting  out  simply  because  this 
is  foe  only  means  of  getting 
cash  from  the  DES  for  new 
buildings.

Major  dismisses  election 
date  talk  as  ‘silly  games’

SEEKING  to  lower  foe  elec- 
tioneering temperature,  the 
prime  minister  yesterday  dis- 
missed talk  of  election  dates  as 
“silly  games"  and  Conser- 
vative party  chairman  Chris 
Patten  daimed  that  as  the 
economic  situation  improved 
“this  year  and  next"  so  would 
foe  party’s  fortunes. 

Senior  ministers  now 
believe  that  an  election  next 
spring  is  far  more  likely  that 
one  in  November.  But  they 
are  agreed  that  John  Major 
will  keep  open  for  some  time 
yet  foe  November  option  in 
case  opinion  polls  take  off  to  a 
point  which  makes  foe 
temptation  irresistible. 

It  is  foe  period  of  “swan 
politics".  Both  major  parties 
are  attempting  to  glide  se- 
renely on  foe  political  surface 
while  paddling  furiously 
underneath.  So.  while 
pretending  it  was  business  as 
usual,  foe  Tories  launched  a 
new  poster  campaign  attack- 
ing Labour’s  connections  with 
the  trades  unions.  Labour, 
equally  coincidentally,  set 
about  the  government  for 
wasting  the  revenues  from 
North  Sea  oiL  The  parties 
scrapped,  loo,  over  the  covert 
way  the  Tory  party  keeps  its 
accounts. 

At  a press  conference  to 
launch  foe  agenda  for  this 
year’s  Tory  conference  Mr 


Patten  said;  “Section  specula- 
tion froth  is  best  left  to  others. 
This  government  has  plenty  of 
work  to  do  and  is  getting  on 
and  doing  iL"  But  be  insisted 
that  no  one  in  foe  world  was 
voting  mfo  enthusiasm  for 
socialist  policies.  Gting  the 
case  of  Sweden,  he  said  that 
socialism  was  “washed  up, 
clapped  out". 

Mr  Major,  on  a tour  of 
South  Wales,  dismissed  gen- 
eral election  speculation  as 
“silly  games".  But  John 
Smith,  Labour’s  shadow  chan- 
cellor, called  for  an  early 
election  to  “ end  foe 
uncertainty”. 

Launching  a nationwide 
poster  campaign  to  counter 
Labour's  rows  of  Tory  skel- 
etons accompanied  by  the 
question  “How  many  more 
are  there  in  the  Tory  cup- 
board?", foe  Tories  unveiled  a 
poster  asking  "Who  runs  Lab- 
our?", answering  foe  query 
with  colour  photographs  of  six 
prominent  union  leaders  mak- 
ing up  the  letters  of  the  parly's 
name. 

Mr  Patten  said;  “We  know 
there  is  public  concern  about 
foe  armlock  which  foe  trade 
unions  have  on  foe  Labour 
party.  1 think  people  remem- 
ber that  foe  trade  unions  used 
to  run 'the  country.  Now  they 
just  run  foe  Labour  party  and 
voters  plainly  want  to  keep 


things  that  way."  The  employ- 
ment secretary  Michael  How- 
ard said:  “The  whole 
relationship  between  the 
unions  and  foe  Labour  party  is 
corrupt" 

The  Tory  accusations  were 
swiftly  denied  by  John  Smith, 
shadow  Chancellor,  who  said 
the  claims  would  rebound  on 
the  Conservatives  as  ques- 
tions were  asked  about  their 
funding.  If  the  government 
was  so  confident  foe  public 
was  swinging  behind  the  To- 
ries, he  said,  it  should  put  it  to 
foe  test 

“The  sooner  the  better,"  Mr 
Smith  said.  “Continuing  un- 
certainty about  foe  date  of  foe 
election  does  not  make  gov- : 
eminent  any  easier  or  eco- 
nomic management  any  , 
easier”  1 

Later,  the  Chancellor,  Nor- 
man Lamont,  fiercely  attacked  | 
Labour's  policies  towards 
business.  He  published  a 
document  which  identified  28 
items  under  foe  title  of 
“Labour's  burdens  on  busi- 
ness". This  claimed  that  Lab- 
our would  tie  up  managers  in 
red  tape,  restrict  employers' 
choice  in  hiring  their 
workforce,  limit  firms’  free- 
dom of  action  bn  investment, 
tamper  with  pension  fends, 
impose  a minimum  wage  and 
give  power  back  to  the  trades 
unions. 


Riot  linked  to  fall  in  respect 


LACK  of  respect  for  authority 
among  young  people  was  yes- 
terday blamed  by  a police 
chief  for  foe  recent  riots  in 
parts  of  Britain.  Charles  Pol- 
lard. chief  constable  of  foe 
Thames  Valley  force,  also 
accused  criminal  gangs  for  foe 
disturbances  in  which  eight  of 
his  officers  were  hurt  in 
Oxford  earlier  this  month. 

Mr  Pollard,  presenting  a 
report  on  foe  Oxford  violence 
to  his  police  authority,  said 
that  gangs  on  foe  Blackbird 
Leys  estate  in  foe  city  planned 
a concerted  attack  on  police  as 
a direct  response  to  the  success 
of  police  operations  to  crack 
down  on  crime. 

In  comments  afterwards,  be 
said:  “Essentially,  without 
looking  at  the  social  reasons, 
one  can  say  it  comes  down  to 
foe  feet  that  foe  young  today 
do  not  have  foe  respect  for 
authority  that  they  used  to

have."  He  added  that  modern 
young  criminals  were  more 
sophisticated  and  knew  how 
to  exploit  every  loophole  in 
foe  justice  system.  He  ac- 
cepted that  environmental 
factors,  including  the  design  of 
the  Oxford  estate  and  hot 
weather,  had  played  a pan  in 
foe  violence. 

Mr  Pollard  said  many  of  the 
youths  involved  in  crime  on 
foe  Oxford  estate  were  either 
in  full-time  education  or  at 
work.  Some  were  un- 
employed, but  there  did  not 
appear  to  be  a common 
denominator  other  than  that 
they  lived  in  Blackbird  Leys  or 
had  relatives  living  there. 

Cases  of  criminal  damage 
started  to  increase  on  the 
estate  in  1988,  he  said.  Minor 
damage  and  general  rowdiness 
were  foe  main  problem, 
involving  15  to  20  youths.  It 
was  clear  it  was  being  done  for 


pleasure  and  not  gain.  It 
developed  into  youths  stealing 
high-performance  cars  and 
giving  pre-arranged  driving 
“displays"  in  foe  late  evening 
to  try  to  lure  foe  police  into 
pursuit 

The  chief  constable  said 
foal  in  the  summer  his  force 
initiated  a strategy  that 
included  seeking  more  sup- 
port from  foe  community  and 
other  agencies  and  additional 
policing. 

“These  had  an  immediate 
impact  in  that  in  foe  two 
months  of  June  and  July 
autocrime  in  foe  Oxford  area 
was  reduced  and  a significant 
number  of  offenders  were  not 
only  arrested,  but  also  re- 
manded in  custody." 

He  said  police  received 
information  that  those  in- 
volved in  crime  were  planning 
a concerted  attack  on  foe 
police  as  a direct  result. 


Drug  error 
admitted 
by  doctor 

A doctor  who  prescribed  a 
fetal  drug  overdose  for  a leuk- 
aemia victim  admitted  yester- 
day that  she  had  made  an  er- 
ror. Dr  Susan  Kearney,  in  a 
written  statement  to  foe  in- 
quest into  foe  death  of  Lee 
Rainford,  aged  23.  said  she 
had  misinterpreted  the  dosage. 

In  foe  statement,  read  by 
Christopher  Johnson,  foe 
Wtrral  coroner,  she  said  she 
was  aware  that  she  made  an 
error  in  foe  number  of  doses  of 
foe  drug  Vindisene  given.  The 
coroner  has  already  said  that  it 
was  foe  “fetal  error"  in  giving 
Mr  Rainford  right  doses  not 
two  which  killed  him  at 
Arrowe  Park  hospital,  Birken- 
head. The  case  continues. 

Food  threats 

A man  yesterday  admitted 
demanding  £1  million  with 
menaces  from  Sainsbury’s,  the 
supermarket  group,  by  threat- 
ening to  contaminate  food- 
stuffs. Mark  Finbow,  aged  25, 
changed  his  plea  on  the  fifth

Farmers  dig  in  for  the  battle  over  ploughing  honours 


By  Edward  Gorman 

COMPETITOR  from  all  over  the 
world  dug  in  at  a field  outside 
Limavady,  Co  Londonderry,  yes- 
terday as  the  battle  to  become  this 
year's  world  ploughing  champion 
got  under  way. 

Farmers  from  30  countries  con- 
verged on  the  town  for  the  event,  in 
its  38  th  year. 

■ If  you  are  not  experienced  in  the 
art  of  ploughing,  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  judge  whether,  for 


example,  one  competitor  is  making 
a better  fist  of  the  stubble  than  the 
next.  Scott  Moore,  a fanner  from 
nearby  Eglinton  and  the  official 
engineer  in  case  of  tractor  break- 
downs, was  too  diplomatic  to  make 
comparisons.  But  he  said  that 
ploughmen  from  "backward"  coun- 
tries were  not  yet  not  up  to  the 
standard  of  the  Austrians,  British  or 
Irish. 

Farmers  from  eastern  Europe 
were  well  represented  and  took 


their  ploughing  seriously.  So  much 
so  that  some  Estonian,  Latvians 
and  Lithuanians  even  shipped  their 
own  tractors  and  ploughs  from 
Finland  for  the  championships.  Not 
surprisingly,  the  Russians  foiled  to 
turn  up,  but  the  Yugoslavs  were  out 
in  force. 

The  contest  is  hdd  over  two  days 
and  involves  two  sessions  of 
ploughing,  first  on  stubble,  then  on 
grass.  Ploughmen  are  judged  on  at 
least  20  aspects  of  the  job,  including 


the  split  opening,  the  crown,  the 
general  appearance,  closeness  and 
packing,  weed  control,  ins  and  outs 
and  the  finish 

Graeme  Witty,  the  defending 
world  champion  and  a former  from 
Mai  ton,  Yorkshire,  found  the  con- 
ditions tough.  “Pve  struggled,"  Mr 
Witty  said.  "The  conditions  are 
difficult  and  will  get  harder  still 
because  the  grass  is  more  difficult  to 
turn  than  stubble." 

Mr  Witty’s  record,  which  guar- 


anteed him  a crowd  of  well  wishers 
yesterday, . makes  him  one  of  the 
world’s'  greatest  ploughmen.  He  has 
been  world  champion  twice  and 
runner-up  once.  By  this  evening  he 
will  know  whether  he  has  managed 
to  retain  the  title,  making  him  only 
the  second  man  in  history  to  do  so 
three  times. 

"I  probably  should  have  given  up 
when  I was  on  top,”  he  said,  then, 
relenting,  said:  “No,  I shall  prob- 
ably keep  it  up."

A DEFENCE  ministry  civil 
servant' who  drove  the  wrong 
way.  along  the  fesl  lane  of  a 
motorway . and  ran  aver  a 
policeman  who  tried  to  stop 
him  was  banned  from  driving 
for  five  years  and  fined  £5,000 
by  Guildford  crown  court 
yesterday. 

The  court  was  told  that 
motorists  had  to  swerve  to 
avoid  Derek  Parsley's  car  as 
be-  drove  at  up  to  80mph, 
(lathing  his  lights  on  and  off, 
on  the  M3  at  lightwater, 
Surrey.  When  he  was  finally 
. stopped  and  questioned  by  PC 
Alex  Kumear,  Parsley  asked: 
“What  have  I done?”  The 
officer  replied:  “You’ve 
driven  a car  In  the  wrong 
j direction  along  a motorway 
and  riih  me  over,  for  starters." 

Whefl  asked  to  take  a breath 
test  Parsley  refused  and  stuck 
his  tongue  out  at  officers. 
Parsley,  aged  60,  of  Oxhey, 
Hertfordshire,  admitted  reck- 
less driving,  foiling  to  stop  and 
felling  to  provide  a specimen 
ofbreath. 

Graham  Blower,  for  the 
prosecution,  told  the  court  “It 
was  a reckless  piece  of  driving 


that,  to  some  extent,  beggars 
description.  People  on  the 
motorway  driving  down  from 
London  saw  this  defen  deni  in 
his  car  driving  south,  at  speed, 
in  the  north  carriageway."

vehicle  was  about  to  stop.  The 
car  slowed  down  to  almost  a 
walking  pace.

THE  government  is  to  take 
control  of  the  nation’s  nat- 
ional parks  away  from  local 
authorities  after  it  accepted 
the  recommendations  of  a 
study  on  how  they  should  be 
run. 

At  present,  only  the  Peak 
District  and  the  Lake  District 
national  parks  are  self-govern- 
ing. The  other  eight  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales  come  under 
county  council  control.  The 
. recommendation  was  made  in 
the  national  parks  review 
panel  report  earlier  this  year. 

Sir  Wyn  Roberts,  the  Welsh 
Office  minister,  said  yesterday 
lhai  the  government  had 
agreed  in  principle  to  the 
creation  of  independent 
authorities  for  all  parks.  He 
told  the  national  parks  con- 
ference in  Brecon,  Powys,  that 
the  authorities  represented  the 
best  way  of  delivering  national 
park  services  in  future. 

The  decision  was  welcomed 
by  independence  campaign- 
ers, who  argued  that  the  new 
authorities  would  be  free  of 
council  bureaucracy  and 
would  be  able  to  concentrate 
on  protecting  and  improving 
the  parks. 

The  Council  for  National 
Parks,  which  represents 
environmental  and  leisure 
groups,  said  the  decision  was 
the  first  step  towards  improv- 


ing protection  of  the  parks. 

The  Ramblers'  Association 
said  its  delight  was  tempered7 
by  the  knowledge  that  (he 
government  had  made  other 
promises  about  the  national 
parks  which  it  had  failed  to 
implement. 

David  Trippier.  minister  of 
state  for  the  environment.' 
said:  “The  national  parks  are 
the  jewel  in  the  crown  of  our 
landscape.  This  government’s 
acceptance  of  the  Countryside 
Commission's  and  Country- 
side Council  for  Wales's 

recommendations  for  in- 
dependent status  for  all  parks- 
is  a strong  indication  of  oui 
commitment  to  their  protec- 
tion  and  of  the  import- 
ance with  which  we  regard 
them. 

‘“We  are  keen  to  have- 
strong  local  representation  on 
the  new  authorities.  Our  aim 
will  be  to  ensure  that  the. 
people  who  live  and  work  in 
the  parks,  who  have  shaped' 
them  into  what  they  are  today, 
are  fully  represented  by  those 
members  who  are  drawn  from 
the  local  authorities." 

In  December  1989,  the. 
Countryside  Commission  re- 
viewed how  the  parks  should, 
be  run.  Ii  looked  at  admin- 
istrative arrangements  and 
management  of  the  parks  and 
resources. 
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A SENIOR  high  court  judge 
vesterday  condemned  new

His  comments  came  at  a 
conference  held  by  the  In-, 
sliluie  of  Public  Policy  Re- 
search to  debate  its  proposals 
published  this  week  for  a 
written  constitution  for 
Britain,  a Bill  of  Rights  and  a 
radical  reform  of  the  selection 
of  judges. 

Sir  Leonard  questioned 
whether  there  was  evidence 
that  the  present  system  of 
appointment  promoted  law- 
yers and  judges  who  favoured 
the  executive  or  that  it  ex- 
cluded those  who  took  an  anti- 
government  line  in  rulings. 

He  said  that  he  knew  of  no 
cases  where  a judge  or  would- 
be  judge  had  compromised  his 
independence  to  secure  ju- 
dicial appointment  or  had  not 
been  promoted  because  he- 
had  opposed  the  government 
in  an  important  case.  “At  the 
risk  of  being  accused  of  com-' 
placency,  there  is  little  case  for 
change  in  the  system  on  the 
grounds  that  it  is  not  working 
well." 

He  said  he  was  also  worried 
by  the  proposal  for  the  lay 
majority.  The  appraisal  of 
judicial  expertise,  he  said, 
should  be  by  judges'  peers. 
The  lay  view  of  what  made  a 
good  judge  was  not  always 
right-  “I  can't  imagine  haring 
a lay  majority  to  choose  who 
should  be  appointed  as  a 
consultant  in  a hospital." 

Such  a commission  would 
lead  to  the  selection  of  com- 
promised candidates  and  per- 
haps1 greater  numbers  of  dull 
or  conventional  judges  than 
now.  Sir  Leonard  said. 

He  dismissed  the  proposal 
fora  supreme  court  in  place  of 
the  House  of  Lords  as  little, 
more  than  a change  in  name. 
He  accepted,  however,  the 
proposal  that  such  a body 
should  draw  on  a wider  spec- 
trum of  candidates,  such  as 
from  academic  lawyers. 

In  reply,  Anthony  Scriv- 
ener, QC,  chairman  of  the  Bar. 
told  the  conference  that  a 
Judicial  Services  Commission 
was  the  way  forward.  The 
method  of  appointing  judges 
was  not  satisfactory,  he  said. 
Those  who  prosecuted  or 
worked  for  the  government 
, tended  to  find  their  way  on  to 
j the  bench  more  easily  than  did 
those  who  defended'  or  often 
took  cases  against  the 
goverrvmenL 

Amhony  Lester,  QC.  said 
that  from  his  experience  of 
interviewing  lawyers  to  be 
recorders,  the  first  rung  on  the 
judicial  ladder,  it  "becomes, 
clear  that  there  is  a great  deal 
of  prejudice,  some  of  it  on 
political  grounds,  which  seeps 
into  the  records”.

Scots  ‘shadow  cabinet9  to 
prepare  for  home  rule 


THE  Scottish  National  Party 
will  for  foe  first  time  an- 
nounce a “shadow  cabinet” 
team  within  the  next  two 
weeks  as  part  of  its  attempt  to 
show  that  it  is  ready  to  form 
an  independent  government 
for  Scotland,  Alex  Salmond, 
the  party  leader,  said 
yesterday. 

The  derision  to  give  specific 
portfolios  to  leading  party 
members  is  part  of  the 
nationalists*  declared  goal  of 
achieving  independence  with- 
in 15  months.  “Scotland  Free 
by  *93"  is  their  new  slogan. 

Although  some  members 
were  surprised  by  foe  slogan, 
feeling  that  it  could  be  a 
hcetage  to  fortune,  the  leader- 
ship dearly  thinks  that  time  is 
running  out  and  that  it  is 
Imperative  that  the  party  per- 
suades the  37  per  cent  of  Scots 
who  favour  independence  to 
back,  the  nationalists,  now 
lagging  with  19  per  cent 
support  behind  foe  Tories 
north  of  foe  border. 

■ It  will  be  an  uphill  struggle.

Mr  Lawson  said:  “Every- 
thing we  have  been  saying 
about  the  madness  of  supply- 
ing Dalzell  from  Lackenby  is 
proven  beyond  doubt  by  this 
new  information.

Prison  reformers 
back  national 
study  of  bail  crime

PRISON  reformers  yesterday 
supported  a call  from  senior 
police  fora  national  scheme  to 
monitor  foe  number  of  defen- 
dants released  on  bail  who 
commit  fresh  crime,  but  re- 
jected calls  for  the  creation.of 
a new  offence  of  committing 
crime  while  on  bafi. 

Die  reforms  are  part  of  a 
package  of  proposals  to  be 
presented  to  foe  Home  Office 
next  month  by  the  Association 
of  Chief  Police  Officers.  If  the 
new  offence  is  not  created,, 
police  will  suggest  that  crim- 
inal records  should  include 
details  of  whether  a crime  was 
committed  on  baiL  They  also 
want  a fresh  examination  of 
the  acts  governing  bafi. 

Police  anxiety  has  been 
fuelled  by  recent  research  by 
Northumbria  police  showing 
that  four  out  of  ten  crimes 
delected  in  an  area  of 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne  were 
committed  by  defendants  on 
baiL  The  majority  of  the 
crimes  were  burglary  and  theft 
and  foe  offenders  were  aged 
between  14  and  20. 

Research  by  Scotland  Yard 
has  shown  a much  lower 
reoffending  rate  — less  than  20 
per  cent  in  London.  The 
study  examined  offenders  re- 
leased on  bail  by  courts.  The 
Northumbria  research  exam- 
ined offenders  released  by  foe 
courts  and  those  on  police 
baiL 

Stephen  Shaw,  director  of 
foe  Prison  Reform  Trust,  said 
yesterday  that  he  supported 
the  call  for  more  research 
since  there  was  a danger  that 
police  were  exaggerating  foe 
size  of  the  problem.  He  said 
creating  a new  offence  would 


not  help  since  courts  already 
considered  the  background  to 
a crime  when  they  sentenced 
an  .offender.  Noting  on  a 
ffriniinal  record  that  offences 
were  committed  daring  bail 
would  provide  incomplete 
information  that  might  prove 
dangerous. 

Mr  Shaw  said  an  overhaul 
of  the  1976  Bail  Act  was 
needed.  At  present,  40  pp  cent 
of  offenders  remanded  in  cus- 
tody did  not  receive  custodial 
sentences  and  magistrates 
considering  bail  should  bear 
in  mind  whether  the  de- 
fendant’s offence  might  result 
in . a jail  sentence,  he 
said. 

Paul  Cavadino,  a member 
of  the  National  Association 
for  the  Care  and  Resettlement 
of  Offenders,  agreed,  that  foe 
act  needed  review.  He  also 
said  that  the  idea  of  marking 
records  did  not  seem  un- 
reasonable. Mr  Cavadino  did 
not,  however,  believe  that  the 
creation  of  a new  offence  of 
committing  crime  while  on 
had  was  warranted. 

The  police  association’s  ini- 
tiative is  foe  result  of  a two- 
day  discussion  by  its  crime 
committee  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Albert  Pacey,  chief 
constable  of  Gloucestershire. 

The  bail  issue  has  raised 
police  anxiety  in  the  past  year 
and  some  chief  constables 
have  blamed  risfog  crime  rates 
on  groups  of  offenders  carry- 
ing out  crime  while  awaiting 
trial  Last  month,  the  govern- 
ment announced  foat  it  would 
conduct  urgent  research  to 
established  how  many  of- 
fences were  committed  on 
baiL

Europeans  must  intervene 


EC’s  policy  bears  the  scars 


BLOOD  and  the  Balkans 
mix  as  freely  as  tonic  and 
gin.  But  should  British  sol* 
diers  add  theirs  to  the  ethnic 
war  in  Yugoslavia?  The 
answer,  despite  the  demurraJ 
of  John  Major  and  general 
British  reluctance  to  get 
involved  in  a messy  war,  is 
almost  certainly  yes. 

The  anti-interventionists, 
with  Britain  to  the  fore,  at 
the  West  European  Union 
meeting  on  Thursday, 
missed  the  point  when  they 
argued  that  peacekeeping 
forces  could  not  be  “inter- 
posed" until  peace  is  estab- 
lished on  the  ground.  The 
European  Community  has 
reached  a turning  point  it 
must  either  abandon  Yugo- 
slavia or  go  in  with  a hilly 
armed  buffer  force  that  im- 
poses a kind  of  peace.  What- 
ever is  decided  will  fun- 
damentally shape  future  EC 
foreign  policy. 

Beyond  a sentimental 
attachment  to  Tito's  state, 
now  irretrievably  shattered, 
Britain  does  not  have  a 
strong  specific  interest  in 
Yugoslavia.  Its  security  is 
not  directly  threatened.  Brit- 
ish economic  involvement 
in  either  Serbia  or  Croatia  is 
small,  and  shrinking,  and 


Roger  Boyes  argues  that  the 
Twelve  must  decide  on  their 
vision  of  Europe:  either  they 
abandon  Yugoslavia  to  its 
fate  or  send  in  a buffer 
force  to  impose  peace 


there  is  a real  risk  that 
British  Jives  would  be  threat- 
ened if  they  were  part  of  a 
buffer  force. 

The  Yugoslav  generals, 
who  fear  that  a foreign  peace 
force  will  change  the  pol- 
itical equation,  made  their 
point  on  Thursday  by 
dispatching  hundreds  of 
tanks  and  armoured  vehicles 
towards  Croatia.  That  was  a 
warning  to  Croatia  and  to 
interventionists  in  Europe: 
the  Yugoslav  army  remains 
a modem  and  powerful  force 
despite  sagging  morale  and 
the  boycott  of  Croatian, 
Slovene,  Macedonian  and 
Bosnian  reservists. 

But  if  there  is  no  force 
d'imerposition  there  may 
well  be  a massacre  of  Croats. 
The  Germans  and  the  Aus- 
trians have  been  warning  of 
this  since  early  summer. 
When  the  Yugoslav  army 


started  not  only  to  protea 
Serb  insurgents  but  also  to 
plan  their  operations  and 
even  fight  shoulder  to  shoul- 
der, the  threat  of  a bloodbath 
began  to  look  more  likely. 

If  Britain  is  committed  to 
a broader  Europe,  it  must 
start  making  definitions. 
Writing  off  Yugoslavia  sug- 
gests that  neither  Croatia  nor 
Serbia  are  part  of  this  Euro- 
pean vision.  Most  im- 
portant, however,  non- 
intervention allows  Slo- 
bodan Milosevic,  the  Serb- 
ian leader,  to  create  his 
cherished  greater  Serbia  in 
most,  if  not  all,  of  Croatia. 

A greater  Serbia  would 
condemn  areas  of  Europe  to 
instability  and  quite  possibly 
a wider  war.  Albania  has 
vowed  to  defend  Albanians 
in  Kosovo  if  the  Yugoslav 
army  moves  against  them. 
The  Hungarian  minority  in

ZVIAD  Gamsakhurdia,  the 
president  of  Georgia,  stood 
defiant  on  the  steps  of  the 
parliament  here  last  night  as 
former  government  colleagues 
denounced  him  as  incom- 
petent and  an  opposition  ac- 
tivist suggested  he  was  mad. 

Irina  Sarisbvili,  who  was 
dragged  off  a plane  at  Tbilisi 
airport  with  her  husband,  Gia 
Chaniuria,  on  Monday  night, 
questioned  the  president's 
sanity  with  unusual  bluntness 
at  a press  conference  after  her 
release  from  custody.  “There 
is  no  point  in  having  a 
dialogue  with  the  president," 
she  said.  “Only  a psychiatrist 
should  be  talking  to  him." 

.After  nearly  three  weeks  of 
disarray  in  Tbilisi,  the  con- 
sultations between  the  Geor- 
gian leader  and  his  critics 
lurched  towards  a climax, 
with  thousands  of  supporters 
on  both  sides  demonstrating 
in  the  city's  barricaded 
Rustaveli  Avenue.  About 
5.000  supporters  of  the  presi- 
dent applauded  vigorously  as 
he  appeared  in  front  of  the 
legislature. 

Mr  Gamsakhurdia  set  forth 
an  odd  mixture  of  moderate 
and  explosive  rhetoric  as  he 
cmnged  from  the  dosed  par- 
liamentary session  to  address 
the  crowd,  which  included 
many  people  brought  in  from 
provindal  areas  where  the 
opposition  is  weak. 

“Opposition  exists  every- . 
where  . . . and  we  must  re- 
strain ourselves,"  he  declared. ' 
“There  are  enemies  of  Georgia 
who  must  answer  with  their  1 
heads  for  their  crimes".

Yeltsin 
embarks 
on  peace 
mission

IN  MOSCOW 

BORIS  Yeltsin  was  due  to 
leave  for  Baku  in  Azerbaijan 
last  night,  having  apparently 
recovered  from  the  heart 
problem  that  kept  him  from 
the  opening  of  the  Russian 
parliament  on  Thursday. 

He  was  scheduled  to  lead  a 
fact-finding  mission  to  the 
volatile  Transcaucasian  re- 
publics, and  was  said  to  be 
carrying  a proposal  from 
President  Gorbachev  to  end 
the  fighting  in  Nagorno-Kara- 
bakh, an  Armenian  enclave  in 
Azerbaijan  where  more  than 
S00  people  have  been  killed  in 
three  years.  He  will  meet 
leaders  on  both  sides  of  the 
ethnic  divide. 

His  trip  will  be  a test  of  his 
popularity,  which  has  risen 
sharply  since  the  failed  coup. 
He  is  clearly  relying  on  it  to 
give  him  authority  to  broker  a 
deal  that  will  end  the  bitter 
rivalry  that  has  resisted  all 
solutions.  He  will  be  ac- 
companied by  Nursultan  Naz- 
arbayev, president  of 
Kazakhstan.  Mr  Gorbachev 
has  prepared  a decree  that  is 
said  to  be  based  on  the 
interests  of  all  the  belligerents. 
Until  now  Moscow  has  been 
reluctant  to  admit  the  prin- 
ciple of  border  changes,  and 
has  rejected  demands  that  the 
enclave  be  transferred  to 
Armenian  control  Armenia 
has  been  disappointed  by  the 
Soviet  response,  which  has 
fuelled  anti-Russian  feeling. 
But  Azerbaijan  also  sees  Mos- 
cow as  biased,  especially  after 
the  army  attack  on  Baku  in 
January  last  year. 

In  Mr  Yeltsin's  absence,  the 
Russian  parliament  yesterday 
criticised  the  Russian  govern- 
ment's programme  of  eco- 
nomic meaures  and  its 
attempts  to  revive  the  Russian 
countryside.  Deputies  called 
for  him  to  reconsider  min- 
isterial appointments  and  re- 
move officials  who  did  not 
follow  its  resolutions.

Almost  incredibly,  only  one 
Yugoslav  army  officer  and 
one  civilian  have  been  re- 
ported killed  in  Varazdin 
since  last  Saturday,  but  more 
casualties  can  be  expected 
since  further  fighting  seems 
inevitable.  Yesterday's  air- 
raid alert  turned  out  to  be  a 
false  alarm.  But  with  the  first 
significant  amounts  of  cap- 
tured materiel  now  falling  into 
Croatian  hands,  attacks  are 
anticipated  if  only  to  prevent 
the  vehicles  which  have  not 
yet  been  moved  being  used  by 
the  Croats.

BENEATH  the  streets  of 
Paris,  youthful  bands  of 
“taggers"  are  risking  arrest, 
and  occasionally  death,  in 
their  passion  for  spray-paint- 
ing trains  and  stations  with 
elaborate  graffiti.  Cleaning  up 
after  the  likes  of  Nasty,  Oeno 
and  Stem  now  costs  the 
capital's  transport  authority, 
the  RATP,  about  70  million 
francs  (£7  million)  a year,  and 
frustrated  officials  concede  in 
private  that  they  are  losing  the 
struggle  with  the  daubers. 

Taggers  have  recently  pene- 
trated into  long-abandoned 
stations,  only  accessible 
through  filthy,  pitch-black 
tunnels  littered  with  potential 
hazards.  At  Haxo.  built  in  the 
1930s  to  serve  the  the  20th 
arrondissemeni  but  never 
opened,  aerosol  designs  cover 
the  earthenware  walls.  At 
Saint-Martin,  taken  out  of 
service  more  than  50  years 
ago.  handsome  old  ceramic 
advertising  hoardings,  have 
been  disfigured  by  slashes  of 
paint. 

The  Metro’s  working  sta- 
tions are  naturally  more 
vulnerable,  and  provide  a 
tempting  canvas  for  taggers 
eager  to  display  their  work.

network  used  by  millions  of 
visitors  to  the  museum  above, 
were  vandalised  by  a spray- 
paint  gang,  causing  500,000 
francs  of  damage.  Above 
ground,  the  taggers  are  equally 
active,  though  by  luck  — or 
perhaps  even  self-restraint  — 
the  most  famous  buildings 
and  monuments  have  escaped 
serious  disfigurement. 

Of  course,  other  great  cities 
are  grappling  with  the  tagger 
menace,  but  Paris  is  surely  one 
of  the  few  where  Lhe  art  of 
street  graffiti  is  taught  at 
university  level.  At  Paris 
university  in  the  northern 
suburbs  of  Saint-Denis,  where 
the  run-down  streets  are  foil  of 
graffiti,  spray-painting  can  be 
studied  alongside  the  theory 
and  practice  of  rap  music. 

Jack  Lang,  tiie  minister  of 
culture  and  ultimate  exponent 
of  radical  chic,  is  patron  of  a 
an  exhibition-cum-serotnar 
dealing  with  street  graffiti  that 
will  be  staged  at  the  National 


Museum  of  Historical  Monu- 
ments next  month.  To  the 
intense  annoyance  of  the 
RATP,  which  sometimes  en- 
lists the  aid  of  the  culture 
ministry's  own  experts  to  dear 
up  aerosol  damage.  M Lang 
has  spoken  of  tagging  as  a

Lang  — lampooned  in  Le 
Point  magazine  as  "Jack  the

Munich  Tehran

THE  Oktoberfest,  Munich's 
annual  beer  quaffing  mara- 
thon, opens  its  seven  huge 
rents  and  beerhalls  tomorrow 
seeking  a new  image  in  an 
increasingly  environmentally 
conscious  age.  The  seven  mil- 
lion and  more  pilgrims  who 
are  expected  to  pour  on  to  the 
site  over  the  next  16  days  will 
find  that  among  the  tra- 
ditional oom-pah-pah  bands 
and  the  busty  barmaids  new 
teams  of  cleaners  and  uni- 
formed security  mer  . will  be 
on  patroL 

Clearing  up  after  the  non- 
stop orgy  has  proved  so 
expensive  to  the  city  in  the 
past  that  new  regulations  have 
been  brought  in.  These  force 
the  brewers  to  organise  and 
pay  for  rubbish  collection  so 
that  the  site  can  be  quickly 
returned  for  use  as  a car  park 
once  the  party  is  over. 

Last  year  around  11,500 
cubic  yards  of  used  paper 
plates,  plastic  forks  and  bro- 
ken tankards  and  glasses  bad 
to  be  collected  and  removed. 
The  ground  is  turned  to  a 
soggy  mess  by  spilt  beer  and 
leakages  from  the  500  yards  of 
urinals.  With  no  likelihood  of 
the  merrymakers  themselves 
being  persuaded  to  be  any  less 
messy  this  year,  the  brewers 
have  no  choice  but  to  hire 
squads  of  cleaners  and  to  buy 
space  in  tips  to  dispose  of  the 
waste. 

At  the  same  time  the  police 
have  insisted  that  they  cannot 
be  expected  to  maintain  peace 
and  quiet  among  the  drinkers 
at  the  festival.  Private  security 
firms  therefore  are  being 
drafted  in  to  try  to  keep  order, 
although  the  official  force  will 
be  on  hand  to  intervene  in 
emergencies. 

Police  are  also  on  the  watch 
today  to  make  sure  neo-nazis 
do  not  try  to  band  out  banned 
leaflets  to  crowds  gathering  to 
watch  the  pre-festival  parades. 
Hitler  first  announced  the  nazi 
programme  at  a Munich  brew- 
ery in  1920  and  right-wing 
extremists  say  they  mean  to 
prove  to  crowds  at  the  festival 
this  year  that  the  extermina- 
tion camp  at  Auschwitz  never 
existed. 

While  the  official  police 
deal  with  any  neo-nazi 
demonstrations,  the  uniform- 
ed festival  “specials”  will  be 
on  the  lookout  to  stop  people 
from  stealing  heavy,  one-litre 
beer  tankards  as  souvenirs. 
Over  100,000  of  them,  worth 
about  £1.50  each,  disappear 
every  year.

NO  WONDER  Congress  is 
grappling  with  a record  S348 
billion  (£202  billion)  budget 
deficit:  the  440  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives 
[ appear  to  have  a chronic 
inability  to  keep  even  their 
personal  finances  in  order,  let 
alone  the  nation's. 

In  the  first  six  months  of 
1990,  it  was  revealed  yes- 
terday. foe  representatives 
wrote  no  fewer  than  4,325  bad 
cheques,  making  an  average  of 
almost  ten  each.  The  cheques 
were  cashed  at  the  House 
bank,  a financial  institution 
run  solely  for  their  benefit 
Unlike  commercial  banks,  it 
levies  no  penalties  on  default- 
ers, so  it  is  hardly  surprising 
that  the  politicians  abuse  it 


despite  their  annual  salaries  of 
$125,100. 

Of  the  4,325  bounced 
cheques,  581,  written  by  134 
members,  were  for  sums  of 
$ 1 ,000  or  more  and  a few  were 
for  amounts  in  excess  of 
$10,000.  On  average  the  repre- 
sentatives took  a week  to 
redeem  their  dishonoured 
cheques,  and  some  took  more 
than  a month. 

Yesterday's  report  is  not  the 
first  time  this  abase  has  been 
exposed.  A General  Account- 
ing Office  study  published  at 
the  beginning  of  1990  dis- 
closed that  the  House  bank 
had  cashed  $232,000  in  bad 
cheques  during  the  previous 
- year,  including  one  for 
$(0,000  from  Jack  Russ,  the 


sergeant-at-arms.  Mr  Russ 
quickly  announced  foe  in- 
troduction of  new  controls  on 
the  cashing  of  cheques,  includ- 
ing the  suspension  ■ of  the 
accounts  of  regular  defaulters. 

These  reforms  appear  to 
have  had  negligible  effect  The 
number  ofbad  cheques  in  feet 
increased  from  4,006  in  the 
half-year  before  their  in- 
troduction, yet  not  a single 
member's  account  has  yet 
been  suspended.  % 
like  their  British  counter- 
parls,  American  congressmen 
are  not  usually  slow  in 
condemning  the  misconduct 
of  others.

Nizam  decides

Prince  Mukarram  Jha 
Bahadur,  the  grand- 
son of  the  seventh 
Nizam  of  Hyderabad,  has 
returned  to  his  sheep  form 
in  Western  Australia  after 
a short  slay  in  his  ancestral 
home  town.  He  has  left 
behind  1 33  would-be  heirs 
claiming  a share  of  the 
diamonds,  emeralds,  ru- . 
bies,  sapphires,  pearls  and 
fabulous  gold  artefacts  that 
made  his  grandfather  one 
of  the  world's  richest  men. 

Putting  an  agreed  value 
on  the  collection  has  taken 
30  years.  This  has  been  a 
crucial  exercise  for  foe 
prince,  foe  current  holder 
of  the  now  honorary  title 
of  nizam,  who  feces 
substantial  Indian  govern- 
ment demands  for  wealth 
tax,  estate  duty  and  in- 
come tax.  The  Nizam 
Jewellery  Trust  and  the 
government  have  agreed 
on  a figure  of  2^50  million 
rupees  (£51  million). 

Various  government 
ministries  have  been 
studying  how  they  can 
raise  money  to  buy  -the 
most  important  pieces  for 
the  nation.  The  Arch- 
eological Survey,  of  India

Having  once  had  the 

sure  of  visiting  the  I 

Islands  of  Northumbria, 
where  in  early  summer 
puffins  and  other  sea-biros  gather  to 
nest  (and  ■ scream)  in  astounding 
multitudes,  I confess  1 got  jolly 
exerted  watching  last  Sunday’s  Sa- 
fari  UK  (BBC  1).  Here  we  were  in 
the  bustling,  cacophonous,  aU~ 
m uck-and-feathers  Fame  Islands; 
and  here,  on  a guano-crested  rock, 
stood  Julian  Bettifer  in  wellies  and 
padded  jacket  - while  gulls, 
and  arctic  terns  wheeled  artistically 
overhead. 

To  the  casual  viewer,  there  was 
nothing  remarkable  in  this.  It  was 
just  Safari  UK  But  to  anyone  who 
has  ever  visited  ffie  Parne  — 
and  who  has  ever  wished  a mo- 
ment’s harm  , on  Julian  Pettifisr  — it 
was  dynamite.  “He’s  not  wearing  a 
hat!”  I .yelled.  Tubbing  my  hands 
with  glee.  “Ha  ha  ha.”  ' 

You  see,  the  thing  about  the  birds 
on  the  Faroe  i«ian/i«  jj  tiim  they 
dive-bomb  your  head.  The  National 
Trust  booklet  advises  (he  wearing  of 
headgear,  'but  does  not  explain  its 
reasons:  unwary  travellers  assume 
that  the  warning  is  a droll  reference 
to  bird  droppings.  But  the  moment 


of  Bottom  (BBC  2\  the  new  Rik 
Mayall  - and  - Adrian  Edmondson 
half-hour  slot,- a series  which  prom- 
ises to  score  high  points  on  instant 
brawls  and  smacks  on  the  kisser  but 
was  nevertheless  surprisingly  funny. 

Reminiscent,  in  a rather  vivid 
way,  of  the  Hancock’s  Hoff  Hour 
called  "The  Ladies’  Man”  tins  first 
story  focused  on  the  luckless  at- 
tempts of  the  ugly  fiat-sharing 
misfits  Richie  and  Eddie  to  pick  up 
“birds” 

“There’s  loads  and  loads  of  ugly 
buds  in  the  world,”  reflects  Eddie: 
“One  of  them  is  bound  to  fancy  you 
sooner  or  later.’*'  The  delivery  was 
completely  different,  of  course,  but 
this  was  a Sid  James  line,  if  ever  I 
heard  one.  “I  bought  you  a Coca- 
Cola  in  good  faith,”  shouts  Richie  at 
a recalcitrant  lesbian  in  a pub, 
demanding  his  money  bade.  You 
may  recall  that  Tony  Hancock,  in  a 
similar  situation,  grumpily  berated 
an  unco-operative  factory-girl: 
“You’ve  bad  a dance,  a fish  supper, 
and  a ride  home.  What  more  do  you 
want?" 

How  old  was  Edmondson  sup- 
posed to  be?  In  his  coat,  hat  and 
sportscaster  homrims,  he  resembled 
a half-wit  pensioner  (or  possibly  a

from  the  jetty,  arc-

convention).  But, 
despite  this  overt 
change  in 
Edmondson,  nei- 
ther Richie  nor  Ed- 
die, of  course,  had 
travelled  a million 
mDes  from  their 
previous  loathe- 
some  Rik-and-Ade 
personae  in  The 
Young  Ones.  They 
had  called  the 
show  Bottom, 
hadn’t  . they? 
Richie,  then,  was  a 
vaio,  small- 
minded,  cowardly, 
unattractive;  desperately  unloved 
fantasist;  while  Eddie,  by  contrast, 
was  a staggering,  puking,  fist-throw- 
ing, unattractive,  desperately  un- 
loved pragmatist  No  surprises 
. there. 

. Similariy,  .there  were  plenty  of 
wngnorable  clues  to  reassure  us  of 
the  predictably  paltry  quality  of 
•male-only  existence  in  the  Bottom 
household.  The  repulsive  practice  of 
eating  lard,  for  example;  the  removal 
of  nasal  hair  with  pliers,  and  the 
pelvic  wriggling  induced  by  under- 
pants stuck  on  with  glue.  No  viewer, 
meantime,  however,  we  can  only  " incidentally,  would  be  tempted  to 
hope  that  footage,  of  the  true  violent  uy  any  of  this  at  home, 
story  of  Mood,  beak  and  hornet . . ?*Whm  happened  to  tbat  packet  of 
nevertheless  exists  (“And  sphere  bn  rubber  johnnies  we  used  to  have?" 
this  tiny  shard-  of  rock—  HeBo,  >;asks  R>chie,  before  setting  out  to  the 
what’s  this?  Help!  Gel  this  thing  off'  pub  on  a doomed  bird-hunting 
meT),  and  has  been  .smuggled  out ; expedition.  “We  stuck  them  on  our 


the  air  and  hover 
in  front  of  you, 
flapping  menac- 
ingly at  eye-level, 
with  a “Who’s  this 
joker?”  expression, 
before  attacking 
the  crown  of  your 
head  with  adaman- 
tine beaks. 

Attempts  to  pla- 
cate these  beady- 
eyed  avengers 
through  gestures, 
smiles  and  “Surely 
we  can  discus  this 
first?”  are  a waste  of  time.  In  fret, 
these  birds  seem  to  take  a special 
pleasure  in  singling  out  conflict- 
evaders. 

So  what  ghastly  file  befell  Julian 
Pfcttifer?  Safari  UK,  which  is  gen- 
erally rather  good  Snnday-teatime 
fare,  let  itself  down  rather  badly 
here.  True,  it  showed  a party  of 
school  children  running  stooped 
under  bombardment,  but  if  nature- 
reporting- entails  having  your  skull 
drilled  by  seagulls,  then  surely  the 
public  should  be  told  — . Julian 
Pettifer  or  no  Julian  Bettifer.  In  the

Talking  of  sudden-  blows  to  the 
head,  this  week  saw  the  first  episode

“Great,  days,  they  were.  Great  days.” 
..  Considering,  then,  that  most 


viewers  will  have  switched  on 
Bottom  expecting  precisely  what 
they  got,  the  show  fared  extremely 
well  — perhaps  because,  if  you 
compare  it  with  old  editions  of  The 
Young  Ones,  the  most  evident 
advance  is  not  in  the  humour  but  in 
the  quality  of  the  performances.  If, 
as  the  dialogue  leads  you  to  suspect. 
Mayall  and  Edmondson  really  have 
been  studying  old  Hancock’s  Half- 
Hour  tapes  (“This  is  it  Our  crum- 
pet-free days  are  over”),  their 
diligence  may  have  paid  off  in  other 
ways,  too. 

But  whatever  the  reason,  having 
personally  always  resisted  the 
minuscule  comic  appeal  of 
Edmondson,  I was  surprised  by  how 
much  I Eked  him  in  Bottom.  His  line 
about  eating  the  lard  - “Tm  hungry, 
but  Tm  too  drank  to  cook”  — was 
delivered  so  brilliantly  that  I 

laughed  for  ages. 

What  else?  This  was  a fairly  good 
week  for  factual  programmes, 
particularly  Gillian  Greenwood’s 
raspberry-blowing  South  Bank  Show 
about  Private  Eye  (LWT).  and 
Michael  Grigsby’s  slow,  filmic  In- 
side Story  (BBC  1)  about  “Amer- 
asian”  Vietnamese  youths  searching 


for  their  fathers  in  the  United  States. 
Lawyers  (Channel  4)  got  off  to  a 
promising  start  — the  case  involving 
the  woman  drowned  in  a Jacuzzi 
(did  the  husband  do  it?)  being  used 
as  a clifihanger  to  hook  us  back  next 
week.  And  LBJ  (BBC  2 - on 
Sunday  and  Thursday),  a four-part 
American-made  revisionist  portrait 
of  “Landslide  Lyndon”,  has  proved 
unmissable. 

As  The  Times's  television 
previewer,  Peter  Way- 
mark,  pointed  out  on 
Thursday,  one  of  the  great 
qualities  of  American  documenta- 
ries SUCh  as  LBJ  (or  the  magnificent 
The  Civil  War,  shown  earlier  in  the 
year)  is  that  they  are  unafraid  of 
showing  Made  and  white  photo- 
graphic stills. 

Moreover,  they  use  such  images 
simply,  leaving  them  on  screen  for  a 
longish  period,  and  refraining  from 
senseless  hyperactive  camerawork. 
Unfortunately,  such  restraint  is 
rarely  exhibited  by  the  British 
documentary-maker  — even  when 
the  subject  is  photography  itself 
There  is  a prevalent  belief,  appar- 
ently, that  in  order  to  place  a still 


image  on  a television  screen,  you 
must  liven  it  up.  So  pictures  are  sent 
to  a “rostrum  camera”  expert  (very 
often  the  legendary  Ken  Morse, 
whose  name  appears  in  the  credits  of 
nearly  everything  on  televisionX 
with  instructions  to  start  with  a 
dose-up  of  somebody's  nose,  and 
then  pull  back  slowly  to  reveal  the 
surrounding  composition  — or  to 
start  with  the  full  image,  and  zoom 
in  on  a little  pile  of  sand  in  the 
foreground.  The  sequences  are  then 
strung  together  alternately,  so  that 
viewers  are  drawn  in  and  out,  in  and 
out,  until  they  fed  inexplicably 
seaside  and  are  obliged  to  lie  down. 

I don’t  know  how  these  buffoons 
can  be  persuaded  to  stop;  the 
practice  seems  to  have  taken  too 
firm  a grip.  But  how  strange  it  must 
be  to  regard  aD  pictures  in  this 
tunnel!  y light.  No  doubt  you  can 
pick  out  the  main  culprits  as  they 
amble  anonymously  through  art 
galleries.  Look  around,  and  you  will 
see  them.  They  are  the  ones  whose 
eyeballs  telescope  back  and  forth 
incessantly,  alternately  withdrawing 
deep  into  their  skulls  and  then 
sliding  out  proud  on  stalks,  like  a 
snail’s.

RIDING  high,  the  London 
Symphony  Orchestra  opened 
its  season  with  two  world 
premieres,  though  admittedly 
the  first  was  not  altogcther 
new,  being  a suite  from  Bern- 
stein’s opera  .4  Quiet  Place  pal 
together  by  four  of  his  musical 
f!i>iiM]piM!  If  that  suggested 
dangers  ofa  committee  report, 
doubts  were  swept  aside  not  so 
much  by  the  music  as  by  the 
swaggering,  jubilant  and 
bearts-on-sleeves  playing. 

One  number  salvaged  from 
an  earlier  opera  sounded 
touchingly  irretrievable  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  later 
Bernstein,  in  a world  where 
Mahler,  Broadway,  Berio  and 
his  own  younger  self  are  all 
rushing  shout.  This  distance 
from  the  past  is  part  of  the 
point  of  the  opera,  but  in  other 
respects  the  music  seemed 
unfocussed  without  dramatic 
cues,  though  Michael  Tilson 
Thomas  and  his  players  — 
especially  the  gutsy  brass  — 
marie  the  most  of  it. 

The  pairing  of  Bernstein 
with  John  Tavener  looked  on 


papfrr  like  the  purest  contrast 
of  matter  with  soul,  but  Tav- 
ener's new  Dance  Lament  of 
the  Repentant  Thief  turned 
out  to  be  unusually  earthly, 
even  earthy.  Discounting  pos- 
sible objections  that  cruci- 
fixion is  not  the  best  posture 
Scorn  which  to  trip  the  fight 
fantastic,  Tavener  projects  the 
penitent  thief  through  .a 
couple  of  fiercely  energetic 
Greek  peasant  dances,  inter- 
leaved with  slow,  bass-register 

passqgf*  conveying  contem- 
plation and  even  hope  rather 
thap  the  lament  of  the  title. 
The  Greek  tone  is  also  ad- 
mixed with  something  Rus- 
sian, in  the  echoes  of  chant  and 
in  the  thiePs  striking  and 
suggestive  intermittent  kinship 
with  Stravinsky’s  Petrushka. 

Throughout  the  20-minute 
piece  the  lead  is  taken  by  a 
clarinet,  with  support,  en- 
couragement and  haloes  from 
an  orchestra  of  strings,  tim- 
pani, gongs  and  handbells. 
The  dances  are  strenuously 
virtuoso  for  the  soloist,  often 
in  a piercing  high  register, 
while  the  interludes  demand 
unceasing  control  of  tone  and 
balance:  in  both  respects  An- 
drew Marrincr’s  performance 
was  quite  outstanding.

IMAGINE  for  a moment  that 
some  ingenious  dramatist  has 
decided  to  write  a two-hour 
play  about  the  Vietnam  war 
that  will  avoid  naming  Viet- 
nam, the  United  States,  com- 
munism, the  Viet  Cons,  Ho 
Chi  Minh,  LBJ  or  Saigon. 

Turn  now  from  the  hypo- 
thetical to  consider  Daniel 
Momin’s  play.  In  a clinically 
elegant  interior  a woman  is 
arranging  HHe*  in  a vase.  Her 
knee-length  navy  skirt  and  the 
particular  jazzmess  of  her 
husband’s  tie  suggest  the 
1940s,  and  five  or  six  minutes 
into  the  dialogue  comes  news 
of  Incendiary  raids  upon  a 
nearby  city.  England?  Ger- 
many? Eventually  there  is  talk 
of  days  of  poverty  when  the 
husband  survived  on  turnip 
soup.  Germany. 

But  nobody  names  anyone 
like  Hitler.  The  husband  does 
have  a name,  Richard,  and  a 
career,  scientist,  and  Nicholas 
Woodeson  plays  him  with 
measured  care.  A powerful 


friend  who  comes  to  visit  also 
has  a name,  Walter,  but  a 
career  that  only  at  last  can  be 
surmised.  Stephen  Boxer  por- 
trays him  tike  an  English  left- 
wing  poet,  which  of  course  be 
very  much  isn’t;  drunk,  boor- 
ish and  apparently  fond  of 
young  girb. 

Exactly  how  young  is  un- 
specified but  Richard  has  a 
sweet  little  daughter  who 
comes  tripping  down  the' 
stain.  The  programme  quotes 
Auden  on  the  ordinariness  of 
evil,  which  holds  out  the 
possibility  that  Walter  will 
rape  the  tittle  girl.  Or  perhaps 
he  will  tape  Richard’s  wife, 
Anna,  whose  lines  are  deliv- 
ered by  Cathryn  Harrison  with 
unappealing  harshness. 

Nothing  so  spectacular  rip- 
ples the  bizarrely  unspecific 
conversation,  or  halts  the 
constant  repetition  of  a pre- 
vious speaker’s  words.  “He’s 
in  the  garden.”  “The  garden?” 
“Looking  at  the  stars.”  “The 
stars?”  Jenny  Killick  directs  in 
the  manner  that  Peter  Hall 
once  directed  Pinter  slowly. 
Slowly?  With  pauses.  Pauses? 
And  long  walks  to  the  exit.

WHO  could  have  predicted 
that  a saga  of  family  life  in  an 
obscure  German  village  be- 
tween .1918  and  the  1960s 
would 'become  the  runaway 
hit  of  European,  television  in 
the  mid-Ejghties?  Yet  even  in 
Britain,  BBC  viewers  followed 
the  numerous,  sub-titled  epi- 
sodes of  Heimat  with  the  same 
fascination  as  -.they  might 
watch  Coronation  Street- 

The  creator  of  the  original 
Heimat*  Edgar  Reitz,  has  de- 
voted the  succeeding  seven 
years  to  making  a seq hid,- Die 
Zweite  Heimat  It  is  ad- 
vertised as  the  longest  feature 
film  in  history,  running  26 
hours.  The  producers  propose 
that  it  can  be  alternatively 
screened  as  a four-day  show  in 
cinemas,  as  a 26-:  or  13-part, 
series  on  television,  or  viewed 
on  video  as  a “ffim  novel” . 

The  title  signifies  more  than 
amply  Heimat  Part  EL  The 
theme  is  that  as  people  have 
drilled  from  the  traditional 
pfmntry  fife  to  the  cities,  they 
have  created  new  protective 
communities,  or  a second 
“heimat”. 

The  story  takes  up  where 
the  original  Heimat  ended. 


Heimat,  the  unlikely  “soap”  success  of 
the  Eighties,  is  to  have  a vast  sequel 


f2#rman  village  saga:  a scene  from  the  first  scries  of  Heimat 


Hermann  Simon,'  tiie  latest  of 
the  dynasty  whose  several 
generations  figured  in  the 
saga,  has  gone  . to.  Munich 
vowing  never  to  return  to  his 
village.  He  works  to  become  a 
composer,  forming  new  rela- 
tionships and  settling  into  the 
artistic  milieux  of  Schwabing. 


Reitz  says  that  Hermann  is 
in  part  a self-portrait.  “The 
fact  that  he  is  involved  with 
music  instead  of  film  was 
originally  intended  as  a meta- 
phor. later  it  became  im- 
portant to  me  because  in 
terms  of  its  historical  dimen- 
sions, music  has  a greater 


significance  than  film  and  a 
wider  international  back- 
ground.” 

The  new  film  takes  place 
entirely  in  the  Sixties,  a much 
narrower  time  span  than  the 
original  Heimat.  Reitz  sees  in 
the  hopes  and  revolt  of  that 
period  the  seeds  and  dis- 
appointment5 of  the  presen  t 
In  the  words  of  one  of  bis 
collaborators,  “the  desire  to 
turn  social  conditions  upside 
down  has  given  way  to  stand- 
ing on  one’s  bead  because  it  is 
less  objectionable.” 

The  urban  setting  gives 
Reitz  a bigger  canvas:  the 
publicity  for  the  film  boasts 
that  there  are  7]  main  actors, 
310  supporting  actors  and 
2,300  extras.  The  film  in- 
volved 552  days  of  shooting 
and  cost  the  sizeable  sum,  for 
a European  production,  of  £1 4 
million.  Investing  partners  in- 
clude several  Goman  tele- 
vision organisations,  Spanish, 
Swedish,  Finnish,  Danish, 
Norwegian  and  Austrian  tele- 
vision and  the  BBC.  No 
British  screening  is  as  yet 
scheduled.

Sex  is  not  a safe  subject  for  the  Pope, 
but  he  is  due  to  pronounce  again 


The  Church  ofEngfand  could 
do  with  some  distraction 
from  its  apparently  never- 
ending  internal  troubles.  That  was 
no  doubt  why  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury.  Dr  George  Cbrey, 
made  to  widen  the  agenda  on 
Thursday  night  with  his  Chester 
speech  on  inner-city  riots  and 
church  schools.  . 

But  a much  bigger  ecclesiastical 
distraction  may  be  just  ahead.  The 
Pope  is  almost  ready  to  publish  an 
encyclical  letter  on  moral  issues  of 
the  day  - meaning,  largely,  sex. 
Some  suggest  it  could  be  “the  most 
conservative  church  document 
this  century";  even  that  he  is 
about  lo  proclaim  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church’s  official  leaching 
against  contraception  to  be  a 
formal  and  infallible  dogma.  Then 
the  Church  of  England,  on  the 
edge  of  schism  or  not,  could  really 
count  its  blessings. 

Pope  John  Paul  n is  certainly  a 
conservative  moralist  His  most 
severe  condemnation  of  birth 
control  was  to  liken  its  use  to 
adultery,  a comparison  which  was 
mitigated  by  the  context  of  bis 
complex  argument,  then 
demitigated  by  the  way  ii  was 
widely  reported 
without  the  con- 
text. He  apparently 
did  not  mean  it 
literally,  or  at  least 
he  has  not  yet  said 
it  again.  Perhaps 
he  is  about  to. 

One  of  his  chief 
advisers  in  his 
present  project  is  a 
Monsignor  Carlo 
Cafifarra.  head  of 
the  John  Paul  H 
Institute  for  Mar- 
riage and  Family- 
Studies  in  Rome.. 

He  is  a senior 
consultant  to  the 
Vatican's  senior 
department,  the 
Congregation  for 
the  Doctrine  of  the  Faith,  which 
monitors  irregularities  in  the 
priesthood  and  occasionally  pro- 
nounces — invariably  conser- 
vatively - on  ethical,  issues, 
including  sex. 

Mgr  Caffarra’s  most  famous 
contribution  to  sexual  ethics  was 
to  advise  Roman  Catholic  couples 
that  if  one  of  them  bad  Aids,  and 
they  could  not  abstain  from  sexual 
intercourse,  it  was  still  not  permit- 
ted to  use  a condom  as  protection. 
He  said  - they  should  prefer  to 
safeguard  their  spiritual  lives 
rather  than  their  physical  ones. 

The  church’s  present  position 
on  birth  control  was  refined  by 
Pope  Paul  VI  in  1968,  in  his 
encyclical  Hnmanae  Vitae.  It 
came  just  three  years  after  the  end 
of  the  Second  Vatican.  Council, 
which  called  for  an  opening  up  of 
the  church,  in  place  of  die 
previous  mentality  of  a besieged 
fortress.  The  encyclical  forced  the 
church  lo  come  to  terms  with 
dissent  in  its  own  ranks,  which  led, 
after  some  turbulence,  to  a new 
kind  of  Catholic  maturity.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  modem  era  a 
"good  Catholic"  — even  a good 
Catholic  bishop  or  cardinal  - did 
not  feel  obliged  to  agree  with  the 
Pope  on  every  point  of  doctrine. 

Vatican  IPs  new  teaching  on 
respect  for  personal  conscience,  in 
place  of  the  old  notion  that  “error 
has  no  rights",  had  saved  the  day. 
But  Hnmanae  Vitae,  and  the 
widespread  objection  to  its  central 
teaching,  throughout  the  church, 
undoubtedly  cost  the  church 
members,  damaged  ecumenical 
prospects.  and  accelerated  the 


decline  in  the  practice  of  private 
confession. 

It  also  undermined  the  respect 
in  which  official  Catholic  teaching 
was  held  in  the  whole  area  of 
sexual  ethics,  banning  especially 
the  credibility  of  the  Catholic 
stand  against  abortion.  And  it 
hampered  the  development  of 
new  iosights  into  sexual  morality, 
which  are  long  overdue.  Moral 
theologians,  except  those  who  saw 
their  duty  as  the  exposition  of  the 
official  tine,  have  withdrawn  to 
safer  subjects. 

That  left  the  field  clear  for  the 
Carlo  Caffarras  of  the  church  to 
monopolise  discussion  of  sex  at 
official  levels.  Little  more  has 
been  heard  of  the  penetrating 
theological  demolition  of  the  tra- 
ditional teaching  that  had  been 
done  by  Pope  Paul's  own  com- 
mission on  birth  control  before 
1968.  and  which  bad  very  nearly 
won  the  day.  (It  lost  for  reasons  to 
do  with  maintaining  papal  au- 
thority rather  than  die  ethics  of 
contraception  itself).  Sub- 
sequently, the  Vatican  developed 
an  unpleasant  tendency  to  deal 
with  its  internal  critics  not  by 
answering  them  but  by  censoring 
their  writings  and 
removing  them 
from  their  posts. 

On  the  other 
hand,  something 
called  “pastoral 
theology"  has  been 
developed  to  fill 
the  gap,  much  less 
concerned  with 
formal  doctrine 
than  with  actual 
people  in  real  life. 
In  practice,  pas- 
toral theology  is 
liberal  on  sexual 
ethics.  Under  the 
heading  of  pastoral 
theology,  priests 
found  it  possible  to 
cope  with  contra- 
ception - later 
with  divorce  and  homosexuality, 
and  later  still  with  “living  to- 
gether" before  or  without  mar- 
riage — by  applying  the  simple  and 
commonsense  principle  of  starting 
where  people  me,  rather  than  from 
where  they  ought  to  be. 

Pope  John  Paul  IJ  knows,  or  has 
been  warned,  that  there  are 
grounds  for  doubting  whether  the 
church's  teaching  on  contra- 
ception is  capable  of  being  defined 
“infallibly",  as  the  doctrine  of 
papal  infallibility  applies  only  to 
revelation  and  not  to  natural  law. 

He  knows  that  the  Catholic 
church  is  divided  on  contra- 
ception. with  most  of  the  laity  and 
most  priests  in  varying  degrees  of 
rebellion.  Above  all,  he  knows  that 
the  church  has  aot  found  an 
argument  to  support  its  teaching 
which  really  works  — his  analogy 
with  adultery  was  an  ingenious 
and  novel  attempt  to  construct 
such  a case  based  on  the  authentic- 
ity of  sexual  body  language. 

Knowing  all  that,  he  is  almost 
bound  to  have  one  more  go.  If  he 
cannot  succeed  by  winning  the 
argument,  he  will  be  tempted  to  do 
so  by  imposition  of  authority.  The 
only  way  the  Catholic  church  is 
ever  likely  to  modify  its  position 
on  contraception  is  after  every- 
thing has  been  tried  and  failed. 

The  process  may  look  like  an 
authoritarian  monologue  and  in 
many  respects  it  is,  but  at  heart  it 
is  also  a dialogue.  If.  in  spite  of  all 
the  pressure  to  assent,  the  church 
at  large  still  resists,  then  even  a 
pope  has  to  accept  that  as  a sign 
from  heaven.  Bui  first  Ihe  row, 
and  its  incalculable  consequences.

Politics?  I Let’s  talk  cricket 


During  one  summer  of 
cricket  in  the  late 
1950s,  the  young  John 
Major  derided  that  the 
peter  May  cover-drive,  an  object 
of  beauty  to  him,  should  be 
subjected  to  a scientific  test-  He 
resolved  to  time  the  ball  from  the 
moment  of  leaving  May's  hat  until 
it  amused  the  boundary  rape, 
behind  which  he  was  stationed. 

“To  do  this,”  the  prime  minister 
says,  “1  took  along  an  old  gold 
stopwatch,  which  bad  been 
banded  down  to  me  from  my 
grandfather.  The  shot  I was  tuning 
took  precious  few  seconds,  I can 
tell  you,  but  in  the  excitement,  the 
watch  slipped  out  of  my  hands  and 
broke.  I had  some  trouble  explain- 
ing that  when  I went  home.” 

How  many  people,  3side  from 
those  whose  job  it  is  to  be  there, 
have  been  present  at  five  of  this 
summer’s  six  Test  matches  ? The 
number  will,  inevitably,  be  small 
but  it  includes  at  least  one  man 
whose  passion  for  cricket  has  to 
survive  a certain  amount  of 
competition  for  his  time. 

To  his  lasting  regret,  John 
Major  was  unable  to  attend  En- 
gland's emotional  victory  over  the 
West  Indies  at  the  Oval  a month 
ago.  A family  holiday  had  to  take 
precedence.  This  apart,  however, 
the  prime  minister  has  been 
England's  mascot  this  season. 
Anyone  who  suggests  his  presence 
has  been  on  sufferance,  or  through 
sense  of  duty,  knows  nothing  of 
the  priorities  in  the  prime  min- 
ister’s life. 

The  prime  minister  ex- 
plains: “1  programmed 
what  leisure  time  I 
thought  l would  have  and 
packaged  it  to  watch  some  cricket. 
I have  seen  enough  to  know  it  has 
been  a marvellous  season  for  the 
game  ...  and,  of  course,  when  I 
cannot  attend,  I turn  to  the  cricket 
scores  in  the  newspaper  very  early 
in  the  day  " 

When  the  prime  minister  agreed 
to  be  interviewed  about  cricket  it 
was  his  choice  that  it  should  take 
place  somewhere  he  could 
simultaneously  watch  a game. 
Which  is  why,  last  week,  we  spent 
pari  of  an  afternoon  on  the 
Middlesex  balcony  during  their 
match  with  Mr  Major’s  own 
county,  Surrey,  and  why  a faithful 
transcription  of  his  answers  would 
contain  many  unrelated  interjec- 
tions, such  as  “good  shot**,  “what 
a fine  catch”  and,  in  a disapprov- 
ing mutter,  “scruffy  fielding”. 

He  had  flown  from  Scotland 
earlier  in  the  day  and  another 
flight  to  Paris  awaited  him.  Lord's 
was  a brief  haven  within  his  hectic 
schedule  and  he  was  transparently 
enjoying  it_  The  smile  may  be 
familiar  but  it  was  not  forced.  It 
was  the  smile  of  a man  in  his

element  and,  as  he  spoke  of  the 
game,  and  especially  of  Surrey, 
his  affection  for  cricket,  and 
his  knowledge  of  it,  were 
unmistakeable.  The  interview 
overran,  as  his  press  secretary 
twice  poinled  out,  but  Mr  Major 
was  by  then  in  foil  flow  on  the 
merits  of  uncovered  pitches  and  in 
no  mood  to  call  a halt. 

Watching  his  beloved  Surrey,  he 
is  completely  at  ease.  “I  can 
escape  completely  from  politics 
while  I am  at  cricket,”  be  says. 

“It  is  a release,  with  an 
atmosphere  all  its  own.  What 
concerns  me  is  what  is  going  on 
out  on  the  pitch.  I switch  off 
into  a completely  separate 
world." 

There  were  times,  in  the  days  of 
boyhood  daydreams,  when  he 
thought  cricket  might  be  his 
world.  He  was  a capable  schools 
player,  good  enough  to  win  a 
newspaper  award  at  the  age  of  1 3 
by  taking  seven  wickets  for  nine 
runs  against  the  Royal  Masonic 
SchooL  “It  included  a hattrick.” 
he  recalls  with  pride.  “Not  the 
only  one  I took  around  that  time, 
either.  I bowled  medium-fast  but 
straight.  If  they  missed,  I hit  I was 
only  an  average  player,  though, 
and  1 had  a bad  cai  accident  when 
I was  quite  young  which 
ended  my  effective  cricket."

President  Bush  in  the  art  ofbatting 
might  indicate  a desire  to  don 
whites  again  but  the  prime  min- 
ister is  content,  these  days,  to 
watch.  He  is  a regular  viator  to  the 
Oval,  where  he  is  president  of 
Surrey’s  youth  appeal  The  ground 
is  femiliar  territory  to  him;  he  first 
spent  a day  there  at  the  age  of  nine. 

“I  can  date  it  exactly  because 
Stuart  Surridge  had  just  taken  on 
the  Surrey  captaincy"  he  says. 
This  makes  it  1 952  and  Mr  Major 
was  such  a convert  that  be  was 
seldom  away  from  the  place 
during  the  years  that  followed. 

He  says:  “Surrey  had  a 
wonderful  seven-year 
run,  winning  the 
championship  every 
season  with  the  best  county  team 
anyone  ever  has  had  or,  probably, 
wifi  have.  I lived  within  a mile  and 
a half  of  The  Oval  and  used  to 
walk  to  the  ground.  I spent  most  of 
my  summer  holidays  there,  watch- 
ing either  the  first  or  second 
eleven. 

Mr  Major  does  not  admit  to 
heroes,  “because  that  gets  things 
out  of  perspective".  But  Peter  May 
was  a man  he  loved  watching 
more  than  most.  In  1957,  while 
May  and  Colin  Cowdrey  shared  a 
record,  unbroken  stand  of  411 
against  the  West  Indies  at 
Birmingham,  one  Surrey  school- 
boy, who  was  later  to  have 
difficulty  remembering  the  num- 
ber of  O-leveb  he  had  passed,  was 
not  giving  undivided  attention  to 
his  work.  “1  had  a radio  with  me 
ami  I switched  on  every  playtime 
to  make  sure  they  were  still 
batting." 

He  cheerfully  admits  to  a Surrey 
bias  bul  had  lo  miss  the  club’s 
NatWest  Trophy  final  at  Lord’s 
earlier  this  month.  He  was  spend- 
ing the  weekend  at  Balmoral  with 
the  Queen.  “The  television  was  on 
until  mid-afternoon.”  he  con- 
firms. “I  then  arranged  to  be  told 
the  result  as  soon  as  it  was  over." 

On  the  August  day  when  the 
Queen  came  to  his  patch,  that  is 
the  Oval,  Mr  Major  saw  Surrey 
beat  Essex,  and  fellow  Rutlish  boy. 
James  Boiling,  “took  an  ab- 
solutely magical  catch”.  With  this 
in  mind,  he  reminisces  about  the 
Surrey  close-catching  in  the  1950s, 
particularly  that  of  current  Eng- 
land manager  Micky  Stewart.  ■ 
“The  game  is  undergoing  a 
renaissance,"  he  declares.  “One., 
may  look  at  the  poor  crowds 
attending  county  cricket  and  won- 
der if  that  can  be  true,  but  in  terms 


of  enthusiasm  and  interest  tt  most 
certainly  is  true.  When  England  do 
well  in  any  sport  you  get  a 
resurgence;  the  cncket 

team  is  doing  well  and  the  enecis 
are  evident, 

“A  short  while  ago  I opened  a 
new  pavilion  for  a village  team 
within  my  constituency.  There 
were  a lot  of  youngsters  hanging 
around  in  whites  and.  if  the  truth 
is  told,  they  were  not  a bit 
interested  in  the  opening,  they  just 
wanted  to  get  on  with  their  game. 
They  felt  exactly  as  I did  when  I 
was  their  age,  and  if  youngsters 
feel  that  way  about  cricket,  the 
wmi»  is  going  to  survive." 

Mr  Major  admits,  however,  to 
being  worried  about  the  senous 
decline  of  cricket  in  stale  schools, 
a feet  highlighted  by  a report  from 
The  Lord's  Taverners,  published 
last  week.  “I  am  concerned,  very 
concerned,  and  I wish  I could 
understand  it  I realise  that  from 
the  point  of  view  of  school- 
teachers. football  and  rugby  can  be 
dealt  with  pretty  quickly  whereas 
cricket  requires  hours  of  commit- 
ment But  it  is  a situation  I want  to 
see  corrected. 

“I  hope  we  can  encourage 
schools  to  take  cricket  a good  dal 
more  seriously.  It  would  be  good 
for  the  schools  and  for  the  pupils, 
because  cricket  may  be  a time* 
consuming  game  but  it  is  also 
character-building.  You  only  have 
to  spend  time  among  people  who 
have  played  the  game,  at  whatever 

level  and  there  is  a special 
cameraderie. 

“I  know  we  have  been  through  a 
period  when  there  has  been  some 
bad  behaviour  on  the  pitch  but 
this  year’s  West  Indies  Test  series 
was  played  in  a marvellous  spirit 
The  acknowledgement  of  good 
performances  by  the  other  side 
was  immediately  apparent  That  is 
not  only  refreshing  but  very 
important  in  the  way  that  young- 
sters perceive  the  game.” 

Mr  Major  is  much  in 
favour  of  four-day 
championship  cricket 
and  of  uncovered 
pitches,  although  aware  that  both 
are  controversial.  He  believes 
Waqar  Younis  to  be  the  most 
exciting  bowler  he  has  seen  and 
that  Graeme  Hick's  time  will 
come  “if  only  he  learns  not  to 
move  across  his  wicket..".  He  is 
looking  forward  to  South  Africa’s 
Test  match  return  and,  further 
ahead,  he  has  an  abiding  mission. 

“When  I retire,  one  of  - my 
ambitions  is  to  follow  England  aU 
around  Australis  or  the  West 
Indies,  "..be  says.  “I  would  depriy 
love  to  see  a full  tour."  But  what  of 
this  winter  and  the  World  Cup  in 
Australasia1?  “It  might  be  diffi- 
cult,” be  smiles,  “but  I'm  working 
on  it” 


Prime  ministerial  support  on  and  off  the  field 


LONG  before  Mrs  Thatcher 
developed  a taste  for  cricketing 
metaphors  — which  it  has  to  be 
said,  she  never  properly  under- 
stood — prime  ministers  and  the 
national  game  have  enjoyed  a 
close  association. 

By  fer  ihe  most  distinguished 
cricketing  prime  minister  was  one 
whose  tenure  of  office  was  among 
the  shortest  and  least  memorable 
— Lord  Home  of  the  Hirsel.  the 
only  British  prime  minister  ever  to 
have  played  the  game  at  first  class 
level.  He  took  a dozen  wickets  and 
scored  147  runs,  with  a top  score 
of37  not  out,  in  a first-class  career 
often  matches  for  Oxford  Univer- 
sity and  Middlesex  in  the  1920s. 
His  interest  remained  intense 
throughout  his  long  political 


career  and  two  years  after  losing 
the  1964  election  to  Harold 
Wilson  he  became  MCC 
president 

But  Labour,  too,  has  had  its 
fanatical  cricketing  prime  min- 
isters. Clement  Attlee  expected 
bis  civil  servants  to  show  at 
least  as  much  knowledge  of 
Wisden  as  they  possessed  of 
Labour’s  election  manifesto. 
After  the  i 945  election,  be  had  a 
news  agency  wire  installed  in 
Downing  Street  to  keep  up-to-date 
with  the  exploits  of  Denis  Comp- 
ton and  Alec  Bedser.  Indeed 
Attlee  seemed  almost  unaware  of 
the  wire's  other  vital  news  gather- 
ing functions,  referring  to  it  sim- 
ply as  “the  cricket  machine”. 

Even  Ramsay  MacDonald. 


First  class  fiuts:  Home  and  Attlee 

whose  proletarian  Scottish  back- 
ground perhaps  made  him  an 
unlikely  cricket  fen,  helped  to  set 
up  a dub  in  Lossiemouth. 

Most  Tory  prime  ministers,  of 
course,  learnt  the  game  not  .as 
John  Major  did,  in  the  shadow  of 
the  gasometers  at  the  Oval,  but  on 


the  playing  fields  of  Britain’s 
finest  public  schools.  Although 
Harold  Macmillan  was  not  a 
noted  cricketer,  he  was  known 
to  be  immensely  proud  of  his 
grandson,  Mark  Faber,  a 
schoolboy  prodigy  at  Eton  who 
went  on  to  play  for  Sussex  in  the 
1970s. 

Edward  Heath  has  been  a life- 
long member  of  the  Kent 
county  dub,  and  entertained 
Colin  Cowdrey’s  1970  champ- 
ionship winning  side  to  a recep- 
tion at  Westminster  — a golden 
year  for  Heath,  as  he  also  beat 
Harokl  Wilson  in  the  general 
election  of  feat  summer. 

Wilson  was  always  more  of  a 
rugby  league  man,  but,  as  a 
professional  Yorkshireman,  he 


revelled  in  the  exploits  of  Freddie 
Trueman,  Brian  Close  and  com- 
pany when  the  greet  Yorkshire 
side  of  30  years  ago  was  carrying 
all  before  it  The  sight  of  Wilson 
and  “fiery"  Fred  blowing  smoke 
rings  at  each  other  at  “pi  pern  an  of 
the  year”  lunches  became  a fam- 
ous 1960s  photo-opportunity. 

But  the  prime  minister  can  take 
vicarious  satisfaction  that  Wisden 
does  record  a John  Major  with  a 
proud  first  class  professional 
career  — a middle  order  batsman 
and  right  arm  medium  pace 
bowler  who  appeared  1 1 times  for 
Sussex  in  1888  and  1889,  scoring 
363  nuns  at  an  average  of  17.28, 
and  a highest  score  of  106.

i other  pressure  groups  and  lob- 
i bics.  But  one  does  tend  to  raise 
1 one’s  eves  to  heaven  and  wince 
\ when  thev  start  using  their 
5 precious  space  to  bang  on  about 
j their  pet  cause,  why  oh  whying 
i away  about  anything  from  a 
! political  leader  to  the  evils  of 
j abortion  to  a chum's  book.  Well 
i he  would  say  that,  wouldn't  he? 
j Thai  is  why  journalists  should 

i not  accept  honours.  It  com- 
j promises  a journalist’s  objcctiv- 
1 ity  lo  wear  a gong  or  title 
! nominally  awarded  by  the 
I Queen,  but  actually  dished  out 
by  politicians.  Can  ii  be  for 
services  rendered? 

Of  course,  none  of  us  are 
I perfect,  not  even  journalists.  In 
j the  behind-the-scenes  Gadarenc 
lobbying  for  honours,  journalists 
arc  up  there  in  the  front  rank, 
tniffling  away  with  publishers 
and  politicians  themselves.  And 
here  am  I.  after  that  pious 
j extended  intro,  not  so  much 
( joining  os  helping  to  found  a 
j discreet  sort  of  pressure  group, 
i Friends  of  Classics,  which  u ill  be 
I launched  on  Monday.  All  1 can 
i say  by  way  of  mitigation  is  that 
j the  other  founding  fathers,  such 
| ns  Iri?  Murdoch,  Kenneth  Do- 


ver. Jeremy  Morse,  Shan  Hack- 
etL  and  Lord  Runrie,  arc  not 
notoriously  noisy  hustlers  and 
disturbers  of  the  peace.  And  the 
cause  itself  is  the  only  good  one 
for  a journalist.  The  classics  are 
the  roots  of  English  language, 
and  culture,  and  even  journal- 
ism, Herodotus  was  the  father  of 
modern  tabloid  journalism. 

The  classics  are  widely  mis- 
perceived  by  the  ignorant  as 
being  out-of-date,  difficult,  elit- 
ist, and  irrelevant  — those  deadly 
sins  of  our  modem  times.  Cods- 
wallop. of  course.  I think  it  is 
partly  the  fault  of  our  name  for 
them.  It  comes,  like  three- 
quarters  of  our  language,  from 
the  classics  themselves.  Careless 
construing  by  Beetle,  or  Bun  ter, 
or  Adrian  Mole  might  suppose 
that  classics  meant  nautical 
[classic  a fleet)  or  to  do  writh 
trumpet  calls  iclassicum).  Both 
are  connected  in  the  vast  net- 
work of  European  language.  But 
the  original  meaning  comes  from 
the  five  dosses  into  which 
Seryius  Tullius  is  said  to  have 
divided  the  Roman  citizens  on 
the  basis  of  property. 

The  English  hijacked  the  word 
to  mean  of  Ihe  first  rank.  The 
word  became  applied  to  the 
classics  of  ancient  Greece  and 
Rome,  in  part  due  to  the 
snobbish  notion  that  the  ancient 
literatures  were  superior  to  the 
modern,  and  in  part  due  lo  their 
predominant  use  in  classes  in 
schools.  There  was  snobbery 
around  a century’  ago  in  the  silly 
idea  that  Latin  and  Greek  were 
the  only  suitable  subjects  for 
gents  at  Eton  and  ladies  at 


Cheltenham  Ladies'  who  were 
not  going  to  have  to  earn  their 
livings  in  any  very  strenuous 
way.  But  that  silliness  is  long 
dead.  Our  musicians  got  them- 
selves into  an  even  worse  mud- 
dle with  the  word.  Classical 
music  is  used  to  mean  either  (a) 
the  music  of  formal  order  and 
design  of  the  16th  to  18th 
centuries,  as  opposed  to  the 
Romantic  movement;  (b)  stuff 
that  will  last,  applied  to  a work  of 
art  against  which  the  destroying 
hand  of  time  has  proved  power- 
less; and  (c)  the  antithesis  lo 
popular.  “Do  you  like  classical 
music?"  “No.  I like  something 
with  a tune  in  iL"  Only  the 
English,  with  their  obsession 
with  class,  have  so  much  trouble 
with  the  word. 

Friends  of  Gassics  hit  on  the 
name  for  our  very  snazzy  mag, 
presenting  the  latest  scholarship 
in  all  fields  by  world  masters  in  a 
witty  and  accessible  way,  by 
serendipity  in  the  middle  of  a 
boozy  lunch:  Ad  fomiliares , the 
name  of  Cicero's  letters  to  his 
chums.  When  we  get  it  onto  the 
station  bookstalls,  we  may  have 
to  find  a less  elitist  subname.  All 
we  are  puffing  is  the  self-evident 
truth  that  the  roots  of  our  culture 
and  language  are  classical,  still 
protruding  through  the  surface. 
Without  some  knowledge  of  the 
classics,  a European  is  blind- 
folded in  a garden  of  delights  of 
literature  and  art  and  architec- 
ture. The  memory  of  the  lost 
unity  of  the  Roman  Empire  still 
haunts  the  mind  of  Europe. 
Friends  of  Classics  arise  on 
Monday  to  sound  the  dassicum. 


Guinea  Pigs 
wait  for  Mann 

THE  hitch  in  the  release  of  Jackie 
Mann  has  come  as  a bitter  blow, 
not  only  to  his  wife  Sunnie  but 
also  to  his  old  RAF  friends  in  the 
Guinea  Pig  Dub,  who  had  re- 
served him  a place  at  the  top  table 
at  the  club's  50th  anniversary 
dinner  later  this  month. 

Mann  is  a proud  member  of  the 
dub,  which  consists  of  second 
world  war  airmen  who  escaped 
from  blazing  planes,  and  were  sent 
to  the  pioneering  plastic  surgeon. 
Sir  .Archie  Mclndoe,  in  ward  3,  a 
wooden  hut,  at  Queen  Victoria 
Hospital.  East  Grins  lead.  West 
Sussex. 

Mclndoe's  patients  were 
dubbed  “the  guinea  pigs”  and 
nearly  500  of  them  still  survive. 
The  reunion  dinner  lakes  place  in 
East  Grinstead  near  the  hospital 
on  September  28. 

Mann  was  shot  down  in  Spit- 
fires five  times  during  the  war. 
The  fourth  time,  on  September  14, 
1940,  he  suffered  horrendous  fa- 
cial injuries  but  still  managsd  to 
take  a photograph  of  his  blazing 
plane.  The  photograph  was 
printed  in  the  book.  The  Guinea 
Pig  Club,  a history  of  the  group, 
which  meets  about  four  times  a 
year. 

Mann,  who  like  his  fellow  club 
members,  referred  to  Mclndoe  as 
“the  boss”  until  the  surgeon's 
death  in  1980,  was  given  more 
than  just  a new  face,  according  to 
RAF  colleagues.  His  determ- 
ination and  will  to  live,  qualities 
he  has  shown  in  abundance  over 
the  last  two  years,  date  from  this 
period. 

Group  Captain  Tom  Gleave. 
aged  83,  the  chief  guinea  pig  and 
leader  of  the  253  squadron,  whose 
Hurricane  was  shot  down  near 
Biggin  Hill  after  he  downed  five 
German  planes,  says:  “We  had 


hoped  Jack  would  be  back  in 
Britain  by  this  weekend  and  would 
have  liked  him  to  be  with  us  at  our 
reunion.  Many  of  our  members 
never  thought  we  would  see  the 
end  of  the  war.  let  alone  our  50th 
anniversary.”  Whatever  happens, 
Mann’s  seat  of  honour  will  be  kept 
open  for  him. 

On  one  of  the  last  occasions  a 
Church  of  England  bishop  was 
very  rude  about  the  government, 
lightning  struck  York  minster. 
Within  hours  of  Dr  George  Carey’s 
attack  on  government  education 
policy,  a crane  smashed  through 
the  roof  of  the  historic  Wren  church 
of  St  James's,  in  London.

Betting  on  Booker 

AUTUMN  has  finally  arrived; 
witness  not  just  the  nip  in  the  air 
bul  the  first  stirrings  of  this  year's 
Booker  prize  chase.  The  shortlist 
for  October's  prize-winning  cere- 
mony is  due  to  be  announced  next 
Tuesday.  Might  this  be  the  first 
year,  for  example,  that  Martin 
Amis  is  short-listed?  Perhaps  not, 
considering  the  thrashing  his  latest 
back-to-front  novel.  Time's  Arrow 
has  received  form  the  critics.  Ju- 
lian Barnes's  Talking  it  Over 
might  be  a more  likely  bet;  so  too 
is  the  South  African  novelist  An- 
dre Brink's  An  Act  of  Terror.  Other 


possibles  include  William  Coo- 
per’s Immortality  At  Any  Price, 
lain  Sinclair’s  Downriver,  and 
Michael  Frayn's  A Landing  On  the 
Sun.  The  sentimental,  but  outside 
bets,  are  on  Margaret  DrabWe’s  A 
Natural  Curiosity  to  follow  her  sis- 
ter’s triumph  of  last  year. 

Whoever  they  pick,  this  year’s 
judges  are  a heavyweight  group, 
unleavened  even  by  a token  non- 
literary figure.  Chaired  by  Jeremy 
Tregfown,  formerly  editor  of  the 
Times  Literary  Supplement,  they 
comprise  Penelope  Fitzgerald, 
Jonathan  Keates,  Nicholas  Mos- 
ley and  Ann  Schlee.

But 
arguments  between  the  Conservative  party 
and.  the  Church  of  England  are  always 
conducted  on  the  highest  plane  of  daftness, 
so  a row  was  . unsurprising. 

Clergymen  whose-  work  touches  the. 
poorest  in  the  community  understandably 
find  themselves  drawn  to  politics,  albeit 
sometimes  naively.  Tories  loathe  this  and 
retort  by  suggesting  that  the  poor  would  at 
least  be  peaceable  if  .only  clergymen  were 
better  at  fighting  sin,  as  implied  by  the  home 
secretary,  Kenneth  Baker,  on  BBC  radio.  For 
once,  the  Tory  leadership  yesterday  saw 
sense  and  called  a halt  to  such  exchanges. 

More  important  is  what  the  archbishop 
said  on  another  aspect  of  inner-city  politics, 
that  of  education.  Dr  Carey  is  apparently 
concerned  at  die  prospect  of  fundamentalist 
groups  using  “opting  out”  to  set  up  exclusive 
schools  of  their  own  with  public  money. 
Such  schools,  he  says,  would  be  “socially 
divisive,  educationally  damaging  and  spir- 
itually unsatisfying”.  This  amounts  to 
' saying  the  same  of  an  important  plank  of  the 
government’s  education  policy. 

For  an  Anglican  to  protest  ' ai  others 
rushing  to  the  subsidy  trough  to  .support 
sectarian  education  may  seem  hypocritical. 
Anglicans  and  Roman  Catholics  have  been 
at  it  since  1944  and  a quarter  of  all  primary 
schools  are  Church  of  England  ones.  But  Dr 
Carey  has  raised  a - question  of  major  ' 
importance  about  the  social  divisions  that 
may  result  from  - opting  out,  whether  by 
church  schools  or  by  schools  in  general. 

The  policy  is  undeniably  divisive.  It  is  a 
turning  back  from  the  tradition  of  “com- 
prehensive” community  schooling  devel- 
oped in  Britain  over  the.  past  quarter 
century.  But  is  this  actively  harmful?  It  may 
be  that  in  Boston  and  Johannesburg,  in 
Belfast  and  parts  of  Liverpool  and  Glasgow, . 
cross-community . schooling  is  widely-  re-  - 
garded  as  cnicial  in.  promoting  social  order. 
Similar  comprehehsvisiii,-  at  least  at  the 
primary  stage,  may  be  the  nonn.in  America 
and  most  of  Einope.  But  does  a bit  of. 
educational  tribalism  xnatter  in  Britain? 

■ The  skeleton  in  his  church’s  cupboard  is 
that  its  schools  are  not,  as  Dr  Carey  implied, 
popular  because  they  are  Anglican.  The

education  that  is  mildly  selective,  some- 
times with  a smaller  proportion  of  non- 

- white  children.  Church  schools  reflect  the 
old  maxim  that  where  parents  are  sup- 
posedly free  to  choose  schools,  schools 
actually  choose  parents. 

Dr  Carey  may  see  a threat  to  Anglican 
(and  Catholic)  privileges  under  the  1 944  Act 
in  opting  out,  but  church  schools  have 
enjoyed  a measure  of  freedom  to  take  pupils 
of  their  own  choice.  Local  council  schools 
have  seen  church  schools  much  as  Dr  Carey 
sees  the  new  opted-out  ones.  Where  Dr 
Carey  is  right  to  express  concern  is  that, 
while  church  schools  do  link  themselves  in 
some  degree  to  local  school  policy,  opted-out 

- ones,  are,  by  definition,  a challenge  to  it. 
Since  the  government  wiD  be  inclined  to 
shower  money  on  the  opted-out  sector,  there 
is  a clear  inducement  to  schools  to  opt  out  to 
improve  their  buildings  (and  thus  main* 
themselves  yet  more  selective  in  their  choice 
of  parents). 

This  divisiveness  is  inherent  in  the  opting- 
out  policy  — a policy  bom  of  the  fallacy  that 
a school  system  can  be  organised  to  give 
• every  parent  “free  choice  of  school”.  Church 
schools  have  long  been  party  to  this  implied 
selectivity.  The  question  that  Dr  Carey  has 
reopened  is  whether  some  compulsory 
allocation  to  schools  on  a community  wide 
-basis  is  the  proper  goal  of  public  policy  in  the 
state  sector  indeed  whether  local  schooling 
should  be  planned  at  all. 

In  a free  society  citizens  have  a right  to 
pay  for  the  school  of  their  choice,  whether  on 
grounds  of  class,  ability  or  religion.  If  this 
should  perpetuate  social  or  religious  di- 
vision, that  is  considered  a price  worth 
paying  for  the  freedom.  Whether  local  and 
' national  taxes  should  actually  encourage  or 
sustain  such,  divisiveness  is  much  harder  to 
argue.  The  present  government  claims  that 
such  divisiveness  is  a small  price  to  pay  for  a 
few  outstanding  selective  schools,  and  that 
good  schools  will  expand  to  take  more  of  the 
parents  clamouring  at  their  doors.  Critics 
protest  that  the  untrammelled  free  market  is 

- inappropriate  to  such  inflexible  a service  as 
-education,  and  the  use  of  children  as  victims 
of  such  a market  is  craeL 

The  church  is  really  on  the  government’s 
.side  of  this  argument  Its  institutions  may  be 
less  divisive  than  those  of  opted-out 
fundamentalists  or  middle-class  parents 
escaping  the  sink  schools.  But  Dr  Carey  can 
hardly  plead  to  be  allowed  just  a little 
divisiveness.  If  he  wants  to  disestablish 
Anglican  schools,  along  with  the  Anglican 
Church,  he  should  have  the  courage  of  his 
convictions.  For  they  are  right  ones. 


CHARITIES  AND  POLITICS 
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Aid  charities  likoOxfem  exist  to  tap- the 
wells  of  altruism  in  Britain  to  relieve 
hardship  abroad.  The  causes  of  the  hardship . 
will  almost  always' include  political  factors 
even  if  immediate  occasion  is  a uatural 
disaster.  Remedies,  even  emergency  food 
aid,  will  always  have  political  consequences. 
Yet  Oxfem,  a charity,  is  barred  by  law  from 
operating  politically.  Hence  the  collision 
Oxfem  had  with  the  Charily  Commissioners . 
last  May,  when  the  charity,  was  severely 
criticised  for  political  activity,  was  sooner  or 
later  inevitable-  ' 

Aid  charities  are  having  to  push  back  the 
traditional  definition  of  charitable  status  to 
do  their  work.  The  Charity  Commissioners 
have  somehow  to  draw  a line,  though  this  is 
in  an  ill-defined  area  of  common  law  with 
little  help  from  decided  cases  in -the  courts. 
They  do  not  need  to  come  down'  hard  on 
every  apparent  breach  of  charitable  status 
however  small,  though  the  new  allegation 
against  Oxfem  by  the  International  Freedom ' 
y is  Foundation  should  worry  them.

- break  for  charitable  donations  may  be 
regarded  as  a form  of  public  subsidy.  The 
income  is  in  this  sense  privileged,  and  the 
privilege  should  not  be  abused.  A charity 
that  abuses  its  position  damages  all  charities. 
The  commissioners  are  right  to  be  con- 
cerned about  the  ANC  affair. 

Other  cases  are  not  so  straightforward. 
People  occupy  the  delta  islands  of  Bangla- 
desh, liable  to  serious  flooding,  because  they 
cannot  find  land  elsewhere.  Should  Oxfem 
say  and  do  nothing  to  draw  attention  to  the 
reasons  why  people  put  themselves  at  risk, 
nor  encourage  Bangladeshi  politicians  who 
want  land  reform?  Aid  to  Africa  and  Asia  is 
invariably  laden  with  political  import, 
especially  where  as  in  Ethiopia  and  Sudan  it 
has  been  continuing  for  a long  time 
Goverament-to-goverament  aid  is  now 
made  conditional  upon  observance  of  or 
: progress  towards,  democracy,  free  markets 
and  human  rights.  To  ignore  such  criteria  is 
itself  political 

How  then  can  politics  be  separated  from 
aid.  that  is  not  government-to-govemment? 
Even  the  most  basic  activity  for  which 
Oxfem  was  founded,  providing  sacks  of  food 
to  relieve  famine,  can  encourage  corruption, 
sustain  dictators,  reduce  the  risk  of  riot. 
Food  aid  supplied  too  generously  or  too  long 
can  distort  and  subvert  an  agricultural 
economy,  making  famine  endemic.  Not  to 
be  concerned  with  the  politics  of  aid  is  as 
irresponsible  as  wrongly  directing  a charity’s 
domestic  activity.  The  Charity  Commis- 
sioners should  be  on  guard,  but  not  make 
Oxfem’s  job  impossible. 
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Is  there:  such  a thing  as  “loss  of  memory 
syndrome”  (LMS)?  The  retired  director  of 
Chatham  House,  Admiral  Sir  James  Eberie, 
suggested  in  a recentletter  to  The  Tintes  that 
“this  generation  - suffers  from,  it  more_ 
severely  than  did  the  last”.

From  the  time  of  Raymond  Lull  in  the  13th 
century,  the  “art  of  memory”  flourished  in 
Europe,  and  the  use  of  mnemonics  acquired 
a mystical  as  well  as  a practical  significance. 

Though  the  invention  of  printing  made  it 
less  necessary  to  memorise  facts,  the  rapid 
. accumulation  of  knowledge  also  imposed 
new  demands,  driven  by  the  Faustian  urge 
to  know  everything.  The  renaissance  usher- 
ed in  the  heroic  age  of  memory.  Under  the 
weight  of  scholarship,  however,  the  univer- 
sal man  gradually  turned  into  the  dilettante. 
The  cboioe  between  specialisation  and  pop- 
ularisation, which  forced  itself  on  polymaths 
during  the  19th  century,  set  its  own  limit  on 
memory  overload.  The  absent-minded 
professor  was  not  entirely  a fiction:  to 
master  the  sheer  volume  of  material  which 
empirical  research  brought  forth  made 
prodigious  demands  on  the  memory,  and 
memory  gave  in.  “Not  my  period,  old  boy.” 
. But  if  erudition  is  no  longer  necessary  for 
its  own  sake  or  as  a badge  of  cultivation,  it  is 
all  the  more  necessary  that  some  should  pos- 
sess it  for  the  sake  of  those  who  lack  it  When 
the  memories  on  which  most  people  rely  are 
electronic,  only  the  well-stocked  memories 
of  the  few  can  avert  the  mental  atrophy  of 
the  many.  Or  who  is  to  remind  us  what  we 
have  forgotten,  and  of  the  need  to  look  it  up?

On  what  simple,  incontrovertible 
facts  about  our  Christian  faith  which 
do  not  need  any  cavalier  or  casuistic 
interpretation  are  we  to  shake 
hands?  Can  we  present  “Christ  as 
lord",  as  the  Archbishop  suggests, 
unless  we  intend  to  obey  him? 

If  A denies  what  B affirms,  there  is 
the  beginning  of  Humpty  Dumpty- 
icm  already.  And,  as  the  passage  the 
Archbishop  quoted  from  Alice 
Through  the  Looking-Glass  goes  on 
to  show,  whether  A gets  away  with 
making  words  mean  what  he  wants 
them  to  mean  depends  on  who’s 
boss,  not  on  whether  such  arbitrary 
action  is  permissible  or  not. 

Diversity  can  reach  the  point  of 
division,  where  it  is  Humpty- 
Dumptyish  to  insist  on  still  calling  it 
diversity.  And  there  are  some  who 
feel  they  are  in  Outer  Mongolia,  to 
use  the  Archbishop’s  term,  which  is 
quite  a different  sensation  from 
merely  being  provoked. 

This  is  a time  for  the  Church  of 
England  to  heed  these  words  of  its 
founder  “The  Kingdom  of  God 
shall  be  taken  from  you  and  given  to 
people  who  will  produce  its  fruit” 
(Matthew  21:43,  New  International 
Version).

Sir,  It  is  becoming  dear  that  the 
legislation  concerning  th^  ordina- 
tion of  women  has  attracted  so 
many  unresolved  hopes  and  ten- 
sions that  the  whole  issue  has 
become  almost  huger  than  life.  It  is 
profitable  to  rehearse  the  possible 
scenarios  that  lie  ahead. 

There  are  those  who  believe  the 
vote  in  the  General  Synod  will  be 
narrowly  won,  and  within  a matter 
of  years  the  remaining  opposition 
will  melt  away.  On  the  face  of  it,  this 
wmiw  unlikely. 

There  are  others  who  expect  the 
legislation  to  be  defeated  by  a nar- 
row margin.  This  result  win  appear 
to  preserve  the  church’s  traditional 
faith,  but  wfll  inevitably  leave  great 
frustration  in  its  wake,  and  win 
seem  to  reinforce  the  long-standing 
neglect  of  women’s  ministry. 

Maybe  the  answer  is  to  live  and  let 
live  as  Clifford  Longley  proposes, 
for  the  church  to  split,  and  for  each 
side  to  go  its  own  way.  But  this 
would  leave  many  people  stranded, 
their  head  and  heart  in  separate 
camps,  and  the  ensuing  legal  wran- 
gle over  church  property  is  too 
dreadful  to  contemplate. 

We  have  short  memories.  In 
1982,  the  defeat  of  the  Covenant 
proposals  left  many  disillusioned. 
But  the  result  has  been  the  unfolding 

Of  a new  approach  to  eramenintl 
relations  in  this  country,  which  now 
fully  includes  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  in  a way  that  had  not  been 
foreseen.  May  we  not  trust  that  the 
same  will  happen  over  the  legisla- 
tion for  the  ordination  of  women? 
As  a result  we  may  be  led  forward  to 
a richer  and  brighter  pattern  for  the 
ministry  of  men  and  women  in  the 
church. 

What  none  of  us  wants  is  a kind  of 
“unisex  clericalism”  — that  would 
be  even  less  dignified  than  the  male 


clericalism  which  has  inspired  many 
a music-hall  artist,  but  is  ultimately 
rather  tragic.  Win  the  church  not  be 
better  served  by  acknowledging  and 
respecting  our  differences;  not  trying 
to  rubbish  those  with  whom  we  dis- 
agree, nor  settling  for  a split,  but 
going  hack  to  the  drawing-board  in 
faith?

Sir,  Frank  Field  (September  17)  is 
right-  In  the  proposed  legislation  to 
ordain  women  in  the  Church  of 
England  “the  terms  for  leaving  are . 
too  generous  and  the  price  of  staying 
is  loo  high”.  Because  this  is  the  case, 
and  because  those  opposed  see 
themselves  as  unwelcome  and  their 
theological  position  unrecognised 
and  unsafeguarded,  the  Cost  of 
Conscience  movement  has  drawn 
up  proposals  for  “alternative  epis- 
copal oversight”. 

Put  simply,  such  an  arrangement 
would  secure  what  the  proposed 
legislation  wiD  not: 

1.  It  would  allow  faithful  priests, 
loved  and  supported  by  their  people, 
to  continue  to  serve  the  church  of 
their  baptism  and  ordination. 

2.  It  would  ensure  that  a theological 
opinion  which  is  held  in  Sydney, 
Harare,  Tokyo  and  Buenos  Aires  by 
Anglicans  of  different  cultural  back- 
grounds could  continue,  with  the 
same  legitimacy,  to  be  held  in 
Norwich,  f^rHde  and  Truro. 

Alternative  episcopal  oversight, 
already  favourably  .viewed  by  the 
FimiM  fjnmmi«riftTi  on  women  in 
the  episcopate,  is  not  a formula  fin- 
schism  (as  Mr  Field  suggests,  the 
legislation  itself  is  precisely  that);  it 
is  rather  the  lowest  common  de- 
nominator of  co-existence,  both  in 
the  Church  of  England  and  in  the 
Anglican  rnmtnimiwn  at  large.

Two-speed  Europe 

From  Professor  G.  Lee  Williams 
Sir,  George  Brock’s  report  (Septem- 
ber 14)  on  the  likely  “bead-on  dash" 
between  John  Major  and  President 
Mitterrand  at  Maastricht  in  Decem- 
ber rightly  raises  issues  that  go 
beyond  the  disagreement  over  a 
two-speed  union  as  advocated  by 
the  Dutch. 

The  problem  with  the  prescrip- 
tion put  forward  by  the  “wideners” 
is  not  merely  the  eventual  size  of  the 
Community,  which  could  indeed 
expand  quite  dramatically  in  the 
longterm,  but  the  likely  impact  that 
successful  economic  reforms  would 
have  on  the  economies  of  existing 
members  of  the  Community. 

The  success  of  market  economies 
east  of  the  Elbe  will  almost  certainly 
destroy  the  common  agricultural 
policy  and  engender  a world-wide 
energy  glut  triggering  a steep  faO  in 
the  value  of  the  Deutschmark.  The 


impact  on  energy  markets  could  be 
spectacular  resulting  in  the  partial 
collapse  of  Opec  given  a modest  rise 
in  the  former  Soviet  Union's  oil 
exports  by  the  end  of  the  decade. 

Eastern  Europe  could  prove 
highly  competitive  in  manufac- 
turing industries  which  would  hit 
those  industries  growing  fastest  in 
the  Mediterranean  countries  such  as 
Portugal  and  Spain.  Maastricht 
might  commit  the  EC  to  a two-speed 
EMU  but  successful  economic  re- 
form in  Eastern  Europe  will  blow  it 
apart. 

Only  a pan-European  free-trade 
area  can  survive  the  stress  asso- 
ciated with  success.

diciary” as  well  as  the  activities  of 
“one  of  Kenya’s  bravest  lawyers”, 
Gitobu  Imanyara. 

The  report  contained  97  quota- 
tions from  Kenyan  newspapers  in 
developing  its  arguments  against 
Kenya.  It  also  compiled  107 
unattribu table  or  anonymous  state- 
ments in  drawing  up  a dossier  of  so- 
called  abuses  — this  seems  to  tell  us 
something  about  freedom  of  the 
press  in  Kenya  and  about  the 
reliability  of  the  “evidence”  pro- 
duced by  .Africa  Watch. 

Gitobu  Imanyara  may  be  an 
editor,  but  is  no  longer  a lawyer.  He 
was  convicted  (in  1 984)  of  stealing  a 
client's  monev  to  the  tune  of  about 
£15,000  and  sentenced  to  five  years’ 
imprisonment,  later  reduced  on 
appeal  to  Kenya's  independent  ju- 
diciary to  three  years.  In  1985  he 
was  struck  off  the  roll  of  advocates 
by  the  Advocates'  Disciplinary 
Committee.

Obituaries 


YEROCHAM  COHEN 


Yerocham  Cohen,  a secret 
agent  of  Britain  and.  later,  of 
Israel,  has  died  aged  75.  He 
was  born  in  Tel  Aviv  on  May 
20, 1916. 

YEROCHaM  Cohen  served 
the  British  as  an  undercover 
agent  and  saboteur  with  Orde 
Wingate’s  forces  in  mandatory 
Palestine  before  the  second 
world  war.  He  then  became 
one  of  the  most  outstanding 
spies  and  saboteurs  for  Israel 
before  it  became  a state  — in 
the  process  becoming  a per- 
sonal friend  to  one  of  the 
Jewish  state's  most  bitter  foes, 
Gama!  Abdel  Nasser  of  Egypt 

Yerocham  Cohen  was  a 
Yemenite  Jew.  His  parents 
had  trekked  to  the  Promised 
Land  from  Yemen  and  the 
family  lived  in  a small  bouse 
in  the  grounds  of  a school  in 
Herzlia  where  his  father 
worked  as  caretaker.  As  a 
youth  Cohen  first  joined  the 
Haganah.  the  semi-secret  Jew- 
ish self-defence  movement, 
and  then  its  military  arm,  the 
Palmah.  On  leaving  school  he 
went  to  Galilee  to  serve  in  the 
British-administered  police 
force,  protecting  main  roads, 
settlements  and  villages  from 
attack  by  armed  gangs. 

From  these  police  duties 
Cohen  was  recruited  by  Cap- 
Lain  Orde  Wingate.  TTie  Brit- 
ish officer  had  created  and 
trained  a Jewish  commando 
force  initially  to  meet  the 
danger  of  a German  and 
Italian  invasion.  It  later  initi- 
aled raids  and  night  ambushes 
against  Arab  marauders  who 
constantly  sabotaged  the  oil 
pipe  line  from  Iraq  to  Haifa  as 
it  passed  through  Galilee. 

In  1940  Cohen  was  one  of 
four  Jews  chosen  to  work  on 
intelligence  and  sabotage  mis- 
sions with  the  British  behind 
French-controlled  lines  in 
Lebanon  and  Syria  which  bad 
declared  loyalty  to  the  Vichy 
government  collaborating 
with  the  Germans.  The  Jewish 
agents,  who  were  known  as  the 
Syrian  Unit,  were  trained  by 
British  officers  in  sabotage 
and  the  use  of  various  weap- 
ons and  explosives.  Cohen 
travelled  to  Beirut  and 
Damascus  posing  as  a mer- 
chant or  labourer,  which 


allowed  him  to  move  around 
seeking  new  business  or  itin- 
erant work  as  he  gathered 
military  and  political  informa- 
tion and  supervised  other 
agents.  Arrested  on  one  occa- 
sion by  Syrian  police  he  was 
freed  only  after  his  British 
liaison  officer  discovered  his 
prison  location  and  en- 
gineered his  release  by  saying 
be  was  a wanted  Arab  deserter 
from  a British  base. 

As  the  Jews'  campaign  for 
their  own  state  in  Palestine 
intensified  Cohen  took  com- 
mand of  the  Mistaravim  a unit 
of  the  Palmah  which  consisted 
of  men  and  women  trained  to 
penetrate  the  Arab  commu- 
nities in  Palestine  and 
surrounding  Arab  countries 
for  intelligence,  sabotage  and 
psychological  warfare  mis- 
sions. Later  the  unit  helped 
smuggle  Jews  from  Arab  lands 
into  Israel. 

Coben  continued  to  cross 


the  borders  on  various  under- 
cover missions  and  twice 
managed  to  escape  after  being 
arrested  and  imprisoned  In 
the  summer  of  1946  he  was 
appointed  staff  intelligence 
chief  of  the  Palmah. 

Towards  the  end  of  1 948,  as 
the  newly-declared  Jewish 
state  found  itself  at  war  with 
invading  Arab  armies.  Coben 
served  as  a captain  at  the 
southern  front  where  some 
4,000  Egyptian  troops  were 
besieged  by  the  Israelis  in 
what  was  known  as  the  Faluja 
pocket,  a sandy  stretch  of  the 
northern  Negev  not  far  from 
Gaza.  The  Egyptians  were  in  a 
desperate  situation  but  re- 
fused to  surrender  uncondi- 
tionally. In  an  effort  to 
prevent  further  bloodshed  for 
both  sides,  YigaJ  Alton,  the 
commander  of  the  Palmah 
sought  a volunteer  to  try  and 
reach  Egyptian  lines  and  ar- 
range a meeting  between  the 


commanders  of  the  tWO  Sides. 
Yerochem  Coben  volun- 
teered, driving  through  a 
minefield  and  calling  through 
a loud  bailer  for  an  Egyptian 
officer  to  approach  him. 

Three  officers  eventually 
appeared,  led  by  a m^jor  who 
introduced  himself  as  Gamal 
- Abdel  Nasser-  Over  the  next 
few  weeks,  as  the  two  sides 
met  to  try  and  resolve  the 
stalemate,  Nasser  and  Cohen 
found  themselves  engaging  in 
lengthy  discussions. 

In  his  autobiography.  By 
Light  and  in  Darkness,  Cohen 
writes  that  he  found  Nasser 
“charming,  open  and  full  of 
strong  patriotic  feelings,  who 
talked  with  anger  and  emotion 
of  the  miserable  condition  of 
his  people  and  his  country. 
“He  asked  many  questions 
about  how  we  had  organised 
popular  rebellion  and  the 
Haganah  underground  army 
in  our  struggle  against  the 
British  and  he  wanted  to  know 
all  about  our  kibbutz  co- 
operative farms  and  about  our 
social  and  political  systems 
and  philosphy.”  The  two  men 
maintained  intermittent  con- 
tact through  intermediaries 
after  the  Egyptians  pulled  out 
from  the  Faluja  pocket  and 
Nasser  was  later  to  write  about 
their  meetings  in  his  own 
book.  The  Philosophy  of  the 
Revolution. 

In  1951  Cohen  ended  his 
military  service  and  studied 
for  a BA  in  political  science 
and  Middle  East  studies  at  the 
Hebrew  University  of  Jeru- 
salem. He  won  a scholarship 
to  St  Anthony’s  College,  Ox- 
ford. in  1956  gaping  a Bach- 
elor of  Letters  for  a thesis  on 
“The  Rebellion  of  Urabi  Pa- 
sha in  Egypt”.  Then  he  joined 
Israel's  foreign  service  and 
was  posted  to  Nigeria,  meeting 
and  marrying  his  wife, 
Denorah.  in  a whirlwind 
courtship  as  he  passed  through 
London  where  she  was  study- 
ing medicine.  In  I960  he 
became  amhassadnr  to  Li- 
beria. From  1965  until  retire- 
ment in  1986  he  was  in  charge 
of  Td-Aviv  University’s  pro- 
grammes for  overseas  stu- 
dents and  disadvantaged 
youth.  He  is  survived  by  his 
wife,  son  and  daughter. 


MILTON  HARRIS 


Milton  Harris , a research 
chemist  whose  work  ranged 
from  the  prevention  of  shrink- 
age in  woollen  fabrics  to  the 
preservation  of  the  sperm 
whale,  died  of  stomach  cancer 
at  his  home  in  Chevy  Chase. 
Maryland,  on  September  12, 
aged  85.  He  was  bom  in  Los 
Angeles  on  March  21,  1906. 

ALLIED  soldiers  in  the  sec- 
ond world  war  had  good  cause 
to  be  grateful  to  Milton  Harris. 
They  marched  further  and  in 
greater  comfort,  thanks  to  his 
discovery  of  a process  to 
decrease  the  shrinkage  and 
prolong  the  life  of  woollen 
socks.  By  the  end  of  the  war, 
more  than  a hundred  million 
pairs  of  army  socks  had  been 


produced  by  the  Harris 
method. 

Educated  at  Oregon  State 
University  and  later  at  Yale, 
Harris  was  a brilliant  student. 
He  gained  his  PhD  in  chem- 
istry at  the  age  of  23  and  went 
on  to  found  his  own  research 
laboratory  in  Washington, 
DC  In  1956  he  joined  the 
Gillette  corporation,  serving 
for  ten  years  as  director  of 
research  and  as  a vice- 
presidenL 

The  American  Institute  of 
Chemists,  of  which  he  was  a 
former  president,  gave  Harris 
its  highest  award,  the  Harold 
DeWitt  Smith  Gold  Medal,  in 
1966.  The  citation  described 
him  as  “a  great  stimulator  in 
virtually  every  area  of  scien- 


tific and  professional  prac- 
tice.” Generations  of  sperm 
whales,  as  well  as  footsore 
infantrymen,  would  probably 
agree.  In  1975  Harris  led  a 
study  group  for  the  National 
Academy  of  Sciences  which 
recommended  the  widespread 
cultivation  of  a little^-known 
North  American  shrub,  the 
jojoba.  Oil  extracted  from  the 
jojoba,  he  discovered,  could 
be  used  as  an  effective  sub- 
stitute for  sperm  whale  oil 
The  announcement  was 
widely  heralded  as  a means  of 
preventing  the  extinction  of 
the  endangered  species. 

On  his  retirement  from 
Gillette  at  the  age  of  60, 
Milton  Harris  remained 
highly  active.  He  became  a 


director  of  the  Warner-Lam- 
bert Pharmaceutical  com- 
pany. and  chairman  of  the 
Sealectro  corporation.  He  also 
served  on  numerous  scientific, 
government  and  academic 
boards  and  committees,  and 
was  particularly  active  in  the 
affairs  of  Yale  University. 

During  his  career  be  pub- 
lished more  than  200  scientific 
articles,  held  several  patents  in 
the  textile  field,  and  received 
numerous  honours,  including 
one  for  the  development  of 
US  naval  ordnance.  He  was  a 
fellow  of  the  British  Textile 
Institute. 

Milton  Harris  is  survived 
by  his  wife,  Carolyn,  and  one 
son. 


ZINO  FRANCESCATTI 


Zino  Francescatti.  French 
violinist,  died  at  his  home  at 
La  Ciotat  in  the  south  of 
France  on  September  17  aged 
89.  He  was  bom  in  Marseilles 
on  August  9,  1902. 

ZINO  Francescatti  was  a 
violinist  of  inspiration  rather 
than  intellectual  depth.  He 
phrased  with  innate  lyricism 
and  the  tone  he  produced  was 
always  sweet  He  evinced  a 
romantic  heart  not  quite  worn 
on  his  sleeve  but  not  far  from 
it  and  his  playing  sometimes 
wanted  an  essential  stiffening 
of  the  sinews.  A thorough 
trouper,  he  performed  with  all 
the  m$jor  orchestras  around 
the  world,  offering  an  enviable 
consistency  of  execution.  He 
was,  though,  quite  prepared  to 
push  beyond  the  bounds  of  the 
conventional  concert  hall  rep- 
ertoire and  often  championed 
works  by  less  fashionable 
names,  including  the  con- 
certos of  SzymanowskL 
Both  Francesca tti’s  parents 
were  professional  musicians. 
He  began  playing  the  violin 
when  he  was  five.  His  father. 
Fortune,  was  of  Italian  origin 
and  had  studied  with  Paga- 
nini. He  was  the  boy’s  only 
teacher.  Francescatti  made  his 
debut  in  Marseilles  when  he 
was  ten,  playing  Beethoven's 
Violin  Concerto,  and  began  a 
regular  career  when  he  was 
only  13.  He  moved  to  Paris  in 
1924  where  be  met  the  com- 


poser Ravel.  The  two  were 
much  admired  when  they  gave 
recitals  together  in  Britain  in 
1926.  From  then  on  Frances- 
catti carefully  built  an  inter- 
national career  touring  in 
Europe  while  also  teaching  ai 
the  Ecoie  Normale  in  Paris 
from  1927. 

He  made  his  American 
debut  with  the  New  York 
Philharmonic  on  November 
1, 1 939,  and  from  then  on  was 
one  of  the  most  sought  after 
virtuosi  in  the  United  States, 
where  he  decided  to  settle.  He 
remained  there  for  the  next  35 
years,  appearing  in  concert 
with  such  conductors  as 
Bruno  Walter,  Mrixopoulos. 
and  Karajan.  Fifteen  yearcago 
he  returned  to  the  south  of 
France  where  he  lived  in 
happy  retirement,  emerging 
occasionally  to  chair  one  or 
other  international  compet- 
ition for  violinists. 

In  the  1950s  and  1960s  he 
played  regularly  with  the 
pianist  Robert  Casadesos,  and 
they  gave  many  recitals  to- 
gether of  the  sonata  repertoire. 
They  also  made  memorable 
recordings  of  the  Beethoven 
sonatas  and  of  the  Debussy 
and  Cesar  Franck  sonatas. 
The  Francescatti  discography 
also  indudes  the  major  con- 
certos, made  over  a consid- 
erable period  with  different 
conductors  and  orchestras. 

He  was  a Commander  ofthe 
Legion  d'Honneur. 


CARDINAL  HENRI 
DE  LUBAC 


Dr  Michael  Sutton  writes: 

I SHOULD  like  to  add  a little 
to  your  fine  obituary  of  Cardi- 
nal Henri  de  Lubac  (Septem- 
ber 7)  which  concentrated 
naturally  on  his  contribution 
to  theology. 

The  sad  years  of  the  Ger- 
man occupation  of  France 
found  Fr  de  Lubac  in  Lyons. 
There  he  was  one  of  the  small 
group  of  Jesuits  who  launched 
and  played  the  leading  role  in 
the  spiritual  resistance  to  Na- 
zism constituted  by  the 
clandestine  Cahiers  du 
Timoignage  chretien. 

The  first  cahier,  distributed 
in  November  1941  and  en- 
titled France,  prends  garde 
de  perdre  ton  dme,  was 
written  by  bis  friend,  Fr 
Gaston  Fessard.  His  own  most 
important  contribution  was 


“L'antis&nitisme,  et  la  con- 
science chretienne"  in  the 
cahier  entitled  Antisemites, 
distributed  in  June  1942. 

The  round-up  of  Jewish 
men.  women  and  children 
began  in  the  northern  zone  in 
the  following  month  of  July 
and  in  the  southern  zone  in 
August  In  the  latter  month  de 
Lubac  was  involved  in  the 
preparation  of  the  public 
declaration  of  protest  by  .Arch- 
bishop Saltegje  of  Toulouse 
(the  south-west  having  been 
the  area  where  many  of  the 
internment  camps  for  non- 
French  Jews  were  located). 
Read  out  in  all  churches  of  the 
archdiocese,  this  declaration 
condemned  categorically  the 
great  moral  iniquity  and  hor- 
ror of  what  was  then  happen- 
ing in  France. 


DAVID  POOLE 


Stanley  Chaser  mites: 

FOLLOWING  the  very  fine 
obituary  of  David  Poole  (Au- 
gust 31)  may  I add  that  he 
wrote,  choreographed  and 
produced  the  first  full-length 
all-South  African  ballet.  The 
Square,  commissioning  me  to 
compose  and  conduct  the 
music  for  symphony  orchestra 
and  jazz  tend.  At  that  time, 
1962,  qo  theatre  in  Cape 
Town  being  large  enough  to 
accommodate  a dance  cast  of 
70  and  an  equal  number  of 
musicians,  the  production  had 
to  be  presented  in  the  dty’s 
town  hall. 

The  lead  role  was  created 
for  Johaar  Mosaval,  at  that 


time  a principal  dancer  with 
the  Royal  Opera  Ballet  who 
also  hailed  from  Cape  Town. 
All  the  other  dancers  were 
amateurs  drawn  from  the 
EOAN  Group,  a remarkable 
organisation  formed  in  the 
early  1930s  to  promote  the 
cultural  and  artistic  interests 
of  South  Africans  of  mixed 
race. 

David  Poole’s  impressive 
range  of  talent  and  ability,  as 
well  as  his  mature  and  warm- 
hearted personality,  ensured 
the  three-week  season's 
marked  success.  Not  finance 
but  difficulties  of  a political 
nature  prevented  this  produc- 
tion from  embarking  on  a 
nationwide  tour.  A great  pity.

Spanish  Lady  revived  to  raise 
funds  to  create  Elgar  centre 


AN  UNFINISHED  opera  by 
Sir  Edward  Elgar  will  be 
performed  next  week  to  raise 
money  for  a £1  million  dev- 
elopment appeal  at  his  birth- 
place in  the  village  of  Lower 
Broadheath  near  Worcester. 

The  Spanish  Lady,  incor- 
porating musical  ideas  ex- 
plored throughout  his  career 
was  uncompleted  on  his  death 
in  1934. 11  was  based  on  Ben 
Jonson's  play  The  Devil  is  an 
.4ss.  and  the  organisers  con- 
sider the  work  particularly 
topical  since  it  focuses  on  the 
misuse  of  technology,  corrup- 
tion in  public  and  private  life, 
snobbery  and  “Euro mania*'. 

The  performance  has  been 
adapted  and  arranged  by  Dr 
Percy  Young,  honorary  direc- 
tor of  music  at  Birmingham 
University  where  the  com- 
poser was  the  first  professor  of 
music.  The  programme  will 
also  include  some  of  Elgar's 
best  known  songs.  The  Span- 
ish Lady  is  only  rarely

performed  but  is  said  to 
contain  some  of  the  compos- 
er’s most  beautiful  melodies, 
ft  will  be  staged  by  Opera 
Interludes  at  Madresficld 
Court,  a country  bouse  built 
for  the  Lygon  family  near 
Malvern  in  about  1400.  Elgar 
was  a frequent  guest  of  the 
family  at  an  early  stage  in  his 
career.  He  was  a friend  of 
Lady  Mary  Lygon  who,  with 
her  brother  the  7th  Earl 
Beauchamp,  established  the 
Madresficld  Music  Festival. 

A champagne  reception  and 
supper  will  complete  the  eve- 
ning on  September  28  which  is 
designed  to  raise  money  for 
the  construction  and  endow- 
ment of  a new  Elgar  centre  on 
land  adjacent  to  the  cottage 
where  he  was  bom. 

The  Prince  of  Wales  is 
patron  Of  the  Elgar  Founda- 
tion which  maintains  the  cot- 
tage as  a museum.  The  centre 
will  be  built  in  a style  to 
harmonise  with  it  The  build- 


ing will  include  a library  and 
study  area,  a manuscript  room 
together  with  lecture  and 
recital  farilities- 
□ An  Arts  and  Crafts  grand 
piano,  the  last  major  piece  of 
furniture  produced  by  Morris 
& Co,  has  been  rediscovered 
and  will  be  sold  next  month 
exactly  a century  after  work  on 
it  began  in  London. 

Decorated  with  delicately 
painted  cow  parsley  and  peo- 
nies, scrolling  vines  in  painted 
and  gilded  gesso,  it  was  the  last 
of  six  instruments  produced 
by  the  influential  design  firm 
founded  by  William  Morris 
(1834-1896). 

One  is  now  in  the  Victoria 
and  Albert  Museum,  South 
Kensington.  The  “new”  exam- 
ple, unrecognised  by  its 
present  owner  who  received  it 
as  a wedding  present  about  40 
years  ago,  will  be  sold  at 
Philips  in  Loudon  on  October 
15.  It  is  expected  to  make 
£40,000.

The  Art  of  Cookery  made  Plain  and 
Easy  by  Hannah  Glaste  is  the  best- 
known  English  cookery  book  of  the 
18th  century.  From  the  time  of  its 
first  publication  in  1747  it  enjoyed 
continuous  and  extraordinary 
popularity.  The  writer  of  this  letter, 
George  Augustus  Sola  (1828-1896), 
was  an  enormously  prolific  journal- 
ist, author  and  sometime  war 
correspondent 


MRS.  GLASSES 
COOKERY  BOOK. 
TO  THE  EDITOR  OF 
THE  TIMES. 

Sir,  — I am  sorry  to  be  obliged  to 
awnitoh  the  cup  of  bliss  bom  the  tips 
of  Mr.  W.  F.  Waller;  but  it  is 
necessary  to  enlighten  him  on  a point 
touching  which  he  appears  to  be 
amusingly  ignorant  — namely,  that 
Aaron  HOI  and  “Dr.**  Hill  were  not 
one  and  the  same  person.  Aaron  H3H 
(of  “Grasp  your  Nettle"  fame)  was  a 
scholar,  a traveller,  a poet,  and  a 
dramatist. 

When  Mrs.  Glasse’s  cookery  book 
was  published  Aaron  Hill  had  at- 
tained the  ripe  age  of  62.  He  bad 
acquired  considerable  celebrity  as  an 
author,  and  it  is  absurd  to  suppose 
that  he  would  have  taken  the  wages 
of  an  anonymous  bookadler’a  hack 
for  writing  a cookery  book  by  which, 
Tmri  he  put  his  to.it,  he  might 

have  made  a good  deal  of  money.  On 
the  other  hand,  “Dr.”  John  Hill,  or 
“Sir"  John  Hill,  as  he  himyif 
after  the  King  of  Sweden  had  sent 
him  the  Order  of  the  Polar  Star,  who 
was  bred  an  apothecary  and  had  been 
an  actor  and  a political  pamphleteer, 

realized  a±  last  a fortune  by  returning 
to  his  pharmaceutical  loves.  He  was  a 
kind  of  glorified  Dr.  Dulcamara;  and 
his  “watudock  essence,”  his  ‘'tinc- 
ture of  valerian,”  and  his  "balm,  of 
honey”  had  a prodigious  sale.  It  is 
ridiculous  to  suppose  that  this 


ciueceasfril  exnpirie,  who  was  in- 
cessantly advertising  himaelf,  should 
not  sooner  or  later  have  claimed  Mrs. 
Glasse’s  cookery  book  liar  his  own,  if 
he  had  had  anything  to  do  with  its 
authorship.  Moreover,  when  the  “Art 
of  Cookery”  was  first  published, 
“Dr.”  Hill  was  barely  30  years  of  age, 
and  the  aiKnaiy  experience,  of  which 
there  are  abundant  signs  in  the  pages 
of  Mrs.  Glares,  is  that  of  a matron  of 
50. 

Mr.  E.  F.  Waller  asks  howl  justify 
the  faith  thot  jg  in  mo  and  which 
leads  me  to  attribute  the  authorship 
of  the  “Art  of  Cookery”  to  Mrs. 
Hannah  Glasae  and  to  nobody  else. 
My  answer  is  that  the  book  teems 
with  internal  evidence  of  its  being  the 
composition  of  a woman  with  a vast 
knowledge  of  cooking  and  housekeep- 
ing, but  who  was  a somewhat 
uncouth  writer. 

But  I lay  even  greater  stress  on  the 
evidence  of  the  list  of  subscribers  and 
tfw  title  p«p*  of  the  original  oHH™ 
Among  209 -subscribers  no  less  than 
171  are  ladies  — some  titled,  ones. 
These  ladies  must  have  been  person- 
ally canvassed  among  her  own  clien- 
tele for  subscribers. 

Finally,  if  the  “Art  of  Cookery” 
had  been  written  by  a hack  it  would 
have  been  necessary  for  that  hack  to 
have  a bookseller  to  employ  him.  No 
bookseller's  or  publisher’s  nanm  ap- 
pears on  the  title  page  of  the  first 
edition,  which  simply  and  distinctly 
says  that  the  book  is  printed  “for  the 
author"  and  that  itis  sold  at  a china 
shop  by  the  Fleet  Ditch. 

The  china  shop  would  he  precisely 
the  place  where  the  “fine  city  ladies” 
who  were  among  the  customers  of 
Mrs.  Hannah-  Glasae  would 
congregate.

Hostage  wife  loses  optimism 


TRADITIONAL  femily  val- 
ues are  flourishing  is  spite  of  a 
change  in  attitudes  to  the  role 
of  women  over  the  past  de- 
cade, according  to  a survey  on 
the  British  family. 

The  poll,  for  Reader’s  Di- 
gest magazine,  found  that  in 
spite  of  the  rise  in  divorce  and 
single-parent  families,  most 
people  support  marriage  and 
believe  the  church  should  do 
more  to  emphasise  its  sanc- 
tity. Three-quarters  of  those 
questioned  said  they  did  not 
believe  marriage  was  a thing 
of  the  past,  and  more  than 
two-fifths  thought  divorces 
should  be  more  difficult  to 
obtain.  One  in  ten  people

admitted  10  putting  their 
career  before  their  family. 

The  survey,  conducted  by 
MORI,  revealed  a marked 
shift  in  favour  of  couples 
living  together  before  mar- 
riage, particularly  among  the 
younger  generation.  In  the  16- 
to-34  age  group,  almost  half 
had  spent  on  average  just  over 
two  years  cohabiting  before 
marrying.  Overall,  one  in  five 
people  lived  with  their  partner 
before  wedlock. 

A significant  minority 
adopted  a permissive,  or  per- 
haps pragmatic,  stance  on 
children's  sexual  behaviour. 
Two  in  five  said  they  would 
allow  their  unmarried  child  to 


sleep  with  a partner  in  the 
parental  home:  a fifth  said 
they  would  do  so  if  the  child 
were  aged  under  18.  Forty- 
four  per  cent  refused  to 
countenance  the  idea. 

Opinion  on  the  role  of 
women  was  divided  by 
generation,  although  almost 
three-quarters  of  people  sur- 
veyed rejected  the  concept  of 
the  woman's  place  bring  in  the 
home.  In  die  65-ptus  age 
group,  this  fraction  dropped  to 
just  over  half,  while  among  1 5 
to  34-year-olds  it  rose  to 
almost  nine  in  ten.  A similar 
MORI  survey  nine  years  ago 
showed  then  that  four  in  ten 
people  thought  women  should 
not  be  bound  to  the  home. 

In  contrast  to  a survey 
published  earlier  this  week, 
marginally  more  people  con- 
sidered mothers  with  pre- 
school children  should,  ideal- 
ly, stay  in  the  home  rather 
than  go  out  to  work.  In  a poD 
of  parents  with  children  aged 
under  16  by  She  magazine,  45 
per  cent  supported  their  hav- 
ing full-time  or  part-time 
work.  In  the  Reader’s  Digest 
survey,  which  took  a nation- 
ally representative  sample  of 
2.075  people  aged  1 5 and  over, 
only  37  per  cent  took  this 
view,  while  45  per  cent  main- 
tained mothers  of  young  child- 
ren should  be  at  home.  In  a 
1982  survey  for  The  Sunday 
Times,  one  in  four  people 
supported  working  mothers. 

Children  bom  out  of  wed- 
lock account  for  a quarter  of 
all  births,  according  to  figures 
from  the  Office  of  Population 
Censuses  and  Statistics  pub- 
lished earlier  this  week.

Mrs  Mann  flew  to  Beirut 
from  London  last  week  after 
reports  suggested  that  her 
husband  would  be  the  next 
hostage  to  be  freed  by  the 
kidnappers  in  response  to 
Israel's  release  of  51  prisoners 
and  nine  bodies  of  Shin 
guerrillas.  The  British  govern- 
ment was  also  encouraged  by 
the  reports  and  dispatched  a 
medical  crew  to  Cyprus  to 
await  the  release. 

Mr  Mann's  kidnappers,  the 
self-styled  Revolutionary  Jus- 
tice Organisation,  had  then 


issued  a statement  claiming 
that  they  were  holding  Mr 
Mann  and  American  Joseph 
Gcippio.  They  confirmed  that 
Mr  Mans  was  alive  and  in 
good  health.  However  on 
Thursday  night,  the  kidnap- 
pers sent  a statement  to  a 
Beirut  newspaper  saying  that 
it  was  suspending  the  release.

has  had  to  unveil  its  interim 
results  — a loss  of  £84.6  million, 
against  profits  of  £413  million 
last  time,  and  one  caused  largely 
bya  prudent  but  massive  increase 
in  reserves  to  cover  mortgage 
guarantee  claims.

Paul  Whitney,  who  succeeded 
Mr  Prosser  as  chief  executive  of 
ON,  the  fund  management  arm 
of  the  Coal  Board  pension  fund,, 
says:  “I  don’t  think  he  necessarily 
enjoys  arguing,  but  he  is  very 
bright  and  if  someone  puts  up  a 
view  that  he  doesn’t  agree  noth 
first  time  round,  he  wants  to 
make  sure  it’s  well  thought  ouL 
He  demands  and  brings  out  the 
best  in  people.” 

- Mr  Prosser’s  cool,  reserved 
exterior  belies  the  fire  within,  true 
to  his  Critic  ancestry.  “I  don't 
lose  my  temper  that  often,  but  if 
something  has  gone  wrong 
through  human  error,  I do  get 
very  annoyed.  Yes,  1 do  let  it 
show,  I explode.  I have  been 
known  to  swear  occasionally  — 
I'm  a South  Wales  rugby  playing 
forward,  so  what  do  you  expect?” 

Such  passionate  outbursts  can 
be  more  frequent  in  the  privacy  of 
his  four-bedroom  Surrey  home. 
He  reveals  that  he  and  his  English 
wife,  a non-practising  solicitor 
and  foe  mother  of  his  two 
daughters,  aged  15  and  12,  “do 
not  have  a placid  relationship”. 

“It  is  quite  fiery,  up  and  down,” 
he  says.  “The  children  used  to 
referee,  now  they  join  in.  I think 
it's  because  we  are  both  strong 
individuals.  We  used  to  have  long 
periods  when  we  didn’t  speak  to 
each  other,  for  a day  or  tyro,  but  1 
think  we've  grown  up  a little.” 

He  says  that  one  of  his 
“little  joys”  is  foe  car 
journey  to  foe  station 
every  morning,  for 
him  to  catch  the  train  to  London, 
and  for  his  daughters  to  travel  to 
Guildford  for  schooL  “I  hear 
them  talking  about  their  schools.

buys  all  his  clothes  in  foe  sales.” 

Sir  Michael  Richardson,  diair- 
man of  Smith  New  Court  and 
cited  by  Mr  Prosser  as  a friend, 
says:  “When  he  started  at  the 
Coal  Board  he  was  just  a Welsh 
boy  with  nothing  But  he  was 
always  straightforward,  a born 
leader.  He  now  has  a touch  of  foe 
chief  executive  about  him,  that 
special  quality,  and  he  has  devel- 
oped into  a bigger  man  than  any 
of  us  would  have  thought  pos- 
sible. The  more  he  gets  given  to 
da  the  better  he  does  it.  He  must 
be  just  about  foe  most  exciting 
man  in  foe  City.” 

Mr  Prosser's  career  has  taken 
him  from  Sun  Alliance  to  Hoare 
Govett  and  then  to  C1N.  When  he 


joined  Legal  & General  three 
years  ago,  to  run  its  investment 
department,  the  group  was  in  a 
sorry  state.  During  .foe  previous 
five  years,  its  fully  discretionary 
managed  fund  was  placed  joint 
bottom  of  a list  of  34  funds  and 
none  of  its  unit  trusts  had 
produced  an  above-average  per- 
formance for  three  years.  Mr 
Prosser  cleared  out  an  overload- 
ing of  American  equities,  believ- 
ing foe  dollar  to  be  too  high.  He 
also  reduced  the  group’s  exposure 
to  property.  On  both  counts, 
history  has  proved  him  rite1-  At 
foe  same  time,  be  made  more 
than  20  per  cent  of  his  500 
employees  redundant.  He  is  now 
responsible  for  5,000  staff  in 
Britain. 

He  believes  next  spring  will  be 
foe  “real  turning  point”  for  the 
property  market,  and  intends  to 
turn  Legal  & General  into  foe  best 
pensions  and  insurance  business 
in  foe  UK.

WHILE  most  people  are  just 
ptencpid  to  see  cate  tumbling  from 
cashpoint  machines  foe  com- 
panies who  make,  market  ted 
install  them  are  studying  more 
carious  ideas. 

Not  content  with  cramming  an 
increasingly  bewildering  array  of 
messages  about  mortgages  and 
bo  Way  loans  on  to  foe  screens, 
some  firms  are  beginning  to 
coryure  more  elaborate  offerings 
in  a bid  to  expand  markets  and 
potential  customers. 

Some  banks  in  America,  for 
example,  have  started  selling 
space  on  their  automatic  teller 
machines  (ATMs)  to  such  soft- 


drinks  companies  as  Coca-Cola. 
The  idea,  which  helps  foe  hank 
cover  the  machine’s  installation 
cost,  also  helps  Coca-Cola  market 
their  drinks  more  aggressively. 

Users  of  automatic  tellers  not 
only  get  Coca-Cola  advertise- 
ments when  they  dial  for  dollars 
but  also  money  off  vouchers,  the 
number  of  which  is  linked  to  the 
size  of  foe  withdrawal.  Bob 
Sutherland,  product  manager  of 
NCR  in  Dundee,  Tayside,  said  it 
had  proved  a highly  effective 
marketing  partnership.  At  super- 
markets offering  foe  service, 
children  can  now  be  seen  hector- 
ing their  mothers  to  take  out 
more  money  to  obtain  extra 
vouchers  to  buy  more  Coca-Cola. 

In  a move  with  important 


implications  for  a more  flexible 
Europe  and  the  single  market 
after  1992,  some  cashpoints  in 
Hong  Kong  arc  now  offering 
multi-language  instructions  for 
cashpoint  customers.  The  cards 


magnetic  stripes  are  coded  to 
display  messages  on  foe  screens 
in  either  Chinese  or  English. 

Mr  Sutherland  said  the  tech- 
nology was  available  to  offer 
multilingual  services  in  Europe 
so  that  an  executive  from  London 
doing  business  in  Paris  can  use 
foe  machines  in  his  native 
tongue.  Even  dispensing  different 
currencies  is  not  beyond  the  wit 
of  the  modem  cashpoint 

In  Andorra,  ATMs  can  dis- 
pense cash  in  several  currencies. 
The  same  technology  is  being 
adopted  to  boost  foe  video  trade 
in  America  where  an  ATM  has 
been  adapted  to  entice  customers 
into  hiring  or  buying  videos, 
rather  than  withdrawing  cash,  by 
showing  film  previews.

Strong  market  leak  heralds  latest  move  in  week  of  takeover  fever 


BTR  launches 
hostile  £1 .5bn 
bid  for  Hawker

AFTER  one  of  the  strongest 
stock  market  leaks  of  recent 
times,  . BTR,  the  manufac- 
turing conglomerate,  has 
launched  a-£1.5  billion  bid  for 
Hawker  Siddeley  Group. 

The  hostile  bid  came  just  24 
hours  after  the  electrical  en- 
gineering combine  revealed 
lower  half-year  profits  and 
poor  short-term  prospects,  but 
was  rejected  by  Hawker, 
which  has  been  seen  for  some 
time  as  a likely  bid  target. 
Only  bourn  earlier,  BTR  had 
clinched  success  in  a smaller 
friendly  bid  for  Rockwan^the 
glam  packaging  group. 

Sir  Owen  Grom,  chairman 
of  BTR,  launched  an  immedi- 
ate assault  on  his  new  target’s 
long-term  record,  saying: 
“Hawker  Siddeley  sharehold- 
ers have  endured  their  compa- 
ny’s underperformance  for  a 
decade.  We  believe  that  the 
current  management  has 
failed  to  unlock  Hawker 
Siddeley’s  potential  and  that  it 
has  little  prospect  of  so  do- 
ing.” 

The  Hawker  board  said  the 
offer  did  not  take  account  of 
the  strategy,  set  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  by  Alan 
Watkins,  its  new  chief  exec- 
utive,- to  sell  peripheral  busi- 
nesses and  concentrate  on 
international  strengths  in  ar- 
eas such  as  electric  motors. 

Sir  Peter  BaxendeU,  the 
chairman,  said:  “We  are  con- 
fident that  our  strategy  will 


produce  significant  value  for 
shareholders  who  wish  to  be 
part  of  a focused  electrical  and 
engineering  group  and  not  a 
sprawling  conglomerate.” 

The  bid,  mainly  in  shares, 
offers  108  BTR  shares  and 
£284.20  o»h  for  every  100 
Hawker  shares.  After  a 17p 
fell  in  BTR  shares  to  41  Op, 
this  values  Hawker  ax  727p 
per  share.  There  is  a cash 
alternative  of 700p- 

Hawker  shares,  which  had. 
already  risen  53p  to  640p  this 
week  on  bid  speculation, 
jumped  a further  1 ISp  to 
758p.  This  indicates  that  the 
stock  market  expects  the  ini- 
tial bid  to  fell,  although  City 
analysts  suggested  that  a 
higher  offer  would  succeed. 

Colin  Fell,  a leading  sector 
analyst  of  Klein  wort  Benson, 
said,  however,  that  the  bid 
might  be  hard  to  defend. 
“Hawker  could  be  regarded  as 
the  last  of  the  great  dino- 
saurs," he  said.  "The  new 
management  is  getting  on  with 
the  job  and  doing  a lot 
internally  but  this  takes  time 
and  the  company  is  unlikely  to 
turn  quickly" 

Alan  Jackson,  BTR’s  new 
chief  executive,  who  had 
promised  that  BTR  would  be 
more  active  in  takeovers  and 
disposals,  made  it  dear  that  he 
had  no  immudiafft  plan  to  sell 
parts  of  Hawker. 

“Hawker’s  break-up  value 
has  not  entered  our  calcula- 


tions and  that  is  not  our 
objective,”  he  said.  “This  is  a 
great  piece  of  British  industry 
that  needs  to  be  built  up.”  He 
said  though  parts  might 
eventually  be  sold,  the  im- 
mediate objective  was  to  man- 
age them  profitably,  but  he  did 
not  have  the  information  to 
comment  on  Hawker’s  am- 
bitious joint  ventures  in  pri- 
vate power  stations. 

Mr  Jackson  sharply  crit- 
icised Hawker  management 
"Hawker  has  very  good  prod- 
ucts, large  market  shares  and 
good  technology  but  it  has 
been  consistently  a poor  per- 
former. There  must  be  some- 
thing inherently  wrong,”  he 
said,  "it  is  an  affront  for  these 
businesses  to  be  operating  on 
such  low  profit  margins.  Good 
companies  laid  foundations  in 
the  Eighties.  Thus  one  missed 
it  and  wasted  a whole  decade.” 

The  leak  of  the  bid,  which 
contrasts  with  others  this 
week,  is  likely  to  become  the 
first  controversy  of  any  battle. 

The  London  Stock  Exchange 
routinely  investigates  all  cases 
of  sharp  price  movements 
before  takeover  bids  or  other 
price  sensitive  news.  SG  War- 
burg, advisers  to  Hawker,  said 
that  the  leak  was  so  obvious 
that  they  would  only  make  a 
formal  complaint  if  nothing 
came  of  the  stock  exchange’s 
initial  investigation.

The  building  society  has  more 
than  a thousand  homes  to  sell 
and,  like  many  other  lenders,  has 
found  most  of  them  have 
attracted  little  interest  when 
there  is  a glut  of  well-maintained 
owner-occupied  properties  that 
are  foiling  to  find  buyers. 

Ail  branches  of  the  B&B,  the 
seventh  largest  society,  will  have 
boards  displaying  details  of  the 
the  houses  and  flats  for  sale  under 
the  scheme. 

B&B  guarantees  the.  interest 
rate  until  October  1 993  under  the 
scheme.  They  . range  from 
rundown  terraced  properties  to 
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measures  to  beat  slump 


substantial,  detached  houses  in 
oseed  of  no  repairs. 

The  society,  which  like  other 
lenders  has  seen  arrears  and 
repossessions  increase  by  30  per 
. cent  oyer  the  past  year,  wants  to 
get  rid  of  the  properties  by  the 
end  of  December.  The  B&B  has  a 
statutory  duty  to  obtain  the  best 
price  .possible  for  the  homes. 
‘Cutting  die  price  would  not 
anyway  guarantee  interest.  Most 
of  the  bouses  on  the  market  have 
come  down,  or  the  owners  are 
willing  to  do  so. 

Borrowers  struggling  to  save 
their  homes  may  be  exasperated 
that  this  largesse  is  being 
extended  to  those  who  can  afford 
to  buy  new  homes  when  prices 
are  low,  and  not  to  help  those 
who  bought  at  the  top  of  the 
market 

The  B&B  points  out  that  it 
does  all  it  can  to  help  borrowers 
behind  with  payments  and  that 
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many  will  be  making  payments 
on  their  loans  at  the  same  rate  as 
the  special  deal  The  difference  is 
that  the  lower  rate  is  not  a true 
rate.  The  difference  between  the 
low  rate  and  the  society's 
prevailing  rate  is  deferred  and 
added  to  the  size  of  the  loan.

An  out  of  court  settlement 
this  week  in  favour  of  a 
Bank  of  Scotland  customer 
who  claimed  he  had  lost  £570  in 
eight  phantom  withdrawals  from 
a cashpoint  machine  should  be 
welcomed  by  other  customers.  Ax 
last  a bank  has  been  forced  to 
admit  the  machines  are  not 
infeDibfe. 

The  settlement  was  not 
reached  without  a struggle  for  the 
customer.  The  bank  initially 
refused  to  compensate  him  and 
the  banking  ombudsman  rejected 
his  case.  In  the  end,  the 
Consumers’  Association  had  to 
step  in. 

Ranks  normally  tend  to  treat 
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with  scorn  a customer’s 
explanation  that  money  has  been 
withdrawn  from  an  account 
through  a cashpoint  machine 
without  their  knowledge.  The 
present  terms  and  conditions  of 
the  card  say  that  the  cardholder  is 
responsible  for  all'  transactions 
until- the  bank  has  been  notified 
that  the  card  has  been  stolen  or 
the  personal  . identification 
number  used  without 
authorisation. 

. Hiding  behind  this  catch-all 
condition,  .banks  - dismiss 
customers  by  accusing  them  of 
lending  their  card  to  'friends  or 
family,  or  telling  others  their 
numbers. 

The  banking  code  of  practice 
should  change  all  this.  If  its 
proposals  are  implemented, 
customers  will  only  be  liable  for 
the  first  £50  of  a disputed 
withdrawal  unless  they  have  been 
negligent. 

. The  revised  code  is  expected  to 
be  published  next  month  and 
implemented  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  This  is  not  a moment  too 
soon.

after  living  here,  I am  the  first 
in  line,"  he  said. 

Alix  Hutchinson  derided  to 
rent  out  her  one-bedroom  flat 
in  Blackhealh,  southeast  Lon- 
don, after  having  it  on  the 
market  for  three  months  and 
foiling  to  find  a buyer.  She  had 
been  made  redundant  and 
wanted  to  move  back  to  her 
parents’  home  in  Carlisle 
while  she  looked  for  another 
job. 

“The  flat  was  on  the  market 
for  £69,500  and  the  rent  is 
£550  a month,  which  covers 
my  mortgage  and  gives  a 
breathing  space  to  fold  an- 
other job.  I did  not  want  to  be 
forced  to  take  just  any  job  to 
pay  the  mortgage.  I don't  have 
to  worry  and  don’t  have  to 
take  a lower  price  for  the  flaL  ” 

Ms  Hutchinson  said  her 
building  society  did  not  place 


any  objections  to  her  renting 
out  the  flat  “I  went  to  the 
letting  part  of  the  Woolwich 
Building  Society  and  in  about 
two  weeks  they  had  organised 
tenants.  X was  surprised  how 
quickly  it  went. 

“The  flat  is  let  for  six 
months.  By  then  I should 
know  whether  1 am  moving 
back  to  London  to  work.  If  1 
am,  1 can  live  in  the  flat  again. 
If  not,  I can  try  to  sell  it  again 
or  continue  to  let  it,"  she  said. 

Fergus  Cusden  derided  to 
rent  when  he  got  married 
recently  after  being  an  owner- 
occupier  of  a flat  for  the  pest 
three  years.  His  wife  is1  a 
doctor  and  may  have  to  move . 
for  her  career. 

“With  the  housing  market 
the  way  it  is  at  present  we 
thought  it  would  be  difficult  to 
sell  quickly,"  he  said.  Mr 


Cusden  bought  his  previous 
flat  with  a friend  early  in  1988 
before  the  rush  to  beat  the 
deadline  for  multiple  tax  re- 
lief His  co-owner  is  now 
buying  him  out  and  fortu- 
nately (he  flat  has  not  fallen  in 
value.  It  is  worth  about  the 
same  as  it  was  when  they 
bought  it. 

The  flat  they  are  renting  in 
Sutton,  south  London  costs 
£500  a month.  This  is  a little 
less  than  a mortgage  on  the  flat 
would  be  and  the  rent  includes 
tire  service  charge  and  ground 
rent 

The  couple's  tenancy  is  for  a 
minimum  of  six  months  and 
can  extend  to  a year  with 
either  side  having  to  give  three 
months'  notice.  It  took  them 
two  and  a half  weeks  to  find 
the  flat  through  Chestertons 
Residential. 

Mr  Cusden  added:  “1  am 
glad  that  some  of  foe  stigma 
has  gone  from  renting  prop- 
erties. I feel  that  when  people 
are  younger  they  should  not  be 
tied  down  with  a mortgage-  A 
few  years  ago  it  cost  as  much 
to  rent  as  to  buy.  You  fell  that 
you  were  wasting  money  if 
you  did  not  buy.  That  has  now 
changed."

Building  societies  cut  costs  and  raise  interest 


By  Sara  McConnell 

SAVERS  looking  for  high 
interest  rates  and  instant  ac- 
cess to  their  money  are  being 
targeted  by  building  societies 
launching  postal  accounts. 

Societies  are  looking  to  cut 
costs  by  reducing  branch  over- 
heads and  are  making  account 
transactions  easier  for  . cus- 
tomers, who  esnfr  arrange 
withdrawals  over  the  tele- 
phone or  make  deposits  by 
post 

Rates  on  these  accounts  can 
be  up  to  3 per  cent  higher  than 
on  a traditional,  branch-based 
instant  access  account 

Societies  offering  the  80- 
counts  concede,  however,  that 
rates  will  probably  fell  over  the 
next  few  months,  ahh^igh  they 
will  remain  “competitive”. 

Building  societies  some- 
times close  accounts  to  new 
business  rather  than  dropping 
rates,  to  keep  money  in  the 
society  to  fund  mortgage 
commitments. 

Tim  Fletcher,  Bradford  & 
Bingley’s  direct  savings  dev- 
elopment manage  said:  “The 
people  who  are  prepared  to 
deal  this  way  tend  to  be 
discerning  and  if  we  don’t 
keep  up  the  rates,  the  money 
will  walk.” 

The  Bradford  & Bingley  this 
week  started  offering  its  Direct 
Premium  Plan  to  all  its  cus- 
tomers.

Top  ten  societies 
put  on  alert  to 
prop  up  industry 


AS  SMALLER  building  soci- 
eties begin  to  look  ahead  to 
their  likely  year-end  figures, 
the  top  ten  societies  have  been 
put  on  standby  by  the  Build- 
ing Societies  Association 
(BSA)  to  offer  financial 
support 

The  BSA  is  anxious  that 
investors  do  not  lose  con- 
fidence iu  smaller  societies 
after  two  disastrous  years  iu 
the  property  market  Increas- 
ing provisions  for  bad  debt  are 
likely  to  wipe  out  profits 
earned  by  some  societies. 
They  may,  as  a result  feel  the 
need  for  standby  funding  from 
larger  society,  which  may 
end  with  the  two  societies 
merging. 

Weekend  Money  reported 
last  month  that  up  to  ten 
mergers  could  be  announced 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 
Analysts  put  the  figure  even 
higher.

BSA  are  anxious  to  protect  the 
reputation  of  the  industry. 
There  has  been  a longstand- 
ing arrangement  that  any  soci- 
ety facing  difficulty  should  get 
in  touch  with  the  association 
so  that  it  can  be  bolstered  by  a 
larger  partner. 

Previously,  only  the  top  five 
societies  have  been  contacted 
by  the  BSA  but  this  time,  in  a 
letter  headed  “Assistance  to 
Societies  in  Difficulty*',  it  has 
extended  its  request  for 
standby  funding  to  the  top  tea. 

Last  month,  when  there  was 
a run  on  the  Southdown 
Building  Society,  based  in 
Lewes,  Hast  Sussex,  the  Wool- 
wich, the  third  largest,  offered 
standby  funding  to  reassure 
investors  in  the  46-branch 
society.  In  a week  about  £35 
million  was  withdrawn,  out  of 
total  assets  of  £800  million. 

Martin  Batt,  general  man- 
ager, marketing,  at  the  South- 
down,  said  this  week  that  the 
standby  funding  had  not  been 
called  upon.  Confidence  had 
been  restored  and  business 
was  back  to  normal. 

The  BSA  said  it  wanted  to 
make  sure  that  the  executives 
of  the  top  societies  had  the 
authority  to  provide  such 
funding  immediately  — with- 
out having  to  consult  the 
board  — if  due  need  arose. 

Increasing  arrears  and  re- 
possessions during  1991  could 
mean  that  some  societies  will 
have  to  report  losses.  When 
the  Leamington  Spa  laced  this 
prospect  earlier  in  the  year,  it 
was  prodded  towards  a merger 
with  the  larger  Bradford  & 
Bingley. 

The  Building  Societies  Com- 
mission, the  industry  regulator, 
was  happier  to  see  the  Leam- 
ington’s £3  million  losses  an- 
nounced after  the  details  of  the 
merger  bad  been  decided. 

Societies  who  have  pre- 
viously disguised  arrears  by 
adding  them  to  the  original 
loan  and  then  counting  the 
mortgage  as  if  it  was  up  to  date 
have  been  discouraged  from 
continuing  this  practice  by  the 
commission. 

The  Halifax,  the  largest,  has 
a better  arrears  and  re- 
possessions record  than  av- 
erage societies.  It  reported  last 
week  that  in  the  first  half  of 
the  year  it  made  provisions  of 
£123  million  for  bad  debts. 

Large  societies  have  been 
competing  fiercely  on  savers' 
rates  this  year  and  have 
undercut  smaller  societies 
with  their  discounts  for  first- 
time buyers  and  larger  loans, 
putting  pressure  on  the  profits 
of  smaller  societies  who  can- 
not compete  for  business.  In 
the  past,  they  have  been  able 
to  offer  higher  savers'  rates 
because  they  could  charge 
more  for  riskier  deferred- 
interest  and  non-status  loans. 

It  is  in  the  interests  of  the 
larger  societiesto  reassure  the 
investing  public,  although  in 
private  meetings  some  chief 
executives  resem  the  idea  of 
rescuing  small  societies  that 
have  taken  risks.

Fimbra  studies 


with  illegal  firm

UNKS  between  a London  firm 
of  financial  advisees  and  an 
illegal  offshore  investment 
butimas,.  operated  by  a former 
tax  inspector  who  was  jafled  far 
firearm  offences,  are  being  in- 
vestigated by  the  Financial  In- 
termediaries and  Brokers  Reg- 
ulatory Association  (Fimbra). 

Royal  Provident  & Pensions, 
die  offshore  business,  was 
dosed  down  recently  by  the 
authorities  in  Cyprus  after  it, 
and  fintax,  an  flpyyfoted  firm, 
were  found  to  harve  been  operat- 
ing unlawfully  there. 

Both  had  been  allowed  to  set 
up  on  the  island  in  1988  under 
strict  conditions.  Royal  Prov- 
ident was  told  that  it  could  only 
invest  the  funds  of  its  share- 
holders, and  most  not  solicit 
funds  from  the  public.  Fintax, 
which  described  itself  as  a firm 
of  stockbrokers,  was  told  that  it 
must  not  open  an  admin- 
istrative office  on  Cyprus. 

Nevertheless,  Royal  Prov- 
ident issued  an  expensively 
produced  brochure,  which  it 
circulated  to  potential  clients 
around  the  world  inviting 
investment  in  its  own  resi- 
dential property  bond,  based 
on  London  property. 

Fintax,  which  was  supposed 
only  to  operate  outside 
Cyprus,  began  issuing  invest- 
ment advice  from  an  office 
block  in  Nicosia.  Its  advice 
was  to  invest  in  the  residential 
property  bond. 

Both  firms  shared  the  same 
Nicosia  address,  telephone,  and 
fax  numbers.  The  sole  director 
of  Royal  Provident,  David 
Davies,  was  also  a director  of 
Fintax,  whose  only  other  direc- 
tor was  Nigd  Wilson,  an 
adviser  based  in  London. 

As  well  as  its  base  in  Nicosia, 
Royal  Provident  also  used  a 
London  address  at  197 
Knightsbridge,  although  it  had

From  J.  C.  Waterfield 
Sir,  Since  you  were  so  good  as 
to  publish  my  last  tetter  to  you 
some  months  ago  which  raised 
the  question  of  a price  differ- 
ential between  cash  or  cheque 
payment  and  credit  card  trans- 
actions I am  pleased  to  report 
that  after  the  imposition  of  a 5 
per  cent  surcharge  on  the  latter 
my  credit  card  business  is 
down  by  50  per  cent  with  no 
discernible  loss  of  trade  and 
very  little  resistance  to  the 
charge.  The  occasional  moan 
that  I do  get  would  soon  be 
silenced  if  other  similar  out- 
lets had  the  guts  to  stand  up 
and  say  “enough”.  Our  small 
family  restaurant  is  now  £20 


per  week  more  profitable! 

One  other  little  problem 
with  the  plastic  menace  has, 
however,  become  apparent 
with  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  cheques  we  handle.  Do 
the  banks  deliberately  design 
cheque  cards  so  as  to  make  the 
reacting  of  the  numbers  in  any- 
thing but  perfect  light  almost 
impossible?

For 
accountancy,  however,  it  was 
more  a kind  of  nwiiatirai  rite,  an 
entry  to  the  real  world  of  the 
1990s. 

David  Wilson,  a senior  partner 
at  Ernst  & Young,  says:  “Paradoxi- 
cally, our  clients  said  it  was  good 
to  see  we  were  not  just  fat  cats  and 
that  we  were  starting  to  take hard' 
commercial  decisions.  We  were 
praised  for  having  the  courage  to 
make  redundancies.” 

Among  young  accountants  and 
graduates,  the  redundancies  deliv- 
ered a salutary  warning  that  the 
profession  no  longer  guarantees  a 
lifetime  of  security.  That,  too,  has 
been  welcomed  by  the  leading 

firms 

People  qualifying  as  accoun- 
tants now  see  a business  landscape 
quite  different  from  the  one  when 
they  joined  firms  as  fresh  gradu- 
ates at  the  end  of  the  1980s. 

Insolvency  departments  in  ac- 
countancy firms  now  represent 
one  of  the  few  growth  areas,  while 
the  opportunities  in  industry  and 
commerce  have  contracted.  For 
those  who  entered  accountancy  at

the  peak  of 1980s  prosperity,  it  has 
been  a baptism  of  fire. 

Even  so,  few  of  today’s  new 
qualifiers  will  suffer  directly.  Job 
prospects  in  the  accountancy  pro- 
fession appear  better  now  than 
they  were  a few  months  ago  and 
outside  Britain  — in  the  rest  of 
Europe  and  Africa  — there  is  sfill  a 
big  demand  far  people  with  In- 
stitute of  Chartered  Accountants 
(ICA)  qualifications. 

Moreover,  keen  policing  by  the 
-ICA  has  ensured  that  most 
trainees  have  lad  their  training 
contracts  honoured  and  many 
leading  firms  have  committed 
themselves  to  retaining  all  their 
newly  qualified  accountants.  Coo- 
pars.  & Lybrand  Deloitte,  for 
example,  says  it  has  “no  intention 
of  askmg  anybody  to  leave”,  while 
KPMG  Peat  Marwick  Mclintock 
says  it  intends  to  retain  all  those 
who  have  pwtj»d  their  examina- 
tfons  and  havfe  worked  well.  ' 

For  many,  young  accountants, 


the  next  couple  of  years  win  be 

■ decisive  in  inflncncing  their  long- 
term career  prospects.  High-flyers 
at  Ernst  A Young  will  be  given  the 
chance  to  work  abroad,  or  sec- 
onded to  another  department.  At 

■ Peat’s,  all  newly  qualified  accoun- 
tants mil  start  on  a recently 
introduced  career  development 
plan,  which  has  led  to  a higher 
retention  rate  among  young  <it»fr 

Ann-Marie  Hersh,  a graduate 
recruitment  manager  with  Feat's* 
says:  “Some  of  our  trainees  used  to 
move-  on  automatically  after  they 
had  qualified  and  gained  some 
experience  with  us.  Now  that  we 
have'  introduced  career  develop- 
ment fanning,  they  are  more  pur- 
poseful about  seeing  a long-term 
future  for  themselves  with  this 
firm.” 

Many  young  accountants  will 
now  find  themselves  working  on 
insolvency  and  corporate  recovery 
cases.  Finns  are  trying  to  ensure 
that  the  calibre  of  their  insolvency 
specialists  remains  high  because  it 
has- lacked  the  glamour  of  tax  or 
consultancy  work. 

Another  important  factor  affect- 
ing employment  prospects  is  the 
impact  of  mergers.  Many  of  the 
recent  redundancies  in  the  big 
firms  have  been  due  to  the 
■streamlining  of  departments  and 
management  structures.  For  the

“There  has  been  an  enhance- 
ment of  opportunities  for  the 
young  accountant,”  says  Mr 
Wilson  at  Ernst  A Young.  “I  think 
the  effect  of  the  mergers  has  been 
good  news  for  new  entrants.” 

The  people  suffering  most  from 
the  shake-out  caused  by  the  reces- 
sion and  the  aftermath  of  the 
mergers  are  this  year’s  crop  of 
graduates,  who  now  have  fewer 
opportunities  in  the  leading  finns. 
The  ICA  has  calculated  that 
graduate  recruitment  has  fallen  by 


about  20  per  cent  in  the  past  two 
years.  The  contraction  is  smaller 
than  in  other  sectors  of  industry 
and  the  general  view  is  flat 
accountants  are  taking  a cautious 
view  on  cutbacks  in  recruitment.  . 

Most  of  their  recruitment  plans 
are  based  on  the  expected  state  of 
the  economy  three  to  five  years 
from  now.  Because  of  their  lower 
recruitment  levels  and  the 
marked  drop  in  demand  for  gradu- 
ates across  the  economy,  chartered 
accountants  are  finding  that  the 
calibre  of  thin  autumn’s  entrants 


is  higher  than  in  recent  years. 

Neil  Taberner,  of  Coopers  A 
Lybrand  Deloitte,  says:  “In  the 
past,  we  may  have  taken  on  some 
people  for  whom  accountancy  was 
not  the  first-dunce  of  career.  This 
year,  I. think  we  are  recruiting  only 
the  people  for  whom  accountancy 
is  rally  their  first  choice.” 

Part  of  the  continuing  appeal  of 
accountancy  comes  from  the  way 
its  position  as  Britain’s  leading 
form  of  management  training  has 
been  consolidated  through 
changes  in  the  professional  sylla- 


bus. The  ICA  has  taken  a progres- 
sive fine  and  regularly  updates  its 
requirements  in  order  to  develop 
commercial  acumen  and  business 
awareness.  At  the  same  time,  the 
doors  have  been  thrown  open  to 
training  in  industry  and  a number 
of  top  employers  are  pioneering 
the  so-caBed  Training  Outside 
Public  Practice  scheme. 

Times  may  be  leaner,  but  there 
i$  every  sign  that  chartered 
accountancy  remains  one  of  the 
most  powerful  and-  useful  profes- 
sional qualifications.

Grand  prix  rivals  put  the  stress  on  the  chassis  in  Portugal 

Mishaps  make  a misery 
of  practice  for  Mansell

IN  ESTORIL 

THE  FIRST  practice  for  the 
Portuguese  grand  prix,  the 
thirteenth  round  of  the  world 
championship,  proved  in- 
conclusive yesterday.  Only  a 
few  drops  of  rain  fell  but  they 
were  enough  to  upset  the 
timed  session,  which  finished 
with  Gerhard  Berger  fastest  in 
front  of  Aynon  Senna,  his 
Marlboro  McLaren  team- 
mate. 

Nigel  Mansell  and  Ricardo 
Fatrese  formed  an  all-Wil- 
liams second  row  of  a pro- 
visional grid,  but  many  cars 
either  did  not  complete  two 
full  fast  laps  or  were  hampered 
by  the  suddenly  slippery  sur- 
face. Mansell,  18  points  be- 
hind Senna  in  the  drivers 
championship  with  four 
grands  prix  to  go,  was  un- 
happy about  the  state  of  his 
race  car.  and  had  to  use  the 
spare  Williams,  which  was  not 
fitted  with  the  Latest  Renault 
engine. 

Mansell  was  not  only  un- 
happy with  some  of  the  hard- 
ware, having  been  laid  low  by

“Under  the  circumstances  it

He  heads  Fisa's  manufac- 
turers’ commission,  a job  he 
fears  he  cannot  do  properly  as 
Balestre — who  has  not  only  to 
approve  the  decisions  of  that 
commission  but  take  many 
other  executive  decisions  — 
does  not  have  the  time  to  deal 
with  everyday  matters  as  he  is 
chief  of  three  leading  motor- 
ing organisations.  “That  is  one 
reason  I decided  to  stand 
against  him,"  Mosley  said. 
“Another  is  that  I was  deeply 
upset  at  the  treatment  meted 
out  to  Senna  after  the  incident 
in  Suzuka  two  years  ago." 

Mosley  is  convinced  that  he 
has  enough  votes  to  unseat 
Balestre  on  October  9,  when 
the  election  takes  place,  but 
Balestre  will  not  relinquish  his 
position  as  M le  President 
without  a fight.

Hannon’s

CHAMPAGNE  corks  were  pop- 
ping at  suD-drencbed  Newbury 
yesterday  when  Richard 
Hannon  reached  two  milestones 
in  landing  a near  170-1  treble 
with  Kmgbi  Of  Mercy,  Port 
Sunlight  and  Beyton. 

Knight  Of  Mercy’s  return  to 
winning  form  under  9st  121b  in 
the  opening  1TB  Handicap  for 
Pat  Eddery  saw  the  exuberant 
father  of  six  saddle  100  winners 
in  a campaign  for  the  first  time 
in  his  21-year  training  career. 

Then,  Port  Sunlight's  three- 
length  win  in  the  People-Sport- 
ing Life  Championship 
Handicap  under  Ray  Cochrane 
took  Hannon's  win  prize-money 
total  past  his  previous  best 
figure  of  £653,526. 

“They  are  all  jumping  out  of 
their  skins, " said  Hannon.  “X 
don’t  even  know  what  fm  doing 
right.  So  much  of  it  is  down  to 
the  staff  who  work  so  hard  and 
have  done  a marvellous  job." 

Before  taking  out  a licence  to 
train  at  East  Everieigh,  on  the 
edge  of  Salisbury  Plain,  in  1970, 
the  tireless  extrovert  was  a 
drummer  with  the  Troggs,  a 
leading  pop  group  in  the  Sixties.

Middlesbrough's  aim, 
however,  is  not  to  handcuff 
Lawrence  but  give  him  the 
freedom  which  Chariton  - 
Athletic,  his  former  dub;  too  ■ 
rarely  did,  to  realise  his  fuB 
potential  as  a manager  and 
theirs  as  a dub.  The  art  of 
escapology  is  one  of  Law- 
rence's qualities  they  can 
happily  do  without.

“A  lot  of  women  stop 
caning  when  they  get  past  the 
youth  training  stage  at  15  or 
16,**  Jenny  Taylor,  the  event 
■ organiser,  said.  “We  don’t- 
know  why  it  happens.  This 
championship  gives  the  top' 
. 'women  a chance  to  compete 
apima  one  another  but  also 
gives  the  women  who  nor- 
mally crew  for  their  husbands 
or  boyfriends  an  opportunity 
to  take  the  helm.” 

Not.  all  -Women  give  up  in 
their  teens  however.  A small 
but  determined  group  are 
making  a name  for  themselves 
as  professional  sailors  on  the 
big  boats  in  the  big  races, 
women  like  the  crew  of  Strip- 
per, the  afl-women  team  aim- 
ing for  a place  in  the  next 
Admiral's  Cup.  Stripper  is  not

so  much  a feminist  statement 
as  a way  of  fulfilling  a dream. 

The  idea  came  from  Fiona 
Brown,  the  project  manager. 
“As  a ehild  in  wailing  you  have 
one  of  two  dreams  — to  win 
the  Olympics  or  the  Admiral's 
Cup.  1 chose  the  Admiral’s 
Cup." 

The  dream  ran  aground 
when  Brown  encountered  the 
age  old  chauvinism  of  the 
sailing  world.  To  work  on  a 
big  boat  the  feeding  is  you  have 
to  be  big.  strong  and  a man. 
Women,  however  competent, 
are  eyed  with  suspicion. 

Brown  decided  that  iff  the 
men  would  not  let  her  skipper 
a boat  she  would  get  her  own.

women  and  the  problem 
would  be  solved. 

Finding  qualified  women 
sailors  proved  easy,  after  all 
some.  28,000  women  have 
gone  through  the  RYA  train- 
ing schools.  It  is  only  ax  the 


top  end  of  the  racing  scene  the 
numbers  tail  off  and  that  is 
due  to  the  lack  of  opportunity 
rather  than  a lack  of  capable 
women. 

Gradually  things  are  chang- 
ing. The  Olympics  now  have 
three  women's  classes  out  of 
the  ten  medal  categories  and 
that  in  turn  has  prompted 
worldwide  interest  in  women 
sailing,  with  more  funding  for 
development  programmes.

Moreno  hits 
back  after 
positive  test

IN  BARCELONA 

JOSE  Manuel  Moreno,  who 
won  Spain’s  first  world  champ- 
ionship gold  medal  for  26  years 
in  Stuttgart  last  month,  was  last 
night  faring  a six-month  ban  for 
using  drugs. 

Confirmation  that  Moreno 
had  tested  positive  during  last 
month's  championship  “re- 
venge” meeting  at  Bassano  del 
Grappa,  Italy,  was  given  to  the 
Spanish  Federation  on  Thurs- 
day. Last  night,  Moreno  denied 
using  drugs;  their  use  repre- 
sented something  with  which, 
he  said,  he  violently  disagreed. 

An  analysis  of  his  sample 
revealed  the  drug,  Nandrolone, 
a testosterone  derivative.  Ironi- 
cally, Moreno  should  have  rid- 
den in  the  final  of  the  one 
kilometre  time-trial  on  Thurs- 
day but  the  event  was  aban- 
doned because  of  a heavy  dew 
after  nine  riders  had  finished. 
Officials  re-started  the  entire 
event  yesterday  but  Moreno  was 
missing  with  “a  stomach  upset”. 

Glen  Sword,  Britain’s  cham- 
pion at  the  discipline,  recorded 
Imin  08.516sec,  but  he  was 
scratched  when  the  national 
coach,  Doug  Dailey,  heard  of 
the  re-run.

League  is  now 
facing  a fight 
for  its  survival 


THE  Football  League  will  face 
an  uphill  struggle  for  survival 
if  it  accepts  the  Football 
Association's  final  financial 
offer  to  pave  the  way  for  the 
proposed  Premier  League  at 
its  extraordinary  general 
meeting  on  Monday. 

The  FA  proved  unyielding 
at  a series  of  meetings  this 
week  and  the  negotiators  on 
behalf  of  the  clubs  have 
extracted  an  offer  of  only  £2 
million  in  compensation. 
That  is  under  half  the  £5 
million  the  League  put  as  the 
minimum  to  maintain  its 
present  income  when  the  Pre- 
mier League  clubs  leave. 

The  FA,  however,  has  re- 
jected the  League  figures.  “It 
really  depends  whether  you 
lake  figures  out  of  accounts  or 
pluck  them  out  of  the  air," 
Rick  Parry,  the  chairman  of 
the  first  division  dubs,  said 
yesterday. 

With  the  breakaway  clubs 
agreeing  that  they  will  con- 
tinue to  pay  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  three  per  cent  poo! 
levied  on  gates  for  five  years  — 
an  amount  of  around  £1 
million  — the  League  will 
receive  a total  annual  subsidy 
of  £3  million  for  five  years, 
less  than  the  £3.3  million  the 
second,  third  and  fourth  di- 
vision clubs  receive  as  their

“It’s  not  enough,”  a League

There  was  a considerable  de- 
gree of  consensus,"  David 
Bloomfield,  the  FA  press  of- 
ficer. claimed  yesterday.  The 
negotiators  are  expected  to 
recommend  that  the  clubs 
accept  the  offer  on  Monday  on 
the  grounds  that  there  is  no 
room  for  further  negotiation.

Britain  make  magnificent  start

BRIGHT  sunshine,  a court  of 
variable  pace  and  bounce,  a 
decimated  Austrian  team  and 
a 2-0  lead  by  the  end  of  the 
first  day.  Not  even  the  eternal 
optimist,  Tony  Pickard,  could 
have  asked  for  more.  If 
Jeremy  Bales  and  Nick  Brown 
can  dredge  one  more  victory 
from  their  doubles  match 
today.  Britain  will  replace 
Austria  in  the  world  group  of 
the  Davis  Cup  next  year  and 
rub  shoulders  with  the  likes  of 
Germany  and  USA  for  the 
first  time  in  four  years,  ft  all 
seems  a little  fandfuL 

There  should  be  no  illusion 
about  the  task  ahead,  but 
yesterday  was  not  a day  for 
perspective  but  a day  of 
dreams.  For  Mark  Petchey, 
who  cast  off  his  doubts  and 
gave  a performance  of  such 
confidence  and  control  in 
beating  Thomas  Muster,  it 
was  hard  to  remember  he  was 
malting  his  debut  in  the  Davis 


Cup.  For  Pickard,  who  had 
given  himself  three  yean  to 
get  British  tennis  back  on  the 
map,  and  is  within  a whisker 
of  doing  so  in  six  months.  For 
Jeremy  Bates,  who  gave 
Britain  an  important  early 
lead,  beating  Thomas 
Buchmayer  in  four  sets,  his 
sixteenth  singles  victory  for 
his  country. 

Petchey  was  a rdevatioo. 
TalL  quick  and  well  balanced, 
he  has  always  looked  the  pan. 
But,  nine  times  out  of  ten 
during  a chequered  career, 
which  was  nearly  drowned  in 
disillusion  a year  ago,  he  has 
not  played  it  Yesterday,  it  was 
as  if  he  had  been  saving  all  his 
best  lines  for  one  scene. 

“He  did  something  he  had 
probably  never  done  on  a 
tennis  court  before.  He  be- 
haved in  a professional  way 
and  did  the  job  property.  That 
was  as  good  a performance  as 
you'll  see  in  the  Davis  Cup 
and  on  the  lour,  for  that 
matter,"  Pickard  said.  From 
the  man  whose  last  task  at 


courlside  was  watching  Stefan 
Ed  berg  win  the  US  Open,  that 
was  high  praise. 

Petchey  never  allowed  Mus- 
ter’s formidable  lust  for  com- 
bat nor  his  elevated  ranking 
mask  the  simple  fact  that  the 
Austrian  No.  1 is  a novice  on 
grass.  From  the  first  game  to 
the  last,  Petchey,  aged  21,  kept 
up  a relentless  rhythm  of  serve 
and  volley,  which  gave  Muster 
no  time  to  settle  or  to  summon 
the  heavy  top-spin  passes  that 
are  his  stock  in  trade  on  day. 
His  only  sign  of  nerves  came 
in  the  third  set  when  be  was 
serving  for  the  match  and 
missed  two  relatively 
strigbtforward  volleys,  but  be 
steadied  himself  for  the  tie- 
break,  which  he  won  7-5  to 
take  a two  sets  to  one  lead.

Selling  rugby  is  defended

RAY  Williams  yesterday  of- 
fered a spirited  defence  of  the 
commercial  programme  of  the 
Rugby  World  Cup  (RWC),  in 
recent  weeks  the  most 
publicised  aim  of  a tour- 
nament which  is  expected  to 
generate  more  than  £35 
million. 

Williams,  organiser  of  the 
tournament  which  opens  at 
Twickenham  on  October  3, 
said  in  London:  “It’s  crucial  to 
the  expansion  of  rugby  as  a 
world  game  that  it  produces 
finances  from  the  jewel  in  its 
crown.  There  is  no  other 
income  to  Rugby  World  Cup 
other  than  from  the  commer- 
cial programme." 

The  gale  money  from  the  32 
games  goes  to  the  five  host 
unions,  who  have  to  pay  for 
the  subsistence  and  internal 
travel  of  visiting  teams  within 
their  jurisdiction.  The 
commercial  programme  has 
come  under  close  scrutiny  in 
the  last  fortnight,  after  the 


collapse  of  the  Keith  Prowse 
Agency  which  was  offering 
hospitality  packages  linked 
with  the  tournament. 

However,  Keith  Rowlands, 
secretary  of  the  International 
Rugby  Football  Board,  re- 
jected criticism  that  too  many 
tickets  had  been  allocated  to 
the  hospitality  operation  in  a 
tournament  for  which  there 
were  1.228,000  match  tickets. 
“About  91  per  cent  of  the 
tickets  have  been  distributed 
to  the  game  and  only  nine  per 
cent  to  what  you  might  call  the 
commercial  programme,"  he 
said.  That  includes  a media 
presence  of  more  than  1,000, 
for  whom  servicing  will  cost 
nearly  £3  million. 

Rowlands  said  that  RWC 
had  committed  £400,000  to- 
wards ensuring  that  purchas- 
ers of  hospitality  packages 
would  get  their  tickets,  but 
some  of  that  may  be  recovered 
if  Wembley  pic  — which  took 
over  the  Keith  Prowse  Agency 


this  week — can  sell  all  or  some 
of  the  remaining  9,000 
packages. 

Tbis  weekend  the  RWC 
message  relay  crosses  its  final 
border  when  it  leaves  Wales 
for  the  southwest  of  England, 
having  generated  huge  enthu- 
siasm in  its  wake.  The  mess- 
age contained  in  the  relay  ball 
noil  be  read  by  Prince  Edward 
at  Twickenham  as  part  of  the 
opening  ceremony  which  pre- 
cedes the  England-New  Zea- 
land match. 

Thge  ceremony  will  delib- 
erately avoid  the  expense  of 
Olympic  openings  so  that  the 
money  saved  can  be  used  for 
the  game.  “We  are  not  in  the 
business  of  producing  a spec- 
tacle memorable  for  a day  but 
forgotten  thereafter,"  Wil- 
liams said. 

The  competing  countries 
will  be  represented  in  a parade 
by  former  players  with  parties 
of  schoolchildren  kitted  out  in 
the  jerseys  of  each  country.

He  is  a callow  65  and  bas 
played  for  United  for  34  years. 
He  scored  a goal  last  year. 
“When  1 went  up  to  head  it 
my  toupee  flew  off.”  he  said. 
Naturally,  the  story  has  been 
ornamented  into  one  in  which 
the  goalie  saved  the  wig  but 
missed  the  ball,  etc.  Fountain 
is  player-manager,  secretary 
and  kit-washer  to  United.  He 
always  gets  a game. 

Rosner,  an  opera  critic 
among  other  things,  is  now  68 
and  maturing  nicely.  He  plays 
for  Midsporl  FC,  recently 
renamed  Danube  FC,  in  the 
Corinthian  Sunday  league.  He 
tells  me  that  instead  of  taking 
early  retirement  from  the 
game  this  year,  he  increased 
his  commitment  by  joining  a 
summer  league.

ROGER  Black  last  night  went 
one  better  than  he  had  in  the 
Tokyo  world  championships 
three  weeks  earlier  by  winning 
toe  season-long  IAAF/Mobil 
grand  prix  400  metres  title. 

In  toe  absence  of  the  athlete 
who  had  beaten  him  to  the 
gold  medal  in  Tokyo.  Antonio 
Pettigrew,  Black  scored  a 
comfortable  victory  here  in 
toe  stadium  where  toe  Olym- 
pics will  be  held  next  summer 
to  win  the  $10,000  top  prize. 

Black  ran  his  eleventh  sub- 
45sec  time  of  toe  season, 
which  represents  outstanding 
consistency,  recording 
44.97sec.  Andrew  Valmon,  of 
the  United  States,  was  second 
in  45.39sec  to  take  toe  grand 
prix  runner-up  place. 

Black  said:  “The  absence  of 
toe  top  Americans  like 
Pettigrew  bas  not  made  it  any 
easier  to  win  today  and  1 had 
to  struggle  like  in  toe  toughest 
races.” 

Pietro  Mennea's  world 
record  for  the  200  metres  will 
survive  into  a twelfth  year 
after  escaping  Michael  John- 
son’s grasp  once  again.  On  a 
balmy  evening,  Johnson  was 
unfortunate  to  lace  a 0.9 
metres  per  second  headwind 
and  ran  I9.88sec;  Mennea’s 
record,  set  at  altitude  in  1979, 
is  l9-72sec. 

No  one  apart  from  Johnson 
these  past  two  years  has  run 
under  20  seconds  legally 
Johnson,  the  world  champion, 
dominates  the  event  to  the 
extent  that  this  was  his  fourth 
sub-20sec  performance  in  a 
fortnight 

Sally  Gunnell  needed  to  win 
toe  400  metres  hurdles  to 
become  the  first  British 
woman  since  Liz  McColgan  at 
5,000  metres  in  1988  to  finish 
the  season  top  of  the  grand 
prix  standings  in  an  individ- 
ual evenL  This,  though, 
looked  like  one  race  too  many 
for  Gunnell  in  what  has  been  a 
thoroughly  successful  season 
for  her. 

. She  finished  fourth  in 
54.37sec,  more  than  a second  ( 
slower  than  the  British  record  I 


she  ran  to  take  the  world 
championship  silver  medal  . 
Her  consolation  was  the 
$8,000  she  won  for  taking  the 
grand  prix  runner-up  position 
behind  Sandra  Farmer-Pal- 
rick,  of  the  United  States.  r- 

Farmer-Pa  trick,  wearing  her 
now  familiar  white  tutu,  hats 
topped  toe  grand  prix  fashions 
this  year;  but  she  is  way  down 
toe  order  when  it  comes  to 
technique.  She  concedes  18 
inches  clearance  between  her  i 
lead-leg  hamstring  and  the  top 
of  each  hurdle;  if  she  bad 
Gunnell's  compact  style  she 
would  su rely  by  now  have 
taken  Marina  Stepanova’s 
world  record  of  52.94 sec.  Her 
best  is  53.37sec. 

The  shape  of  next  year's 
grand  prix  is  not  yet  clear. 
After  two  days  of  discusaoaii 
toe  IAAF  commission  made 
no  announcement  yesterday 
on  its  proposed  calendar  for 
1992. 

. ft  is  understood  however 
that  Moscow  and  Bratislava 
are  to  lose  their  status  ..is 
favour  of  either  one  or  two 
Spanish  venues.  Barcelona 
and.  Seville  are  under 
consideration. 

Because  the  Olympics  are  (i 
early  in  the  season  — four  * 
weeks  earlier  than  the  world 
championships  w«e  this  year 
- there  is  a scramble  to  avoid 
toe  fag  end  and  post-01ymp& 
depression. 
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
